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On-Hold 
Contracts 
Will Wait 
To Nov. 

The town employees who had their con¬ 
tracts put into limbo this spring will have 
to wait until November tor final Town 
Meeting approval. 

Selectmen said Monday night they 
would not call a separate Town Meeting 
to discuss the police, custodian, manage¬ 
ment raises turned down at the Spring 
Town Meeting. 

‘Wow,” said a momentarily 
speechless Sgl. Francis Manzie, the head 
of the Winchester Police Assn., when told 
of the decision Tuesday. *T can tell you it’s 
a disappointment. 

“We were anticipating getting the 
money in October,” said Manzie, whose 
union won a renegotiated contract with the 
town last month. “The money’s still com¬ 
ing, but. . . . It’s just a disappointment for 
me and for all the officers.” 

Although many Town Meeting 
members asked for a special September 
Town Meeting after turning down the con¬ 
tracts, and selectmen had discussed call¬ 
ing one several times since, the selectmen 
now said they felt time was too short and 
the cost to great to call a special session. 

Instead, they will wait until just before 
the regular November Fall Town Meeting 
to act on the contracts. 

A special Town Meeting, of sorts, will 
be called at that time. The contracts will 
be discussed on Nov. 3, four days before 
the regular Town Meeting would begin. 

Because any Town Meeting action 
doesn’t take effect until seven days after 
the end of the Town Meeting session, call¬ 
ing the Nov. 3 session a “special” Town 
Meeting means the seven days starts on 
Nov. 3. The police then won’t have to wait 
for their raises until seven days after the 
Fall Town Meeting ends. 

Selectmen had two reasons not to call 
a September or October special session — 
the cost and the scheduling.

News Racks 


Ordered 

Removed 

The modernistic newspaper racks that 
appeared on Winchester’s streets this 
weekend advertised that USA Today is 
coming Sept. 12. 

But the newspaper racks themselves 
will be gone long before that if the 
newspaper’s distributor doesn’t get a per¬ 
mit from the town. 

Residents may have been surprised 
Saturday to drive downtown and see a 
half-dozen newspaper racks for USA To¬ 
day lining Washington and Main sts. 

The Board of Selectmen was surpris¬ 
ed as well the newspaper distributor 
had never applied for permit for the vend¬ 
ing machines. And the selectmen want the 
machines out of town immediately. 

“The proper response should be that 
they must apply for a permit in three days 
or we’re going to rip those things out,” 
said Selectman Michael Saraco Monday 
night. 

“They are in violation of our by-laws." 
agreed Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell. “Let’s get them out — with 
dispatch.” 

Chapter H, Section 10 of the town by¬ 
laws states “No person, unless he is a 
holder of a permit issued by the Board of 
Selectmen. . . , shall place an obstruction 
on any street or on any sidewalk within the 
town and dTTow it to remain there.” 

Selectmen joined their peers in several 
area communities in opposing the 
machines - in Reading, selectmen 
ordered the space-age-looking racks 
removed, and in Malden, the city council 
said the machines were in violation of the 
town's laws. 

The Malden case has been challenged 
in court by Gannet Newspapers, the huge 
chain that started USA Today a year ago 
in hopes it would become the country’s 
paper of record. The newspaper, based in 
Washington, D.C.. runs news items from 
across the country and the globe

Rescued At Sea

No one would want to be stuck in a 
conkedout. 13-foot Boston Whaler in the 
middle of the night in the middle ol Nan¬ 
tucket Sound. But Suzanne Cote of Pro¬ 
spect st. and her friend. Mandi Blakely of 
Osterville. weren’t panicking. 

Their situation was a bit cold and a bit 
wet. too. once it started raining at mid 
night. But the two 17-year-old girls didn’t 
think it was particularly dangerous. 

Until the squall hit. At 3 a.m. or so, 10 
hours after the Whaler first lost its engine, 
the seas swelled, the sky opened up. and 
the thunderstorm started. 

“It was kind of nice up to 11. when the 
wind picked up and it started raining.” 
said Cote cheerfully after her rescue from 
Nantucket Sound by the Coast Guard Mon¬ 
day. “At about 3, the squall set in and it 
started raining really hard. 

“We were just off llyannis and could 
seethe lights until the squall.” said Cote 
in a slightly less enthusiastic voice. “The 
waves were throwing us up and down so 
much, you could see the lights one minute 
and then you’d be down below them.” 

But the pair weathered the storm, were 
rescued at about 7 a.m. after being spot¬ 
ted by a Coast Guard helicopter. Cote, wet 
and cold but otherwise fine, went home 
and slept for 17 hours. 

Cole and Blakely had started out Sun¬ 
day from Blakely’s Osterville home for a 
lo-nautical mile cruise in the Whaler and 
a shopping trip in Edgartown on Martha’s 
Vineyard. 

They wouldn’t get back to (istervillo for 
11 hours, after two Coast Guard boats and 
Blakely’s father, in his cabin cruiser, 
spent all night searching for the girls in 
the foggy sound. Often, those searching 
boats came within sight of the tiny 
Whaler, only to miss it. 

The trip to Edgartown was one Cote 
said Blakely had made many times 
before, and she had made once. That’s bet 
ter than Coast Guard Quartermaster Chief 
James Manuel, who commented after the 
incident that “I don’t know if I’d cross 
Nantucket Sound in a 13-footer.” 

In any case, the two girls made it to the 
Vineyard. On the way. the boat’s engine 
healed up a bit. but Cote said. “We’d slow 
down and it made it.” 

The girls toured Edgartown. shopped 


< foresightedly buying fudge, which turn 
ed out to be the only thing they had to oat 
m their I t hours asea >. and headed home 

On the way home, the terminally 
overheating engine died at about 3:30 p in 

The girls drifted awhile, and wisely an 
chorod when they got close to llyannis. 
And they waited 

“We weren’t really frantic wo spent 
the time laughing and joking, which is pro¬ 
bably why 1 don’t feel too upset right 
now,” said Cote 

“It was not fun.” Cote said omphatical 
ly. “But up until (the storm) we weren’t 
panicking.” 

Neither was Cote's mother. Ann. who 
said she had enough confidence in the girls 
to be sure they would he all right. She and 
her husband. Owen, did stay up all night, 
though. 

Blakely’s father, Jerry, spent the night 
searching for the girls in his cabin cruiser. 
“Rovering,” along with two Coast Guard 
cutters. 

According to Manuel, of the Woods 
Hole Coast Guard Base. Jerry Blakely 
reported the girls missing at 7:30 p m. A 
41-foot cutler from the Woods Hole base 
and 44 footer from Osterville were sent 
out. 

Neither Coast Guard boat, or Blakely's 
father, found the girls, although they came 
close. 

“We could see the lights from all the 
bouts searching for us. hut they didn't see 
us,” said Cote. 

It was the Coast Guard helicopter, 
which had to wait out the night’s log but 
was dispatched from Otis Air Force Base 
at (1:15 a.m., which found the girls alter 
a 40-minute search 

The helicopter, like the boats, missed 
the girls on the first pass. 

“We waved to them on the way out but 
they didn’t s<r us.” said Cole. "< )n its way 
in. we were waving life jackets and jump 
ing up and down in the boat.” 

The helicopter radioed the girls posi 
lion to the 44-footer, which picked them up 
and delivered them to Blakeh 's father on 
the “Rovering."

Town To Be Sued 
Over WHA Tenure

A judge will decide who has the right 
to choose a member of the Winchester 
Housing Authority (WHA)'for the next 
four years the voters of Winchester, or 
the Board of Selectmen and the WHA. 

Two citizens intend to challenge in 
court whether Mary Meador should have 
been appointed to fill the remaining 4' ■ 
years of the late John Henry Van Dyke’s 
WHA term. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall has 
given his opinion that the law states 
Meador should fill the entire term. And 
selectmen say they will follow that 
opinion, even if they disagree with it 

Attorney Wade Welch and Town 
Meeting member Mary Pronski read the 
law to say that Meader should he ap¬ 
pointed until the next town election, when 
the voters can decide. 

They claim lawyers with the state 
Secretary of State’s office agree with them 
on the legal interpretation. “I’ve spoken 
to two members of the Secretary of State’s 
office, and they agree with (me) and 
disagree with the eminent attorney 
Douglas A. Randall.” commented Welch. 

Pronski and Welch also have Town 
Clerk Carolyn Ward, who is in charge of 
supervising elections, agreeing with them 
on their ethical argument. 

“The thing that upsets me about this 
is that the voters are losing their right to 
elect who they want to the Housing 
Authority.” Ward said in an interview 

But the Board o! Selectmen are willing 
to go to court rather than go against the 
opinion of Randall. 

Faced with the selectmen’s refusal to 
consider ending Meader’s tenure at the 
next town election in seven months, at 
torney and former selectman Welch and 
Pronski vowed Monday night they would 
sue the town. 

Welch and Pronski came to Monday 
night’s selectmen’s meeting to give board 
members an option reconsider their den 
sion or face litigation. 

“We are reluctant to rush into court 
without us asking Do you want us to',' 
said Welch “I wanted to be sure I got a 
clear signal from you people 

Alter selectmen said that. even it they 
disagreed w ith Randall s opinion, they tell 
it was up to a judge and not them to inter¬ 


pret the law, Welch had that signal. 

“I heard them very clearly. Welch 
said after the meeting “They want to In- 
sued. And they damn well are going to 
be.” 

The suit will not hinge on whether 
Meador's July 22 appointment to the Win 
Chester Housing Authority was proper 
only that she shouldn't have boon ap 
pointed for five years. 

Meader was chosen to till the unox 
piredtcrmo! Housing Authority member 
Van Dyke, whodiod June 21 In the 5 o vote 
for Meader, three selectmen and one 
Housing Authority member abstained in 
protest of the closing off ol nominations 
before the boards could investigate the 
candidacy of William White, a loriner 
state, national and private housing 
administrator 

But Pronski and Welch aren't arguing 
that White shouldn't have lieen closed out. 
because White had submitted his applica 
lion after the deadline. "The opening was 
posted properly, and Mary Meader was 
elected properl>. said Welch. It was the 
term that was wrong ' 

The selectmen and Housing Authority 
members elected Meader to the live year 
balance of Van Dyke’s term based on Ran 
dall’s interpretation ot Chapter 121. Sec¬ 
tion 2<;L of the state’s General Laws. 

The decision was apparently based 
solely on Randall s opinion, despite tlu- 
fact that the Housing Authority also In- 
an attorney. Judith Warren. 

Warren refused to comment to Tin- 
Star. saying that “since an objection has 
been raised before the board, it would be 
inappropriate for me to comment But 
Welch said that Warren had told him she 
had not been consulted on the interpret.! 
tion of the law 

Chapter 121. Section 2(>L. which is 
specifically for housing authoiities. states 
"Vacancies, other than by reason ot ox 
piralion. shall tie filled lor the balance of 
the unexpired term, in the same manner

Thus ended the struggle begun at Lex¬ 
ington and Concord on April 19, 1776, and 
culminataed in the surrender of Cor¬ 
nwallis at Yorktown in October, 1781.

If you wore a patient at Winchester 
Hospital this summer, it's likely that the 
first person you saw upon your arrival and 
the last person you saw when you were 
discharged was a Junior Volunteer. 

A total of 117 young people between the 
ages of 14 and 1H from nine area com¬ 
munities. including Winchester, gave their 
time during the school vacation months to 
provide services to patients and help to the 
staff at Winchester Hospital.

To prepare for their summer 
assignments, the Junior Volunteers were 
first interviewed by Marie Johnson, direc¬ 
tor of Volunteer Services at Winchester 
Hospital, and then attended three orien¬ 
tation sessions as well as on-the-job train¬ 
ing sessions throughout the spring months. 

“Many of these young people chose to 
volunteer because they are interested in 
a health-related career.'' said Johnson. 
“For many others, it was their first oppor¬ 
tunity to have *a job.' Hut they all came 
here showing a concern for others. 

“Because of their enthusiasm, their 
good work and their dependability, the 
Junior Volunteers who work here in the 
summer months - as well as those who 
work here throughout the year are of 
great assistance to our hospital staff. In 
addition, these young people provide an 
extra dimension of caring to our patients."

1 know I’m not a movie critic 
or anything, but there’s 
something I have to get off my 
chest here today. 

It’s about “Snow White and 
the Seven Dw r arfs.” 

I just saw this film, for the se¬ 
cond time in 25 years, on a 
sweltering Saturday, in the com¬ 
pany of several dozen other 
grownups and a couple of hun¬ 
dred wiggling children. 

There was the usual kids- 
inovie undercurrent of excite¬ 
ment in the place. Small people 
talked in noisy stage whispers 
and sucked on various fingers. 
Some put in early pleas for 
another box of popcorn, and 
Others late pleas for a last-minute 
trip to the bathroom. But once the 
theater darkened and the credits 
began to roll, a hush fell on this 
eager cross-section of small and 
Squirming humanity. A sense of 
mounting excitement grew, a 
liind of excitement that I, too, 
Could sense and celebrate. 

You see, I expect to be cap- 
livated by children’s movies, to 
be charmed and delighted, to be 


This is the stuff of fairy tales, 
after all; it isn’t cinema verite. 

But then there’s the business 
with the dwarfs, who live like 
happy bachelor slobs in a little 
woodsy cottage. Once she ap¬ 
pears in their lives, Snow White’s 
function, of course, is to pick up 
after them, to step into the tradi¬ 
tional feminine role of both slave 
and scold, to nag and cajole them 
both, to coax them into 
cleanliness with coy promises of 
affection. She sets to work on 
their filthy little britches and 
their sticky little teacups with 
fussy feminine ardor. 

And speaking of coy affection, 
why won’t she kiss Dopey, I’d like 
to know? Poor Dopey, he can’t 
even talk; they say as much in 
the dialogue. Here he is, a tiny 
bald guy, a mute no less, with 
ears that belong on an 
anemometer, and a big crush on 
old Snowy. He keeps turning up 
his little face to kiss her lips, and 
what does she do? She takes him 
by his ears, no less, bows his head 
down an kisses him on the scalp. 
What, it’s going to kill her to give 


( I didn’t really like Snow 
White. In fact, I sort of 
hated it.’ 


made young again and 
vulnerable to all that aching 
technicolor melodrama. That’s 
why I go to these films. I cried 
like a brand-new war widow all 
through “Dumbo.” I had to be 
carried out, practically, toward 
the end of “Bambi.” 

So I was up for this particular 
movie. Both my Kleenex and my 
child’s heart were that ready. 

Well, here’s the bad news, 
without any further preface: I 
didn’t really like Snow White 
somehow; in fact, I sort of hated 
it. 

I realize that saying 
something like this is tantamount 
to sacrilege, and if there were 
any way to avoid doing it, I 
would, believe me. 

I know the movie was made in 
1937 and I do appreciate how 
wonderful the animations are, 
especially for that long-ago era of 
cinematic history. And the music 
is nice too, lovely even; I have no 
quarrel with the music. 

But the characterizations 
seem so. ..I don’t know, flat, sort 
of. And Snow White herself is 
such a simpering nitwit. 

The movie, like the fairy tale 
it’s based on, is made for 
children, I realize, and not for the 
battle-scarred adult mentality, 
but still....let’s give the kids a lit¬ 
tle credit. 

Here’s a young girl, 16 maybe, 
with a voice like a semi-squashed 
sparrow, an ear-piercing trill 
several octaves above Middle C, 
a spine-chilling vibrato - in short, 
a voice that would drive normal¬ 
sized humans to the valium bot¬ 
tle. This guy comes along, a 
perfect stranger, a slick-headed 
Errol Flynn type, and Snow 
White falls in love with him. They 
don’t converse at all, they’re not 
together for more than 90 
seconds, but we get the picture: 
They’re both smitten. 

AH right, that’s not so bad.

him a normal kiss? Or is she one 
of those girls who’s too good to 
kiss homely guys? It just sort of 
irks me. 

Finally, there’s her post-coma 
behavior to take into account. 
She’s simpered her way into a 
corner with the wicked queen by 
this time, and bitten the poison 
apple, as we all know. In the grip 
of the ensuing swoon, she is taken 
for dead. Those nice little men 
build her a casket of crystal and 
gold, and bank it all about with 
jewels from that Heigh-Ho mine 
of theirs. They keep constant 
watch over her, day and night, 
winter and summer. They’re 
more faithful to her remains than 
Joe DiMaggio was to Marilyn’s. 
So then what happens? 

Then Errol Flynn comes along 
again in his ballet tights and his 
wet-look hairdo. He kisses her 
pale lips, and BAM, she wakes 
up. But does she thank the dwarfs 
for their devotion? Does she offer 
to take all those little britches of 
their’s off to the castle laun- 
dramat? Does she even so much 
as invite them over for pizza 
sometime? She does not. She gets 
up on Pretty Boy’s horse with 
him, and off she goes into the 
sunset - without so much as a 
backward glance. Talk about 
ingratitude! 

Maybe I just saw the film on 
a bad day. And maybe I’m the on¬ 
ly person who found herself faint¬ 
ly disappointed by it, faintly 
irritated. 

Or it may be that “Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs” really is 
a talent that has outlived its abili¬ 
ty to convey a message to 
us...Unless the message is that all 
the world loves a ninny, even an 
ungrateful one with a prejudice 
against short guys.

When the 1984 legislature con¬ 
venes in January, you may be 
able to tune in WGBH’s Channel 
44 and watch your state represen¬ 
tative debating on the House 
floor. The House is still finalizing 
arrangements with the non-profit 
public television station but it is 
fairly certain that television 
coverage of the House chamber 
and selected committee hearings 
will begin this January. 

For years, a group of legisla¬ 
tors has been trying to open the 
House up to television cameras. 
They were finally successful this 
year when early in the session, 
the House, voting against the 
leadership, approved 78-75, a new 
rule opening all formal House 
sessions to television. A commit¬ 
tee, chaired by House majority 
leader George Keverian, was ap¬ 
pointed and charged with draf¬ 
ting rules and procedures for the 
coverage. The committee wanted 
gavel to gavel coverage and since 
commercial stations would not 
commit to lengthy coverage, the 
group entered into negotiations 
with WGBH which has extensive 
time available on its UHF station. 

While negotiations continued, 
the House approved a $260,000 
amendment to cover the daily ex¬ 
penses of television coverage on 
a trial basis from January to 
June 1984. In July, the House and 
Senate both OKd a $1.5 million 
capital outlay budget to get the 
project off the ground and to buy 
equipment and make construc¬ 
tion and other changes to accom¬ 
modate the new coverage. Many 
of the costs in the $1.5 million are 
one time costs and will not recur. 

Some supporters of the origi¬ 
nal rule allowing television cov¬ 
erage thought it would simply 
open the doors to stations who 
wanted to film the House in action 
at little or no cost to the state. 
They, along with many opponents 
of the rule, voted against using 
state funds to pay the costs. 
Beyond the initial startup costs, 
estimates of the cost of providing 
coverage are $400,000 to $500,000 
annually. 

Opponents said the taxpayer 
should not foot the bill and urged 
the private sector and the media 
industry be approached for fund¬ 
ing help. Supporters of state fund¬ 
ing said it is the only way to fund 
the project. They said it is well 
worth the cost to open up the 
House and bring it closer to the 
people. Many noted the final 
agreement is expected to allow 
commercial stations to pay a fee 
to WGBH for any film of House 
sessions. The total of the fees 
would be used to reduce the next 
budget request to fund coverage. 

The Senate, meanwhile, is 
keeping its distance. Supporters 
of television coverage of the up¬ 
per chamber were most recently 


defeated in May 1982 when they 
tried to force a bill allowing 
television cameras in the Senate 
onto the floor for a vote. 

Supporters of legislative 
coverage by television point to 
the success of Congressional ses¬ 
sions on cable. They claim the 
cameras will allow voters to 
monitor their legislators on 
Beacon Hill and gain a greater 
understanding of what really 
goes on under the golden dome. 
Opponents say it will be disrup¬ 
tive and result in lengthy 
speeches by aspiring legislators 
who will grandstand and play to 
the cameras. In January, when 
it’s likely to be “lights, cameras, 
action,” you’ll have a chance to 
decide who is right. 

This week’s report reviews 
and updates House and Senate 
action on measures dealing with 
television coverage of the 
legislature. 

TV COVERAGE: In an 
historic vote last January, the 
House approved by a narrow 
78-75 vote, the new rule opening 
all formal House sessions to tele¬ 
vision and radio. The rule also 
gives the speaker the power to 
establish the conditions and man¬ 
ner of all broadcasts and allows 
the House to prohibit coverage on 
any given day. 

A “Yea” vote is for the new 
rule allowing coverage. A “Nay” 
vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes. 

$1.5 MILLION: In July, the 
House approved 120-7 and the 
Senate OKd 19-10, a $1.5 million 
capital outlay bill for renovations 
and equipment for television 
coverage of the House. Many of 
the costs are one time startup 
costs including construction, 
renovations, lighting, and 
cameras. 

A “Yea” vote is for the $1.5 
million. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. Sen. 
Richard Kraus voted yes. 

The House and Senate are now 
meeting informally during the 
summer legislative break. For¬ 
mal sessions are scheduled to 
begin again the week after Labor 
Day in September. 

During the first seven months 
of the session, the legislature has 
acted on thousands of the more 
than 8000 bills filed for considera¬ 
tion in 1983. Only a handful of 
these bills have made it through 
the complicated process in both 
branches and have been signed 
by Gov. Dukakis. Even fewer 
have been approved on roll call 
votes in both branches. 

This week, “the report” up¬ 
dates action on key measures and 
records local representatives’ 
and senators’ votes on these 


measures which were approved 
by roll call votes in both the 
Senate and House and signed in¬ 
to law by Gov. Dukakis. 

SUPERFUND (H 1503): Ap¬ 
proved by House 136-0, Senate 
35-0, and signed into law by Gov. 
Dukakis on March 24 was the $25 
million superfund for the cleanup 
of hazardous waste sites in the 
state. The bill gives the state 
strong powers to sue violators 
and establishes stiff jail 
sentences and fines for violators. 

A “Yea vote is for the bill. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes. Sen Richard Kraus 
voted yes. 

GAS TAX (S 1889): Approved 
by House 85-57, Senate 19-13, and 
signed into law on March 30 was 
the bill establishing a floor of 11 
cents on the gasoline tax effective 
April 1. The tax is pegged at 10 
percent of the wholesale price of 
gas and at the time the bill pass¬ 
ed the tax totalled 9.9 cents per 
gallon. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 11 cent 
floor. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no, Kraus 
yes. 

SUPPLEMENTAL BUD¬ 
GET (S 1890): Approved by 
House 132-4, Senate 29-1, was a 
$36 million supplemental budget 
for fiscal 1983. Included was $34 
million for college scholarship 
aid. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
budget. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Saltmarsh and Kraus voted 
yes. 

RACING (II 2306): House ap¬ 
proved 128-18 and the Senate 30-5 
refused to table a bill allowing 
race tracks in the state to televise 
and sponsor betting on up to five 
“highly recognized” national 
races annually. The Senate later 
passed the bill, without a roll call 


vote and Gov. Dukakis signed it 
on May 19. 

In the House a “Yea” vote is 
for the bill. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. In the Senate a “Yea” 
vote is for tabling the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against tabling. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. Kraus 
no. 

LOCAL AID (II 6042): Ap¬ 
proved by House 113-32, Senate 
20-14, were resolutions expressing 
the intent of the legislature to pro¬ 
vide $157.8 million in additional 
local aid to cities and towns in 
fiscal 1984. The final fiscal 1984 
budget approved a few days ago 
actually contained $159 million in 
new local aid. 

A “Yea” vote is for the resolu¬ 
tions. A “Nay” vote is against 
them. 

Saltmarsh voted no, Kraus 
yes. 

REAP (II 6440): House ap¬ 
proved 84-66, Senate approved 
22-12, and Dukakis signed July 1, 
the Revenue Enforcement and 
Protection (REAP) package. In¬ 
cluded were a 5 cent hike in the 
cigarette excise tax; a hike from 
4.3 to 5.75 percent in the capital 
gains tax; and a .2 percent 
payroll tax hike on employers. 

A “Yea” vote is for the REAP 
package. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Saltmarsh voted no, Kraus 
yes. 

FISCAL 1984 BUDGET (H 
6500): House approved 129-23, 
Senate approved 34-3, and 
Dukakis signed July 15, the $7.26 
billion fiscal 1984 budget. The 
package is about 6 percent more 
than last year’s budget. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
budget. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Saltmarsh and Kraus voted 
yes.

Tuesday Evening Courses 

TITLE TIME 

Basic Drawing .7:00-9:30 

For anyone who wants to learn to draw better — learning to draw is really learning to see in the artists' 
mode. Drawing from observation and a series of sccing/drawing exercises will help to improve the following 
skills: Perspective, portrait drawing, figure drawing and proportions, shading, and perception of negative- 
positive space. Students will be encouraged to develop individual style and confidence. Students should 
bring a soft lead pencil, an eraser, and an inexpensive drawing pad to the first class. Recommended text: 
"Drawing On The Right Side Of The Brain" by Betty Edwards. The class will be continued in the Spring 
semester. 

Beginning Quilting.7:00-9:30 

This course will involve a basic introduction to quilting techniques, including straight seams, curved 
seams, applique, paper piecing and more.

Natural rattan cane is woven through holes already drilled in the frame, forming a design which restores 
the usefulness and beauty to a previously caned chair. Students will enjoy learning this process. There 
will be a lab fee for materials. 

Conversational Spanish.7:00-9:00 

This course will stress the basic skills of listening, speaking, reading and writing through the develop¬ 
ment of vocabulary, idiomatic expression and proper grammatical usage. Those planning to take a trip 
to a Spanish-speaking locale will find this course of particular value. 

English as a Second Language.7:30-9:30

Want to fish the best bass waters in 
eastern Massachusetts? Paddle around in 
a canoe? Picnic at water’s edge? It’s 
possible to do all that and more just a few 
miles from here at what has been called 
“one of the most beautiful and most ac¬ 
cessible of America’s urban rivers" - the 
Charles. 

The Charles River watershed is 30 
miles long, but winds and twists for 80 
miles in a course touched by man who has 
built 20 dams and more than 90 bridges 
along the river which has been a resource 
since the days of the Indians. In addition, 
78 streams flow into the Charles. 

While many people in this area are 
familiar with the Charles of Boston — the 
site of the Hatch Shell and Esplanade, the 
college crew races, the Science Museum 
— there is much more to the Charles 
River. It starts in Hopkinton and 
meanders through communities such as 
Milford, Bellingham, Medway, and Med- 
field before getting to Natick, Dedham, 
Needham, Newton, Waltham and Boston. 

The Metropolitan District Commission 
<MDC) operates recreational facilities 
along much of the Charles from Boston to 
Route 128. 

The agency which is concerned with 
protecting and improving the entire 
Charles River watershed is the tax- 
exempt, non-profit Charles River Water¬ 
shed Assn. This citizens’ group was form¬ 
ed in 1965 to enhance the natural resources 


and recreational opportunities on the 
river. Its office is at 2391 Commonwealth 
ave., Auburndale 02168. 

The group welcomes donations and 
memberships. From its office the associa¬ 
tion monitors development in the water¬ 
shed, maintains liaison with government 
agencies at all levels, works for enforce¬ 
ment of statues and regulations and coor¬ 
dinates public and private effots for the 
river. 

The Charles River Watershed Assn, 
also prepares educational materials and 
serves as a clearinghouse for information 
about the river. It is the association’s 
“Charles River Canoe Guide" that is a 
must for anyone wanting to canoe the 
Charles. The guide is available for $1.50 
at the office. 

Even if one doesn’t canoe, the guide 
makes interesting reading as it tells about 
swamps, ponds, dams, rapids and wildlife. 
Maps within the guide are well-marked 
with indicators for access points, hazards, 
dams, portage, bridges and picnic sites. 
Distances for each map are indicated. 

The canoe guide also alerts would-be 
boaters to safety considerations, such as 
the 80-foot drop in elevation between Echo 
Lake and Dilla st. dam between Hopkin¬ 
ton and Milford. The guide observes that 
thjs is a good area for hikers. Another 
page notes that at high water the canoe 
will not fit under the Route 495 culvert in 
North Bellingham, and, needless to say, 


portage across the highway is not possible. 

Good sites for getting canoes in and out 
of the river are indicated in the guide, as 
well as the best routes for portaging 
canoes where necessary. All of the access 
sites are also listed in the back with nota¬ 
tions as to parking and access. 

Some of the suggested canoe trips are 
on tributaries of the Charles, eight of 
which are described in detail in the pam¬ 
phlet. One side trip includes a water tour 
the Wellesley College campus. 

The Route 109 (Millis-Medfield area) 
to South Natick dam is a 10-mile stretch 
called the most beautiful and most 
canoeable part of the Charles, with no 
obstacles or portages. The brochure 


recommends a lunch stop in the Rocky 
Narrows Reservation area which features 
forested slopes and a pine grove. 
Downstream further is the Mass. Audubon 
Society’s Broadmoore Sanctuary. 

At Hemlock Gorge in Wellesley the 
botanist will see a variety of shrubs and 
trees, including witch hazel, blue-beech 
and chestnut. Moody st.. Waltham, is 
where the “lakes district” which features 
good bass fishing begins. Many ducks and 
shorebirds can be seen here. The Charles 
River tour ends up in the Charles River 
basin where canoeists face the hazards of 
power boats, sculling crews, sailboats and

too good to be true. But Tim’s warning was 
not what we had planned on. 

“Has anyone ever been killed on this 
rapid?" one of our crew asked while we 
waited uncomfortably for our turn in the 
churning madness. The toughest part of 
the trip came at the beginning and we 
weren’t even used to wearing the life 
jackets yet. much less ready for the Gorge 
rapids. 

“No one has been killed, but just 
yesterday, another guide fell out of the 
raft and broke his collarbone and two 
others had some broken limbs and 
bruises," Tim responded. “We are going 
to hit several hydraulic pockets soon and 
if you fall out into them, the water will 
churn you around and around like a 
washing machine. Eventually, the pocket 
of water will throw you out into the river, 
but you will look like you’ve been worked 
over by the Mafia." 

Hew reassuring. 

This guide clearly had no intention of 
making it any easier for us. He adjusted 
his crash helmet, which was decorated 
with bird feathers "for good luck," and ex¬ 
plained our survival plan, the plan for fun. 

“First, we will go straight for a little 
bit and where that big rock juts out. over 
there, we will immediately cut a sharp. 90 
degree angle to the left,” he explained, 
pointing out the threatening sites. 

“It’s crucial that we make that 90 
degree turn at exactly the right moment 
or else we will run smack into three 
hydraulic pockets in a row," he continued 
quietly, as lie did not exactly have to shout 
to catch our attention. “We will maneuver 
right and left a few times and it’s very im¬ 
portant you listen carefully to my com¬ 
mands. The people in the back must relay 
the directions to the people in the front 
since it will be almost impossible to hear 
me above the roar of the water. 

“At the very end. we will hit a wall of 
water which will send us up flying in the 
air for a little bit and then we’ll land in 
calmer water."

We were finally there. Months of fan¬ 
tasizing alwHit whitewater rafting in Maine 
had suddenly transformed from a vision 
of thrilling adventure into a fearful reali¬ 
ty. And the seven of us were not as eager 
to confront the swirling wet wildness as we 
had imagined we would be. 

Tim Kananen, our river guide for the 
day-long trip, was not exactly encourag¬ 
ing. As we approached one of the toughest 
whitewater rapids in the Northeast, he 
eyed us with a mixture of hope and poor¬ 
ly concealed despair. Whether he liked it 
or not, his safety for the next few miles 
depended on our ability to follow his raf¬ 
ting commands. Which was not an easy 
task. 

"No one must fall out of the raft," he 
ordered, enunciating each word careful¬ 
ly to make certain we got the message. “If 
you feel yourself falling out of the raft — 
don’t If you let go of the paddle and feel 
the water pulling you from the raft don’t 
let it happen. 

“If you fall out. you might not come 
back." 

The Eastern River Expeditions 
brochure had warned us not to sign up lor 
this particular rafting trip unless we had 
a “go for it attitude" and were in “good 
athletic condition." There were many 
other rafting trips they offered which 
avoid the perils of the Class V rapids on 
the Penobscot River. (Rapids are 
classified on a scale of I to VI with Class 
I being flat water.) 

But we had decided we met the re¬ 
quirements for conquering the almighty 
Ripogenus Gorge rapids a conclusion 
drawn by seven newcomers to the sport 
— and we had quickly agreed that $75 per 
person was a fair trade for an ex- 
hiliarating adventure on one of northern 
Maine’s most scenic rivers. That price 
even included a steak cookout at noon with 
a view of Mt. Katahdin, Maine’s highest 
peak located in Baxter State Park, adja¬ 
cent to the Penobscot. 

Back in March, when we made our 
reservations, the trip had sounded almost

We had enlisted ourselves for this 
adventure at a time when we were all 
overcome by that "go for it” attitude. We 
knew that the first three miles of the 
14-mile trip dropped over 70 feet per river 
mile. Didn’t faze us. And we knew this 
west branch section of the Penobscot 
River was famous for having some of the 
toughest and most technical rapids in the 
Northeast. Sounded like our kind of trip. 

After all, we could never have forgiven 
ourselves if we had opted for the "stan¬ 
dard trip” which started just below the 
Ripogenus Gorge. 

Not that the standard (and $15 
cheaper) trip doesn’t include encounters 
with whitewater. Interspersed between 
stretches of calm, scenic river are several 
small sections of rocky whitewater. But 
the trip is mostly level and the river does 
not dramatically drop off the way it docs 
below the Ripogenus Dam where our trip 
began. 

But while we sat waiting for our turn 
in the ferocious fury ahead, that standard 
trip didn’t sound like such a bad idea. And 
to think, it wasn’t too long ago that we 
were sitting on the yellow and black school 
bus traveling from the raft company head¬ 
quarters in Greenville to the river, con¬ 
gratulating ourselves for having the most 
difficult raft trip. 

"Do you realize they’re going to lower 
the rafts with ropes over an 80-foot cliff?” 
we had continually repeated to each other 
during the hour-long, bumpy bus ride. 
"And we have to walk down a steep, nar¬ 
row path just to get to the rafts.” 

One person on the crowded, rickety bus 
took great delight in terrifying the rest of 
the bus. "We’re going to get bashed 
against the rocks,” he sang over and over, 
with relish. Unfortunately, he wasn’t far 
from the truth. 

It was the first time any of us had ever 
gone rafting, but those “in the know” at 
the rafting company located six car hours 
north of Winchester had assured us our in¬ 
experience would not result in death. 

Although as we sat in our raft, wat¬ 
ching the water savagely crash against 
the angular rocks ahead, we began hav¬ 
ing second thoughts. The wardens with 
weighted ropes who dotted the cliffs lin 
ing the Ripogenus Gorge were not a corr. 
forting sight. Neither were the rows of 
local kids perched at various lookout 
points above, waiting for something ex¬ 
citing to happen, like someone being pull¬ 
ed to his death by the water. 

There were no seatbelts in those air- 
filled, heavy duty rubber rafts. Instead, 
we were told we would not fall out if we 
braced our legs against the two thick, air- 
filled tubes that separated the raft into 
four compartments. And we must paddle. 
Always. 

"The motion of paddling will act as 
gravity to keep you inside the raft, Tim 
had claimed when we first entered the 
water at the foot of the Ripogenus Dam. 
Those words had sounded convincing at 
that scenic, calm point. But we had since 
turned the cliff corner and things were 
much different. 

Five of the eight other rafts in our ex¬ 
pedition had already disappeared into the 
ominous water and it was now our turn. 
"Okay,” Tim gasped as he maneuvered 
us into the raging fury. "Let’s do it!” 

The first wave surged over the side of 
the raft, drenching us completely as we 
quickly reached the rock that meant it was 
time for the crucial turn. 

"LEFT BACK! LEFT BACK!” Tim 
screamed as the waves all but swallowed 
up his desperate command. "Left Back! ” 
Left Back!” we all echoed to each other. 

The four people on the left side of the 
raft paddled backwards. The four on the 
right side paddled forwards. And the 
water began to pummel the raft all over 
the place. 

The river was totally in control. 

Another wave crashed over the side on¬ 
to our heads and then another and another 
and another. It was impossible to see 
anything through the swirling, churning, 
white mess. It was impossible to figure out 
which way was up. 

Paddling was now out of the question 


There’s More To The Maine 
Woods Than Wild Rapids 


Not everyone would choose to spend an 
entire vacation at the mercy of river 
rapids. Not that the river is constantly 
raging. There are many calm places 
where only the sounds of animals and the 
rustling wind can be heard. But all the 
rivers have their share of whitewater, and 
some people can take only so much of that. 

No problem. Everybody can enjoy an 
action-packed vacation in Maine’s 
Moosehcad Lake Region. Its beauty can 
be discovered by foot, bicycle, horseback 
and airplane as well as a variety of boats. 

Baxter State Park is right there offer¬ 
ing 200,000 acres of untamed wilderness 
surrounding Ml. Kalahdin, Maine's 
highest peak. The area features arctic- 
alpine areas, dramatic views, wildlife and 
challenging trails. The Eastern River Ex¬ 
pedition comapny will take people on a 
week-long backpack-raft trip through the 
park. Camping and talks by naturalists 
are also availabale there. 

Small planes which can land on water 
are the perfect way to get to.see the area. 
The Currier’s Flying Service at Greenville 
Junction, Maine offers short 15-minute 
trips as well as longer rides which often 
skim lake tops. 

If you prefer to remain on land, there 
is horseback riding at Leatherwood 
Hollow. P O Rox 249. Greenville. Junc¬ 


tion, Maine. 04442. This group combines 
with Eastern River Expeditions to offer a 
whitewater rafting-horseback trip which 
takes an entire day. 

Beginning with the Eastern River Ex¬ 
pedition's half-day Kennebec River trip 
four miles of gentle rafting and several 
drops with larger waves the horse-raft 
trip takes to the land at lunch and finishes 
the day in scenic woods. That trip is 
available from June through Sept. 80 for 
$55. 

The stable offers hour-long rides for $9. 
and a mountaintop trip up the slopes of 
Squaw Mountain ski area which includes 
a steak cookout for $60. Instruction is also 
available there for $15 an hour. 

It takes about six solid driving hours 
to get to Grecnvilee and since the raft trips 
begin at 7:30 a m., most people will want 
to stay overnight for at least one day. Ac¬ 
commodations range from rugged camp¬ 
ing in Baxter State Park to cabins to hotels 
and inns. 

Sandy Bay Campgrounds, about two 
miles from the Eastern River Expeditions 
base, is an excellent campsite with a 
variety of accommodations. The place is 
clean and beautiful and the people are 
nice. Plenty of trees fill the woodsy area 
located on a clear lake, so there is lots of 
privacy. Although Sandy Bay has hot 


showers and bathrooms, there are so 
many trees that it feels like real 
wilderness camping. Almost. 

For people who like the idea of camp¬ 
ing but not the reality of sleeping on the 
ground. Sandy Bay has cabins. But they 
fill up fast, so make reservations early. 
Cabins and campsites can be reserved 
through the rafting companies. There is 
a very small, elegant restaurant on the 
lake at Sandy Bay which serves a choice 
of homemade meals daily. 

People who plan to bring boats with 
them to northern Maine may camp at 
Brassau Lake Campgrounds in 
Rock wood, about 10 miles north of Green¬ 
ville. That campground has a boat ramp 
and dock and electric and water hook-ups. 

For those who prefer to vacation in 
more luxurious accommodations, the Bir¬ 
ches on Moosehead Lake in Rockwood is 
the place. It offers 17 real hand-hewn 
cabins with all of the amenities com¬ 
plete baths, fireplaces or franklin stoves, 
and comfortable furniture. There are also 
housekeeping facilities and plenty of 
homecooked meals. 

And there are plenty of ordinary 
motels nearby which the rafting com¬ 
panies can tell you about. 


During the earlier and later rafting 
months, the river can get quite cold and 
the companies would be glad to rent wet 
suits for about $10 extra. Everybody in the 
raft must wear sneakers. 

Professional photographers take pic¬ 
tures of all the rafts going down the river 
Especially while rafters grapple with the

high winds, warns the brochure 

Although the sites sound idyllic, one 
cannot forget this is an urban river as he 
reads about references to sewage treatrn- 
nent plants, incinerator leachates, super 
market and store parking lots and the din 
of traffic on Route 128 

Serious canoeists will bo interested in 
getting on the mailing list for information 
about the watershed association’s April 29 
Run of the Charles canoe race. 

The Charles also offers good fishing. 
The resident freshwater species include 
bass, pickerel, perch, carp, stocked trout 
and pike. Anadromous fish which come 
from the sea to spawn include alewives, 
shad and smelt. The only species that is 
catadromous, reversing the process and 
going to salt water, is the American eel. 

According to a special report by the 
Charles River Watershed Assn., analysis 
of the fish show that the contaminant 
levels are well below federal standards. 

For those who don’t want to fish or 
canoe, there are other pleasures to enjoy 
along the Charles thanks to the MDC’s 
park system. A map of all of the MDC 
reservations and parks is available. It

points out everything from fishing and 
swimming pools to ice rinks, canoe laun¬ 
ches and rentals, to tennis courts, golf 
courses, bike paths, museums, 
playgrounds and wheelchair access. 

There are three MDC parks that in¬ 
volve the Charles River. Riverside and 
Hemlock Gorge is in the Weston, 
Wellesley, Newton area. This section of 
park includes two canoe launching sites, 
a golf course and boat launch, as well as 
Norumbega Tower, a duck feeding station 
and Hemlock Gorge. 

Cutler Park is located in Newton be¬ 
tween Route 128 and VFW parkway. This 
area includes canoe and boat launches, 
bird sanctuary, Brook Farm, and a pool 
and rink. 

The major MDC Charles River facili¬ 
ty runs from Watertown-Newton to 
Boston. Along this stretch of the river are 
pools and recreation areas, the Publick 
Theatre, Storrow Lagcon, the Hatch Shell, 
Community Boating, Science Park and 
various landings. All are clearly marked 
on the MDC map. 

Whatever the season, the Charles is a 
river to be enjoyed. 


as it took every bit of strength and concen¬ 
tration just to brace our legs. The next 
wave knocked some of us to the bottom of 
the raft and Tim was screaming 
something in the distance. 

"Just hold on! ” we heard over the rag¬ 
ing water. "Whatever you do, hold on!” 
Don’t even try to paddle!” 

We hugged the air-filled tubes with all 
our might and waited for the horror to end. 
Were we inside or outside the raft? Alive 
or hallucinating? 

Then it was quiet. Cautiously, we all 
lifted up our heads and opened our eyes. 
Mt. Katahdin was still looming over us on 
the left and everybody was still in the ra f t 

Slowly, we allowed oursleves t~ > .mie. 
"We really made it,” someone said, 
breaking the silence. Decked out in mat¬ 
ching orange vests and helmets and bran¬ 
dishing our paddles, we resembled weary 
Vikings who had just won the battle. We 
turned to Tim for praise. 

"It didn’t exactly go as I had hoped,” 
he said with a trace of disappointment in 
his voice. "We didn’t cut left when we 
were supposed to. 

"I was pretty worried back there.” 

But then his expression softened as he 
added. "We made it alive though so I 
guess you guys did OK.” 

It had happened so quickly but it would 
take awhile before we could stop shaking. 
Lucky for us, we were in calm, gentle 
waters and didn’t have to exert any 
strength. 

It was almost lunchtime, anyway. 
Gratefully, we paddled to shore where the 
smell of sizzling steaks filled the air. And 
after all that morning action, we were 
starving. 

The steak and French fry cookout 
tasted delicious. Much belter than the 
awful coffee they served us at 7:30 that 
morning when we had all met for the trip. 
People who don’t like steak can eat fish 
for lunch as long as they inform the raf¬ 
ting company ahead of time. 

Eastern River Expeditions runs raf¬ 
ting, canoeing and kyaking trips on the 
Penobscot, Kennebec and Dead Rivers in 
northern Maine. They also conduct river 
trips in West Virginia, Maryland and New 
York. There are many different types of 
trips for all levels of experience and areas 
of interest. Some trips are combined with 


horseback riding or hiking. 

Prices range from $25 for a half a day 
of rafting on the Kennebec to $150 for a 
two-day raft trip on the Penobscot’s 
Ripogenus Gorge. Trips run from April 
through October with the latter two 
months being the most scenic as the 
leaves are changing. Reservation's can be 
made by writing to Box 1173. Greenville. 
Maine, 04441 or calling (207)795-2411. 

Three other companies also run river 
trips on those tb-eo water bodies. We 
chose Eastern b* _au.se it was recom¬ 
mended imany people and they only 
a!' . _.ght people, including the guide, in . 
tiie raft. To make more money, some com¬ 
panies pack their rafts with 10 or 12 peo¬ 
ple. We had been told seven is safer. 
Eastern also requires all rafters to wear 


the crash helmets they provide, a rule not 
followed by all the companies. Those 
would be good things to find out when 
selecting an outfit.

Box 7860, Skowhegan, Maine, 04976 also 
carries people down the rivers. They can 
be reached by calling (207)474-2251. 
Prices for all the companies are about the 
same, never varying by more than $5 per 
trip.

recognized that politically, he could not 
change the situation. 

When Pronski first brought the 
conflicting legal interpretation to the 
selectmen’s attention two weeks ago. he 
noted, the political dividing lines were 
obvious. 

“There was no action taken by the 
board to reverse in any way the appoint¬ 
ment because there was not a majority 
who favored taking such initiative," he 
said. “You can't take an action if the votes 
aren’t there.” 

Welch, however, argued that the 
selectmen were entitled to go against Ran¬ 
dall’s opinion. And they should, he said, 
to avoid a court suit. 

“The selectmen have always, and dur¬ 
ing the time 1 served on the board, taken 
town counsel’s advice and made their own 
opinions, including on the law.” he said. 

“Doug Randall is not the one who is go¬ 
ing to be sued it we go to court — you arc.” 
he continued. “You’re going to have to 
make the decision if there is going to be 
a suit against the selectmen and the Hous¬ 
ing Authority or not.” 

Selectmen, by taking no action to 
change Meador’s tenure, made that deci¬ 
sion. And Pronski said she will now go out 
and gather the 10 signatures necessary to 
bring a citizens’ suit against the town. 

“I’m going to get a lot more than 10 
signatures, too.” she said. “I'm ashamed 
and I'm embarrassed for the town.”

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Winchester Stars

When Sharon Kennedy Silver- 
man talks, people listen. 

They listen because she has a 
story to tell - or two or three. The 
former Wymans st. resident (she 
moved to Mystic st. in Arlington 
this summer) is a Seanachle, 
which is the Irish word for 
storyteller. 

Silverman has long blonde 
hair, blue eyes and even, slightly 
musical voice. But in a moment’s 
notice she can change the tone of 
her voice, the twitch of her 
mouth, and her typically New 
England accent to become an 
Irish lassie lost in the woods, or 
a leprechaun, or even a Haitian 
princess. 

“I’m a performer,” she says. 
“I may do the narration of my 
story with my own voice, but I 
like to be able to switch in and out 
so that 1 become my characters. 
I’m sharing a very important 
part of myself as a story teller.” 

That part of herself that she 
shares as a storyteller is the part 
that loves to perform, loves to 
teach, and is intrigued by folklore 
and history. 

Silverman puts all of these 
loves together, as a storyteller. 

For years, she developed all of 


these interests separately. Silver- 
man was an actress in the Boston 
area after graduating from col¬ 
lege, but never really fell into a 
role that convinced her to make 
acting her career. 

She’s also taught for the past 
nine years, specializing in 
teaching reading, English as a se¬ 
cond language, and elementary 
school. 

And Silverman has traveled to 
Ireland, where her interest in 
Irish culture, folklore and 
storytelling really began. 

In the last few years, Silver- 
man has consolidated her talents 
and her story as a successful one. 
Surrounded by the rapt gaze of 
the youngsters who love to listen 
to her, she is at once a performer, 
a teacher and a storyteller. 

And people have been listen¬ 
ing to her stories all summer at 
festivals, parties and libraries all 
over the Boston area. They are 
listening because, according to 
Silverman, storytelling brings 
people together. The art of 
storytelling is one that crosses 
ethnic and cultural barriers, she 
says, and is a tradition that spans 
the globe in its appeal. And, 
Silverman says, one good story 
breeds another. 


“Whenever I tell people that 
I’m a storyteller, they tell me a 
story,” she says. “That’s one way 
stories get passed on.” 

Many of the stories Silverman 
tells were passed on to her during 
her travels in Ireland. Although 
she knows slews of stories that 
are native American, Haitian or 
West African in origin, Silverman 
learned “most of me tales from 
the Irish.” 

Silverman went on a trip to 
Ireland and made discoveries 
that she never realized would be 
so important to her work. “In col¬ 
lege, I studied anthropology and 
ancient civilization because I was 
interested in other cultures,” she 
says. “But in Ireland, I found a 
connection to my ancient past. I 
discovered the Irish in me.” 

Although Silverman’s own 
Irish family has been in America 
for four generations, it was 
through her travels to Ireland 
that the link to the past crystaliz- 
ed. Silverman fell in love with the 
country and the people on her 
first visit, but mostly, she 
listened. 

“The Irish are traditionally 
verbal, witty and imaginative, 
and they love to tell stories,” she 
says. “At first, I was simply cap¬ 


tivated by the stories, but then I 
began taping them and telling a 
few of my own.” 

Many of the stories Silverman 
now tells are about the little peo¬ 
ple of Ireland. “There’s a whole 
world of them, you know,” she 
whispers. “And if you don’t treat 
the little people well, they may 
come into your house and do all 
sorts of mischief. But if you do 
them a favor, they will help you.” 

Silverman learned about the 
little people, the leprechauns and 
the fairies who are so important 
to the Irish tradition over pints of 
Guiness Stout in Irish pubs, 
where she also performed old 
Irish ballads. 

“The people I met in pubs 
were wonderfully supportive, and 
they love it when you sing,” she 
says. “So I brought my guitar 
with me on my second trip and 
began by doing busking, which is 
performing in the streets. Later, 
as I taped more ballads, I began 
to sing them myself.” 

Many of the ballads are story 
oriented, and have become the 
basis for the stories she now per¬ 
forms. Occasionally, Silverman 
will inject verse in her stories as 
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To bo selected for inclusion on the 
dean’s list at the university, a student 
must achieve a semester rating of not less 
than 3.0 and no grade of B-C or below.

Anthony Sobkowicz of Edgehill rd. was 
recently appointed by selectmen to the 
Town Forest Committee. Sobkowicz will 
be replacing Granson Taggart, whose 
term expired. 

Sobkowicz, whose background is in en¬ 
vironmental engineering, is a nature buff 
and often uses the woods around Win¬ 
chester for cross-country skiing and 
hiking. 

But Sobkowicz is also aware of the pro¬ 
blems that exist in the woods. "The big¬ 
gest problem with the woods is the joy¬ 
riders who gain access from the Medford 
woods," he said. “Four wheel drive 
vehicles, trucks and Jeeps are often 
driven into the woods, knocking down 
trees and causing erosion." 

Sobkowicz suggested that inserting 
steel in the ground to cause a low barrier 
might be one way of avoiding this. 

"1 think most people want to see the 
woods remain in pristine condition." he 
said. 

Sobkowicz will serve on the committee 
for the next three years.

Nothing has come easy to the 13-year- 
old Babe Kuth Prep League All-Star team 
this season. 

Despite an impressive 13-4 record this 
summer, they have won most of their 
games after coming from behind and 
making up as many as eight runs. 

But on Thursday evening, as the sun 
set over Trumm Field in Somerville, the 
Winchester 13-year-olds walked off with 
the Somerville Silver Anniversary Trophy 
by handily defeating Natick, 12-3, to end 
their season. 

“Unbelievable,’’ Coach Bob Nutile said 
to his team as they huddled on the infield 
after receiving their trophies. “I think this 
is the only game all season that we’ve 
been ahead comfortably in the late inn¬ 
ings.’’ 

Aside from letting Natick score three 
runs in the third inning, Winchester was 
unrelenting, never once giving up the lead 
they’d established in the third inning. 

And Pitcher Al Nasson, who’d let his 
whiskers grow for the game, fed Natick 
a taste of his change-up curve. That curve 
left Natick batters with a sour taste in 
their mouths, and earned Nasson the MVP 
of the tournament award. 

“I didn’t think I did much at all,’’ said 
a humble Nasson after receiving the 
award. “When they skipped my name in 
the trophy presentation, I thought they 
just forgot about me.” 

The Natick team won’t forget about 
Nasson for awhile, and neither will future 
Winchester coaches. At 13, Nasson not on¬ 
ly sports whiskers (which he can safely 
shave now that the tournament is over) 
but weighs in at over 200 pounds and is ap¬ 
proaching 6-feet. ^ 

“He’s a full grown man at 13,” said 
Nutile. “So is J. R. Morton. It’s tough for 
these guys - their legs are so big that their 
baseball socks are uncomfortable for 
them. But both Morton and Nasson are ex¬ 
tremely well coordinated for their size.” 

One of the things that makes this team 
of 13-year-olds so remarkable is the vast 
difference in size among them. There are 
guys like Nasson and Morton but there are 
also guys like Paul Cappadano, who is on¬ 
ly 4-feet-11-inches and weighs a mere 83 
pounds. 

“Thirteen is an amazing growth spurt 
year,” said Nutile. “It’s really funny wat¬ 
ching these kids. Some of their voices are 
in the middle of changing, and some of 
them are starting to have their first girl 
friends. There’s always something to 
laugh about.” 

Thursday night’s victory also gave the 
team something to celebrate about. After 
an uneventful first and second inning, 
Winchester came alive in the third, scor¬ 
ing five runs. 

It began when Dave Colozzi and Greg 
Wyse walked, and ended four walks, one 
hit and five runs later. J. R. Morton 
smashed the single that brought in Coloz¬ 
zi; Nasson walked to load the bases; An¬ 
dy Sexeny walked, bringing in Wyse; and 
Frank Gianci’s walk brought in Morton. 


Dave Tucci walked with the bases loaded, 
scoring Nasson, and Sexeny came in on a 
sacrifice pop by Sean McElhinney. 

Five runs is a nice lead to have in the 
third inning, but the team seemed in 
danger of repeating old patterns in the bot¬ 
tom of the third. 

“Finally, we have a five-run lead and 
we give it back to them,” said Nutile. “We 
let them score three runs on errors. All 1 
could think was, ‘here we go again. '' 

But Nutile was wrong. Winchester 
didn’t give up another run in the five inn¬ 
ings that followed, and their hitting was 
inspired. 

Nasson scored in the fourth inning after 
he singled, went to second on a fielder’s 
choice from Sexeny, to third on a walk to 
Giance, and finally came home when Ken¬ 
ny Double reached on an error. 

In the top of the fifth inning, Win¬ 
chester showed their hitting power with 
three doubles — by Nasson, Sexeny and 
Morton. A single by Gianci scored Sexeny, 


and a total of four runs were scored in tin* 
inning (Wyse scored earlier on Morton's 
double after leading off the inning with a 
walk) giving Winchester a comfortable 
10-3 lead. 

The trophy was as good as theirs, and 
the players hopping between the bench 
and the field were already imagining how 
those trophies would look on their shelves. • 

“We all get a chance to play, and there 
is no favoritism," said Ed Farley, lx*tween 
innings. “.Just being on this team has been 
a real highlight of the summer for most , 
of us.” 

Mike Casalinuovo said it was a 
highlight for him as well, but his younger 
sister, Cheryl had different ideas. “What 
about the time you whiffed?” she asked 
him, hovering over the bench. 

“Dumb girl,” Casalinuovo muttered, 
before going in to pinch hit for 
McElhinney.

High Schoolers Get Ready For 

‘If you want to be more 
competitive, you do 
something extra. ’

From the stands it looks easy. A little 
running, a little catching; nothing too 
difficult. But the spectators do not 
realize how difficult playing any sport is. 
Whether it’s football or cross country, 
the players only make it look easy by 
practicing a lot. 

And this practice doesn't start when 
school does. During the hot summer 
months many athletes have been 
working out by themselves or with other 
teammates. What the crowd will look at 
this fall will be the product of exhausting 
work that began in the summer. 

With double practice sessions coming 
up. the athletes knew they had to be in 
shape before they began. Peter Olivier, a 
senior on the soccer team, said. “It 
(summer practices) should help a lot of 
kids going into double sessions-without 
having kicked the ball around at all it’s 
hard to get used to the ball again. ” 

He and several other teammates — 
Mark Herlihy, Kevin Driscoll, Eric 
McLaughlin, Ernie Drugas, David 
Donellon, and Eric Svahn — have been 
practicing together to get in shape. 

Laura Weylman, also a senior, will be 
a tri-captain for the soccer team this 
year. When asked if practicing during 
the summer is important, she said. “If 
they don’t they’ll get killed at the double 
sessions. They have to be prepared for 
it.” 

The girls soccer team has had cap¬ 
tain’s practices already. During the first 
two months of August many of the 
players were running sprints, hills, and 
laps, and practicing basic drills with 
their other team members. And many 
others, like Weylman. have worked out 
alone following an exercise program 


given to them by Coach Cris Scanlon at 
the end of the school year. 

Scanlon wasn't the only one handing 
out work-out sheets. According to 
Barbara Ahearn, a member of the cross 
country team, Coach Joe Cantillon 
suggested a workout to be followed 
during the summer. And from the sounds 
of it, Ahern is following it to a T. Every 
day she runs five or six miles, and once a 
week runs hills and instead of the regular 
five miles runs 10. When she was asked 
why she ran so much, she answered, “I 
like to run." But she added that getting 
ready for the season was another reason 
for lacing up her Nikes every day. 

Bill Derry, a member of the boys 
cross country team, pointed out the 
importance of practicing during the 
summer. “The season is during the 
summer for cross country. In most 
sports you can come in cold to pre-season 
but if you want to do well in cross country 
you have to run over the summer." he 
said. 

Mark Herlihy. a soccer player, ad¬ 
ded, “If you want to be more competitive 
you do something extra ." 


Apparently the football team would 
agree with him. 

Every night since Aug. 1, about 40 
football players took over Manchester 
Field for captain’s practices. Under the 
leadership of Pat Murray and Kevin 
Shattuck, these athletes have, according 
to Andy Goodlatte, run laps, run up and 
down the stands, and worked on of¬ 
fensive and defensive drills. 

And in addition to working out with 
the team, a lot of the players have been 
working out on their own. Goodlatte said, 
“I’ve been lifting weights all summer." 
He added that a lot of the players, 
especially the freshmen and 
sophomores, have been going to Nautilis 
after practice to work out. 

When asked if practicing and working 
out before double sessions start is im¬ 
portant, Pat Murray answered, 
“Definitely. There's no question about it. 
It’s better to be conditioned before 
double sessions start . " 

And Andy Goodlatte added. “It’s 
easier to practice with the team — if you 


try it on your own vou keep putting it 
off.” 

Several of the athletes have attended 
sports camp this summer to keep in 
shape and learn new skills. Olivier 
worked at a soccer camp where he 
taught the campers to play. So. he said. 
“I got to play soccer with them a lot.” 
But other athletes went to camp as 
campers. Several members of the 
football team went to a camp in Dux- 
bury. 

Liz Doherty, a junior who plays on the 
field hockey team, was planning to at¬ 
tend a field hockey camp this summer 
but, because of mixed-up plans, couldn’t 
go. Instead she worked out with her 
sister Martha, who plavs field hockey for 
Tufts. 

She regrets not going to the camp. 
According to her. going would have 
made a difference for the first part of the 
season “At the beginning it’s hard to get 
used to it (playing) again,” she said. “At 
camp you learn more about the game 
and get in shape for pre-season.” 

Despite these athletes working out 
and practicing, none of them feel they 
are completely ready for what the double 
sessions will have in store for them. 

As Goodlatte said, “We can try all we 
like at captain’s practices but once 
double sessions start the pain begins 
again." 

And Olivier remembered last year’s 
sessions, “We all came to practice 
smelling like Bengay ." 

But all of the athletes feel that 
summer workouts are important Ac¬ 
cording to Andy Goodlatte, the practices 
will make a good difference in the 
beginning of the season but, he added, 
“Talent takes over in the middle of the 
season."

• Relief In Elementary Schools

Elementary school teachers in Win¬ 
chester are finally beginning to relax. 

For the first time in eight years, a new 
elementary school teacher has Iwen hired. 
The decade-long enrollment decline has 
bottomed out, and this year’s 
Kindergarten class is larger than last 
year’s. Alter watching five schools close 
in five years, and seeing their colleagues 
lose their jobs, there is a new spirit and 
a resurgence of morale, among the 55 Win¬ 
chester elementary teachers. 

They are no longer fearing their jobs. 


“This is the best I’ve ever felt about 
teaching.'' said Joanne Martignette, a 
first grade teacher at the Lincoln School. 
“Elementary school teachers can finally 
relax a little bit. I’m more enthusiastic 
this year than I have been for a while." 

Martignette’s enthusiasm was almost 
nipped in the bud on more than one occa¬ 
sion. For five years in a row, she was laid 
off from her job on May If), only to be told 
that she had her job back before the start 
of school. 

“It was frustrating and it was depress¬ 
ing.” she recalled. “Teachers were often 


quiet and closed up in front of one another 
because they were insecure. It’s very 
scary to think that you may not have your 
job back year after year." 

Martignette, who is the youngest 
elementary school teacher in the system 
at 30, as well as the president of the Win¬ 
chester Education Assn., is looking for¬ 
ward to the start of school and is no longer 
as worried about losing her job. “I think 
within the next few years we’ll be looking 
at a shortage of elementaray school

• Inspiration For Junior Highers

The challenge of teaching junior high 
school students is getting them to sit down 
and study. According to social studies 
teacher Jim Maconochie, they are grow¬ 
ing so last mentally and physically that 
they don’t know what to do with 
themselves. 

For Maconochic and other teachers in 
his department, there will be another 
challenge this fall. The challenge of 
holding onto their jobs. When the junior 
high school students return in the fall, 
teachers will l>e worried about their jobs 
as well as their traditional concern of deal¬ 


ing with this awkward age. 

"It’s really an in-between age and it’s 
difficult to get them to sit down and 
study," Maconochie said last week while 
working on the curriculum for his seventh 
grade class at McCall. “The day-to-day 
challenge as a social studies teacher is try¬ 
ing to get them enthusiastic about the 
world around them through current 
events.” 

Maconochic has learned what it takes 
to meet that challenge. “You need a tough 
skin," he said. “You have to be firm but 
flexibile. And you need a sense of humor.” 

A sense of humor may be the hardest 


thing for teachers to hang on to when they 
fear losing their jobs. 

“We are starting to feel the crunch,” 
said Maconochie, who has taught at 
McCall for 10 years. "Everyone knows the 
budget cuts are coming and everyone is 
nervous. Because of declining enrollment, 
people will be losing their jobs and it’s a 
tough feeling to know you might be out on 
the street. ’ 

Still, Maconochie believes that Win¬ 
chester teachers are handling the threat 
with dignity.

• Computers For The High School

High school teachers are making way 
for computers in their classrooms. 

When Jack Waite arrived at Win 
Chester High School to leach math 27 
years ago. it was right after Sputnik was 
launched, and modern math was sud¬ 
denly introduced. 

“Now, it’s computers." said Waite, 
who is the head of the Math Dept. “It’s 
the second big revolution Since I’ve been 
here.” 

This week, aside from attending 
curriculum meetings and wrapping up 
summer workshops for teachers. Waite 


has been revising the curriculum of 
Algebra II and HI to integrate the 
computers into the classroom. 

“I think it’s necessary, and it’s been 
coming for a while,” said Waite. "I think 
Winchester has done pretty well keeping 
up with other high schools. And it’s 
important that students start to feel 
comfortable with computers.” 

But the demand to keep up with 
computers, as well as the increased 
course content for high school math 
teachers, has taken its toll on teachers. 
Waite believes that Winchester teachers 
are handling it well. 


“Math teachers are not becoming 
stagnant or resting on their tenure," he 
said. “They are constantly taking 
courses, during the summer and durihg 
the year." 

With or without the computers math 
teachers must keep on their toes. 

“It’s more demanding because kids 
are learning so much more math these 
days," Waite said. “We have to teach 
more in the same amount of time. ’’ 

Waite also believes schools must 
increase the emphasis on math in a

Acting Supt. Forest 
Keeps Schools Going 
While He Learns 


Acting Supt. Robert Forest’s role is a 
learning one. Ever since he agreed to take 
over former Supt. William MacDonald’s 
job in June, he’s been learning to prepare 
budgets, attending workshops on cur¬ 
riculum development, and adjusting to a 
new staff. 

In short, he’s been doing all the things 
that a new superintendent must do when 
his predecessor of 12 years steps down. 

But Forest is only the acting superin¬ 
tendent, and when the search committee 
makes its final choice, < hopefully by Dec. 
1) Forest will step down and return to his 
position as principal of the Ambrose 
School, a position he has held for the past 
13 years. 

In the interim period, Forest plans on 
learning as much as he can. “Sometimes 
I feel like a student again," he said last 
Friday. Forest’s car was the last one in 
the parking lot. “The days have gone by 
quickly because there is so much to learn. 
Before I know it, everyone is saying good¬ 
night and I don’t know where the time has 
gone." 

Much of that time has been spent learn¬ 
ing what his new role entails. When Forest 
does go back to being a principal, he plans 
on using what he has been learning all 
summer to his advantage and also hopes 
that he can help the new superintendent. 
“I’ll have a much broader understanding 
of administrative functions, and I hope 
that I will be more effective adminis¬ 
trator," he said. 

As acting superintendent. Forest will 
be involved in decisions to cut staff due to 
declining enrollment, especially at the 
high school and junior high. It is not a task 
he looks forward to. 

“Anyone who has to do the cutting has 
a heavy role," he said. "I plan to main¬ 
tain open communication with the staff 
members during the time that I’m here. 

I know it’s hard to make teachers feel 
happy if they are losing their jobs. But we 
can do things like give them career 
advice." 

Forest has been working with teachers 
all summer to help them plan their cur 
riculums with the reduced resources that 
have resulted from budget cuts. 

“There are constraints." Forest said. 
“We have to look at the system carefully 


and critically to see how we can improve 
it. But 1 think we do have very good 
morale in this system among the teachers. 

I find it strong and solid." 

The head of the teacher’s union, 
Joanne Martignette from the Lincoln 
School, credited Forest with slregthening 
morale among teachers. “I think Forest 
has done a more than commendable job 
this summer," she said "I have real con¬ 
fidence in him." 

Forest usually spends his summers 
relaxing on the ( ape with his family, and 
this is the first summer he’s had the op¬ 
portunity to work closely with the central 
office stall "I knew they were hard work¬ 
ing, but what they accomplish is amaz¬ 
ing.” lie said, “they’ve all been very 
helpful and supportive." 

When Forest was thrust into the role of 
acting superintendent, he’d had 1(1 years 
of experience in the Winchester school 
system. Still, it had never been his goal to 
be a superintendent. I really had no time 
to think about it. lie said. “I decided to 
lake the job liecause I knew it would bean 
excellent experience." 

And it has been so far. Forest said. But 
he stressed that he lias not yet been the 
superintendent with the kids back in 
school. “I’m really looking forward to 
that," he said. “After all, what’s a school 
without children? It’s a pretty lonely 
place." 

Even without students, the Lynch 
School has been a busy place for Forest 
this summer. He has been meeting with 
teachers, parents and administrators to 
prepare himself for the months to come. 
He has been trying to organize Asst. Supt. 
Jack Fallon’s office during Fallon's leave 
of absence. He has been dealing with all 
of the issues of getting the schools ready 
for fall. 

“I took this role enthusiastically." said 
Forest. "I didn't think it would be enough 
time to decide it I wanted to lx* superinten¬ 
dent, so I didn’t apply for the position, But 
I’m still excited about doing it mm 

II Forest had wanted the job. he would 
have had to apply lor it by the Aug. 15 
deadline set by the search committee.

Use Of Schools Open Gym 
Program To Begin Sept. 19 


The Winchester Community Use of 
Schools Open Gym program will begin its 
11th season on Monday evening, Sept. 19. 

As usual the gym will lx? open Monday 
and Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 for 
adults only -18 years and older. The pro¬ 
gram is open to all residents who want to 
keep fit, to exercise for health and enjoy¬ 
ment, to meet new townspeople, to get 
more use from their tax dollars or to simp¬ 
ly enjoy themselves. 

Recently, the program has had an in¬ 
crease in non-resident attendance. In an 
effort to provide better service, a new fee 
schedule w ill be implemented. The admis¬ 
sion fee will be $1 for all Winchester 
residents with positive identification and 
$2 for non-residents. 

The weekend schedule will go into ef¬ 
fect on Saturday, Nov. 5. After this date, 
the gym will be open Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days from 12:30 to 4:30 p.m. in addition to 
the Monday and Thursday evening 
schedule. During the weekends the pro¬ 
gram is open to students in the seventh 
grade and up including adults. Families 
are also invited to use the gym but 


youngsters below the seventh grade must 
be accompanied by an adult. The fee is $1 
for non-adults. 

The program offers many features 
however, the main game is basketball. No 
courts are reserved and all games are on 
a first-come, first-play basis. There is a 
volleyball group that meets regularly on 
Monday evenings which welcomes new’ 
faces. 

In addition there is a weight room for 
those familiar with the sport. Paddle ball 
is also offered and paddles are provided 
but players must bring their own paddle 
balls or tennis balls. Winter joggers often 
use the gym when weather conditions pro¬ 
hibit outdoor running. Eleven and a half 
laps equal one mile. 

No locker rooms, showers, or 
telephones are available. Players should 
come dressed appropriately and make 
transportation arrangements before they 
arrive at the gym. During school vaca¬ 
tions the gym will be open its regularly 
scheduled hours only. If school is cancell¬ 
ed due to inclement weather or any other 
reason the gym is also closed.

Inflation raises havoc 
with everyone's pocketbook 
— but it can work to the ad¬ 
vantage of the owner of real 
estate in two ways. 

Whatever you pay for a 
home, at the most conser¬ 
vative inflation rate of, say 
6°/o, it will double in value 
in only 12 years.

The Winchester Star's most prolific let¬ 
ter writer and the champion of the elder¬ 
ly, Louise E. Chase, 82, died Aug. 28 at St 
John’s Hospital in Lowell after suffering 
a sudden heart attack.

Mrs. Chase occasionally poked fun at 
herself, noting at the beginning of the let 
tors, “Here we go again.” They were 
always signed. "Sincerely, l^ouise Chase." 

Mrs. Chase not only championed the 
elderly in her letters, she worked for them 
at the Mary E. Murphy Housing for the 
Elderly, where she was president of the 
Residents' Council and publicity 
chairman. 

Her connection to The Star was not 
only though the Letters to the Editor sec¬ 
tion. Her father, John Stanley Lewis, was 
a printer for The Star in the early 1900s. 
He and his wife. Mary E. (Cockhilli 
Lewis, came to this country from England 
as a young married couple. 

Born in Stoneham. Mrs. Chase had 
resided in Winchester for more than 63 
years. She was the wife of the late Howard 
Chase. 

She was a practical nurse, and served 
as a nurse in many private homes in the 
Winchester area. 

She is survived by two sons, Howard E. 
Chase Jr. of Forest st.. the Veterans Agent 
for the town, and John S. Chase of 
Chelmsford; three daughters, Dorothy L.

l think most of the teachers in our 
system are professional enough not to let 
the threat affect them too much.'' he said. 

Teaching is their prime concern and they 
do it I think the \\ inchester schools put 
out an awfully good product.'' 

Junior high school teachers also had to 
adjust when the ninth graders moved to 
the high school in 1980. 

I think we've made the best ol the 
situation and the change in atmosphere 
has actually been a positive one for the 
seventh and eighth graders, said 
Maconochie. "Hut there is a certain vitali¬ 
ty missing, especially in athletics. Now 
that the ninth graders play on freshmen 
teams at the high school, the seventh and 
eighth graders have to make do with in¬ 
tramural sports " 

Maconochie believes that the ninth 
graders are ready for the high school and 
that the seventh and eighth graders are in 
less ol a hurry to grow up now that they 
don’t have to go to school with them. 
■•They don't have that older role model.” 
he said “They get more attention and 
their environment is more structured.” 

Budget cuts have also changed the 
nature of teaching junior high Certain 
programs iike competitive athletics have 
been cut because oi budget constraints, 
and teachers now have less access to the 
films and equipment that were once used 
to supplement elassrooih learning. 

We've had to learn to teach with 
limited resources. ' said Maconochie. “It's 
much harder, but we no longer have a 
choice.” 

One choice that Maconochie made 
several sears ago was to go into teaching 
as a protession in the first place. He may 
not hast been prepared for the lack of 
security he would encounter in the profes¬ 
sion, or even the budget cuts resulting 
trom the Proposition 2 1 _• tax limitation 
law. but he was prepared to work for low 
wages. 

“When 1 started my first teaching job 
at Brockton High in 1970. my salary was 
sT.7 <mi. he said. “It was a $3,000 drop from 
my job at the Quincy Ship Yard.” 

Maconochie feels it was worth it . “I lik¬ 
ed a lot of the teachers 1 had and I knew 
I wanted to teach too. I don’t have any 
regrets but I'd hate to be looking around 
for a new job now." 

Maconochie, who lives on Pond st. with 
his wife and two children, admits that it 
is difficult to raise a family on a teacher’s 
salary. “.'.ast year I coached softball, soc¬ 
cer and hockey to supplement the salary,” 
he said. “In the summer. I do painting or 
building work, and my wife also helps out. 
The money issue can certainly be a tough 
one.” 

Despite the low salary and the threat 
of teacher cut backs. Maconochie still has

a positive feeling about teaching. 
“Overall, junior high is a fun age to 
teach.” he said. “The most important 
thing in their lives is their friends, but it 
is exciting to watch them develop an in¬ 
terest in what's going on in the world." he 
said. "It's great when they begin to read 
newspapers, watch the news and ask ques¬ 
tions." 

Maconochie said his seventh graders 
know more about space and technology 
than they used to. but he finds it more dif¬ 
ficult to sit down and study. 

“Once they get interested in the world, 
we want them to develop study skills to 
further that interest.” he said. “But 
sometimes they are much more worried 
about people liking them.” 

Nothing a teacher can say or do will 
make it easier for junior high schoo' 
students to pass through that transitional 
phase where acceptance from their 
friends seems to take precedence over 
everything else." 

And unfortunately, there is nothing 
much junior high school teachers can say 
or do about keeping their jobs.

teachers,” she said. “It will be harder to 
attract quality teachers because the 
salaries are so low in teaching. 

The average starting salary for an 
elementary school teacher without a 
master’s is $15,500, about half as much as 
the starting salary in a high technology 
field. 

Things have changed quite a bit in the 
eight years since Martignette first became 
interested in teaching elementary school. 
It took her two years to find a teaching job 
when she graduated from Regis College. 
She finally landed a position as a second 
grade teacher at the Lincoln School after 
substitute teaching, waitressingand work¬ 
ing other part-time jobs. 

Martignette did not relax when she 
finally got the job. Like most teachers, she 
began continuing her education through 
in-service courses and credits from Tufts 
University and Regis College in elemen¬ 
tary education, reading, and teaching 
gifted and talented pupils. Despite the con¬ 
stant threat of losing her job, she was 
determined to know her stuff. 

“Expertise is developed by continuing 
to take courses, reading journals, and 
testing out new techniques.” she said. 
“But the real magic is the interaction with 
the kids.” 

When the students return next week, 
they will have plenty of opportunity to 
discover the magic of learning. 

Last week, Martignette was busy pain¬ 
ting colorful cut-outs and illustrations to 
paste all over the walls of her classroom.

Big Downtown Change 
To Come Next April

It promises to be the biggest change in 
the downtown since the railroad tracks 
were raised 2U feet off the street 30 years 
ago. 

In place of the broken concrete 
sidewalks, yellow trash barrels and light 
'poles fit for Route 128 will be brick 
walkways, granite crosswalks, wrought 
iron trash baskets, cast iron light poles, 
trees and benches. 

Final design plans for the transforma¬ 
tion were completed last week, and tomor¬ 
row the town will go out for bids on the 
$593,000 downtown beautification project. 

It’s a project one downtown 
businesswoman said she’s been waiting 
for for 14 years. 

She, along with her fellow merchants 
and the downtown shoppers, will have to 
wait another few months, though. The pro¬ 
ject. hoped for this fall, will not be started 
until April. 

Fear of October bad weather halting 
work and leaving sidewalks torn up for the 
Christmas shopping season led the 
members of the committee in charge of 
the project to order work started next 
spring. 

That decision has left some downtown 
merchants disappointed. Hut for others, 
the promise of seeing a new downtown is 
enough to keep their spirits up through 
another winter ol the same old Winchester 
Center. 

The merchants, and those who’ve 
worked on the beautification project, hope 
that a spruced-up downtown will bring 
more people to the downtown, and that 
those people will spend. 

•This is surely not the only solution to 
the problem (of few customers in Win¬ 
chester Center),’’ said Dick Malcolm, the 
owner of Winchester Jewelers Ltd. and a 
member of the Design Review Committee 
which oversaw the planning of the project. 
“But if the center is attractive and seems 
like* a nice place to visit, it might be more 


looks attractive, it puts my merchandise, 
and puts my store, in a better light. You 
could draw a parallel to the downtown.’’

Chairman Blames Lax Member 


Assessors’ Update Late, 
Work Rushed Through 


By DAVE LEECO 

The pressure to avoid an expensive 
delay in the town's assessment updatel has 
forced the assessors to rush through their 
final review of revised property values, 
and has them lighting among themselves. 

Because the Board of Assessors has not 
yet finished the update, tax bills won't go 
out on time this fall, costing the town 
$3,000 for every day the bills are late 

To try a.id save as much money as 
possible, Assessors Werner Carlson and 
Sherman Josephson rushed through their 
final review of the updated property 
values Tuesday night, so they could get 
state approval as soon as possible. This, 
despite Josephson’s feeling that the two 
should study the values more closely. 

The assessors would have had time to 
give the values a thorough going-over, ac¬ 
cording to Assessor Chairman Carlson, if 
it wasn’t for one member of the board, 
George Andersen. 

“I think it is partly due to Mr. 
Andersen’s failure to show up as required 
that has led to the delay,” said Carlson at 
Tuesday night’s assessor’s meeting, which 
Andersen did not attend. “We need that 
third person on the board for the efficient 
operation of this office. All the board 
members have to contribute 100 percent. 

Carlson said he is so angered by what 
he says is Andersen’s refusal to work on 
the assessment update, he is considering 
asking for Andersen’s resignation. 

Andersen, he said, has missed virtually 
every one of the assessors’ work meetings 
— the daytime sessions when assessors 


review values — since May, although he 
has attended most of the weekly business 
meetings. 

“Do you think I ought to ask for his 
resignation?’’ he asked Josephson. “I’ve 
really had it. I’m going to draft a letter 
tomorrow stating that based on his assess¬ 
ing practices of the past few months, I am 
asking for his resignation." 

The high feelings in the assessors’ of¬ 
fice come as the pressure of the assess¬ 
ment update deadline increases. 

The update, required by the state every 
two years, is supposed to bring all Win¬ 
chester properties to their full and fair 
market value as of Jan. 1, 1983. That 
means an increase of between 3 and 10 
percent for most home assessments, ac¬ 
cording to Carlson. 

To get the tax bills out on time, by Oct. 
1. the assessors need to receive certifica¬ 
tion from the state, a process that will take 
about a month. So. as of last Thurday, the 
update is late. 

And a late update means no tax collec¬ 
tions by Nov. l. which means the town 
must borrow money to pay its bills and 
loses any money it would have made from 
investing the tax revenues. Comptroller Al 
Faggiano has estimated that interest 
payments and lost revenues add up to 
$3,000 a day for every day the tax money 
doesn’t come in. 

With the specter of losing that much 
money haunting them, the assessors rush¬ 
ed off a request for preliminary certifica¬ 
tion to the state Tuesday. 

“We’ve got to get preliminary cer¬ 


tification out of the way. we’ve got to start 
it.” said Carlson to Josephson Tuesday 
“Do you realize what we're faced with? 
If we don’t get the tax bills out by Oct. 1. 
we lose $3,IKK) a day. And every day the tax 
bills go out after Oct. 1 is another $3,000.” 

Josephson was hesitant to sign the re¬ 
quest for certification, the first step in get 
ting state approval of the new values 

“I really haven’t had a chance to look 
at this,” Josephson said, referring to the 
latest computer printout of assessments. 
“I'd like to get a better look at it 

“I’m working on a list of lows < proper 
ties the assessors suspect are under 
valued),’’ he said. “I’ve gotten through 
probably a third, and I’d like a chance to 
look at the rest.” 

Hut Carlson said Josephson could look 
through and change values after the re¬ 
quest for preliminary certification was 
sent to the state. The most important thing 
now, he continued, was to get the tax bills 
out. 

“The question is then, do we let the 
lows slip through the cracks, or let $3,000 
a day slip through the cracks?" asked 
Josephson. 

“Sometimes we have to let a few 
values slip through a little bit to get the 
majority of the values in," answered 
Carlson. 

The assessors are getting those values 
by using a mathematical formula, rather 
than appraising each property in town as 
was done for the recent revaluation.

The Youth Center that Winchester 
has been waiting, hoping and planning 
for will become a reality in about three 
weeks. 

The Council On Youth and the 
Recreation Dept have been working on 
getting the large, empty room at McCall 
Junior High painted, carpeted and 
furnished with a pool table and a ping 
pong table for the past weeks. 

Hut the search for the perfect location 
and a way to supervise the new Youth 
Center has been going on for much 
longer, as long as the traditional com¬ 
plaint. “There’s nothing to do in Win¬ 
chester.” has been expressed by the 
town’s youths. 

“It’s a great idea.” said Debbie 
Taylor, who will be a freshman at 
Winchester High School this fall “If one 
kid starts going, we all will, because 
there isn’t much to do here besides play 
sports. It will be really nice to have a 
place to go. " 

Both the Recreation Dept, and the 
Council On Youth are hoping the Youth 
Center will be much more than just a 
place to go. Aside from the games such 
as ping pong and pool that the Council on 
Youth has provided, the Recreation 
Dept, plans on offering many of their fall 
programs, such as self-defense, video 
production, a drama workshop and a 
class in video production in the Youth 
Center. 

“We want to be able to have as many 
of our programs right here as possible. " 
said Steve D'Onfrio, the Youth Coor¬ 
dinator of the Recreation Dept “We took 
that into consideration when we decided 
to move here “ 

The Recreation Dept's new office, 
which they hope to occupy by the end ol 
this week, will be right down the hall 
from the Youth Center 

“We think this new location will be 
great.” said Ken Cereghino. the director 
of the Recreation Dept "We've been 
looking for a new office for a year and a 
half, and the space at McCall will be 
perfect. It will also give us the op¬ 
portunity to supervise the Youth Center 
and offer new programs to the kids who 
frequent it ' 

Ever since the Town Meeting ap¬ 
proved funds for the Youth Center last 
spring, the Recreation Dept, has been 
working closely with the Council On 
Youth to see that some ol their ideas for 
the Youth Center come to fruition 

"We want a youth center that offers 
many activities and is a focal point for 
the whole community.” said Cereghino 


“We’ve been working with the Council 
On Youth to develop three part-time 
positions for supervisors, because none 
of us want this place to lie just a hang¬ 
out.” 

The Council On Youth and the 
Recreation Dept are in agreement about 
many of their ideas for the youth center. 

“I foresee it as a place where young 
people can go to socialize or enjoy 
recreational activities," said Sandra 
Rodgers, who is the School Committee 
representative on the Council On Youth 
“Hopefully, there will be music and 
movies as well I'm very excited about 
it .’’ 

The excitement felt by Rodgers, the 
Recreation I )ept and the town is a result 
ol the fact that the Youth Center has 
been a long time in coming. The Council 
On Youth has been trying to get a youth 
center for the past three years, and it 
took them a long time to find a place It 
wasn’t until Rodgers suggested using 
McCall Junior High, and the Council On 
Youth made a proposal to the School 
Committee and Town Meeting last 
spring, that the dream of a youth center 
became a reality 

While Cereghino and D’Onfrio have 
been planning activities and getting 
ready to move. Rodgers and the Council 
On Youth have been seeking donations 
such as furniture and games. 

“We re trying to get couches and 
comfortable chairs into an activity area 


so that kids can get together and talk as 
well as playing ping pong and other 
recreational games." said Rodgers 
“And we are still looking for more fur 
nitureand games " 

The other thing the Council <)n Youth 
needs is more student involvement and 
participation. Veronica Fiurillo. 
chairman of the Council On Youth, said 
that many students will be finding out 
about the youth center for the first time 
when they return to school this week 
“We want a lot of student involvement.” 
she said. “We looked into youth centers, 
in other 'owns, and the ones that failed 
were the ones where the students got 
tired and didn’t feel involved ' 

Paula Ricciardelli. president of the 
Student Union at Winchester High School 
and a member on the Council On Youth, 
said she hopes to avoid that problem I 
hope a lot of high school students will get 
involved and will volunteer to work at 
the youth center,” she said It can be a 
great place for high school students as 
well us junior high, and we ll be looking 
for volunteers all fall It will also be 
great to have a place where we can all go 
and relax “ 

Fiorillo said that past attempts at 
youth centers in Winchester have failed 
because there wasn't enough super- 
vision. To prevent that, the Council On 
Youth visited every town they could find

Chamber Of Commerce To 
Hire New Executive Director 


With its financial difficulties 
straightened out. the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is ready to hire a new executive 
director. 

The Chamber recently advertised for 
a new director, and has received 20 
resumes so far, according to Chamber 
President Henry Quill. 

A subcommittee of the Chamber’s 
Board of Directors, which includes Quill. 
Robert Nickerson and A1 Vanderbilt, has 
been sifting through the resumes and will 
he interviewing candidates over the next 
month. Quill said. 

Next week, the Chamber’s Board of 
Directors will meet to discuss whether to 
replace former Executive Vice President 
Rita Spence, and with whom. 

In July, the Chamber was forced to ask 
for Spence’s resignation because of money 
problems. 

But even at that time, former Chamber 
President and current Director Nickerson 
said, “I personally think that in order to 
be effective, the Chamber needs a full¬ 
time executive.” 

The Chamber didn’t have an executive 
for the last three months because of a 
shortage of funds. With membership stag¬ 
nant, new member dues weren’t coming

in and the Chamber did not have the funds 
to pay Spence’s salary for the last six 
months of this year. 

Nickerson predicted in July that the 
monetary crisis wouldn’t last long, noting 
that “we’ve always had that problem to 
some degree and it’s always worked out.’’ 

Nickerson’s prediction seems to be 
coming true. The Chamber has managed 
to cope with the money shortage, accord¬ 
ing to Quill, and it is looking for a new 
executive. 


“I expect the money problems are go¬ 
ing to be resolved,” said Quill. ”1 have 
received support, from the Board of Direc¬ 
tors to meet our present obligations.” 

Not that the money problems are en¬ 
tirely solved, cautioned Quill. ”It is going 
to take quite a bit of effort to keep it (the 
Chamber) going,” he said. 

The Chamber’s directors also feel it 
will take someone to work for the 
Chamber full-time to keep it going. 

“It is the commitment of the Board of 
Directors that we have a full-time staff 
person, within our budget constraints,” 
said Quill. 

Tthe Chamber has not gone out to its 
members for additional dues, to ease 
those budget constraints, Quill said. 
However, he added that ”1 expect to have 
the cooperation and support of the Board 
of Directors and the membership.” 


USA Today Racks To Remain 
Until Selectmen Get Explanation 


USA Today will get at least one issue 
in its new Winchester news racks before 
the company has to remove the 
newspaper vending machines 

Selectmen, who last week ordered the 
machines removed because USA Today 
failed to get the proper permits for the six 
machines which appeared in Winchester 
Aug. 27, have decided to give the 
newspaper a chance to state its case 
The board has requested that a 
representative of Gannett Newspapers, 
the giant newspaper chain that started 
USA Today a year ago. appear before the 
selectmen on Sept. 12. 

That’s the day the newspaper vending 
racks advertise that USA Today will first 
hit the streets of Winchester. 

Selectmen Chairman Edward O'Con¬ 
nell said that the selectmen wanted to give 
the Gannett representative a chance to 


state why the machines should stay 
“Let’s face it. we should always give 
someone the opportunity to come before 
us, and leave open the possibility that 
someone could make a case that would 
persuade us.” he said. 

Gannett s lawyer, however, has not yet 
confirmed that she will take advantage of 
that opportunity. 

The six vending machines were plac¬ 
ed in Winchester late on the Friday even¬ 
ing of Aug. 2(1. despite letters from Town 
Manager Thomas Groux and a lawyer for 
the town.

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Bear Hill Battle Continues As 
MDC Gets Ready To Build

As an MDC water project that could 
supply the Winchester Highlands area 
with Quabbin Reservoir water gets closer 
to reality, a battle is brewing between op¬ 
ponents and proponents of the project 
The question is whether the town 
should hook up to the planned Bear Hill 
water tower, which will supply MDC 
water to Stoneham. Wakefield and 
Woburn, d not Winchester as well 
The question will have to be answered 
soon, as the MDC is ready to start building 
the water tower and the pipes from it in 
the next two months. 

According to members of the town's 
MDC Pipeline Study Committee, which 
looked into the project for a year, the 
pipeline would bring better water pressure 
and better quality water to residents who 
now get their supply from the North 
Reservoir. 

According to Canterbury rd. resident 
Prank Sopper. hooking up to the pipeline 
would be the first step toward abandoning 
the North Reservoir, something he feels 
is illegal as well as impractical. 

Sopper wants the whole question 
brought before Town Meeting. “It seems 
that a project of this grave importance 
should have the benefit of full debate at 
Town Meeting.” Sopper told the Board of 
Selectmen two weeks ago. “The board 
considered a $12,000 bicycle path impor¬ 


tant enough to discuss it several times 
This project should lx* given the same con¬ 
sideration ” 

Town Meeting has considered the 
pipeline project before. Two-and-a-half 
years ago. a proposal to have the town pay 
for the pipeline was turned down, and the 
Pipeline Committee was set up to look in¬ 
to the plan. 

After a year, the committee recom¬ 
mended that the town hook up to the Bear 
Hill water tower. 

"I think we should go for it." said com¬ 
mittee member Harry Chefalo. “We 
studied it for well over a year, and decid¬ 
ed it was the way to go. It will give us more 
pressure on that side of town, and it’s go¬ 
ing to cost us less because we won’t have 
to treat the (reservoir) water.” 

But Sopper claims that it would be il¬ 
legal for the town to hook up the pipeline, 
if it meant water would no longer drawn 
from the North Reservoir. Chefalo said 
that’s exactly what the committee had in 
mind. 

Sopper pointed out that state law states 
no MDC community shall abandon a 
water supply, unless it is reported unsafe 
to drink. 

“If the pipeline’s installed, it will make 
the North Reservoir unusable. ’ Sopper 
said. “The two systems aren’t compatible. 
You would have to build a pump station 
and another pipeline to move the water 


„ S«l«* Starts 

ro sc Moot Friday, Sept. 9 
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from the North Reservoir to the Middle or 
the South, so you could pump it into the 
system. 

Sopper said setting up such a pumping 
system would cost the town nearly half a 
million dollars. “I don’t see the logic of it," 
he said. 

Sopper feels that Town Meeting should 
debate the logic of the plan, although town 
officials said during their meeting with 
Sopper that if the town didn’t have to pay 
for the pipeline, it wouldn’t necessarily 
have to go before Town Meeting. 

According to Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh. 
there is a good chance the slate will pay 
for the pipeline. But. he added. “The MDC 
is not going to spend $4-5,(MX) to design and 
construct a pipeline the town doesn't 
want 

The MDC is at least designing a hook¬ 
up valve into the Bear Hill pipelines, so 
that if Winchester wants to connect to the 
water supply later, it can. 

“We ll put a valve with a flange at the 
bottom of Bear Hill, and we’re designing 
a pipeline to go in the direction ol Win¬ 
chester." said Salvatore Martorana, 
director of project planning and manage¬ 
ment for the MDC Water Division 

Bids for the work on the tank on Bear 
Hill, and the pipelines to Stoneham and 
Woburn are scheduled to go out within the 
next few weeks. Weather permitting, con¬ 
struction may start by late November, 
Martorana said.

sional delegation who stood up against 
withholding and helped to defeat it.”

Gallant Working Harder Now 
Than When He Had A Job

For Bob Gallant, retirement 
has meant renaissance. 

After working for 35 years in 
a variety of management posi¬ 
tions at New England Telephone 
in Boston, Gallant was offered the 
opportunity to retire early at the 
age of 58 when the company de¬ 
cided to phase out some manage¬ 
ment positions towards the end of 
1981. 

Gallant seized the opportunity 
and began to pursue interests 
that had waited 35 years to 
flourish. He has since taken up 
painting and creative writing, 
become an editorialist for cable 
television, increased his involve¬ 
ment with athletics, and gone 
back to school. 

"I'm now busier than I was 
when I was working all those 
years.” laughs the tan, fit, silver- 
haired Gallant. "And I'm loving 
every minute of it.” 

Gallant says that he doesn’t 
have enough time for all of the 
new things he wants to learn and 
do. After 35 years of devoting 
most of his time to his job, he is 
suddenly discovering a wealth of 
new interests and activities in his 
retirement, as well as renewing 
older ones. 

"For me, the key to a suc¬ 
cessful retirement has been keep¬ 
ing active mentally, physically 
and spiritually,” he says, "And 


not necessarily in that order.” 

Gallant has pursued all three 
areas vigorously, with an energy 
he didn’t have when he was work¬ 
ing as a manager, public rela¬ 
tions person and marketing spe¬ 
cialist for New England Tele¬ 
phone, as well as bringing up two 
sons with his wife Stella in their 
Laurel Hill rd. home. 

Gallant has developed new 
skills, such as writing plays and 
producing cable television shows. 
"I’m always alert to new oppor¬ 
tunities, especially now that I've 
retired,” he says. "You can’t just 
sit back and wait for life to come 
to you.” 

Gallant has not sat back at all 
since his retirement. He has less 
free time now then he did when he 
was working full time, partly 
because he has become a student 
again. Gallant enrolled at the 
Harvard Institute For Learning 
In Retirement a week after his 
retirement, and has been taking 
courses there ever since. 

"It’s been fascinating,” says 
Gallant. "The program is run en¬ 
tirely by people who have retired, 
and each brings their special in¬ 
terests into the classroom. There 
are no degrees, no grades, and no 
credits, but I’m learning about 
things 1 always wanted to study.” 

Gallant attends the institute 
with his wife. Both already have 
their bachelor’s degrees in educa¬ 


tion from Salem State yet both 
love being back at school again 
after 37 years. The Gallants 
prepare term papers and reports 
together, and discuss the mat¬ 
erial they are learning — history, 
biography, the Bible, and bird 
watching. 

"We’ve really loved doing this 
together,” says Gallant, who 
believes a husband and wife must 
pursue a balance of interests 
separately and together to keep a 
marriage fresh in the retirement 
years. "And I finally had the op¬ 
portunity to take a course in 
creative writing, something I’d 
always wanted to do.” 

Gallant had done some writing 
during his phone company career 
but it was business and public 
relations oriented. He had never 
tried the writing he is doing now 
— poetry, short stories and even 
a play. Gallant also writes, pro¬ 
duces and delivers editorial seg¬ 
ments for Continental Cablevi- 
sion’s News 19. 

Gallant didn’t know anything 
about television production 
before he enrolled in a 14-week 
mini-course last September at 
Continental Cablevision. He 
passed the course, along with Ac¬ 
ting School Supt. Robert Forest 
and a diverse mixture of in¬ 
terested residents to become cer¬ 
tified as a community producer. 

"I can now produce my own 


shows,” says Gallant proudly. 
"It’s been great fun. I’ve learned 
about the equipment. I’ve helped 
out at football games and pep 
rallies, and I’ve practiced a lot. 
After the course. Continental 
Cablevision asked me if I’d be in¬ 
terested in doing the editorials on 
News 19.” 

Gallant was interested, and 
has since learned what hard work 
it is to write an editorial. "You 
can’t just write without knowing 
what you are talking about,” he 
says. "I analyze the problem I’ll 
be writing about and try to figure 
out what the opposition would be. 
I also try to keep a light touch.” 

Gallant’s editorials have been 
on subjects as diverse as sewer 
use, parking lots and a signboard 
in a parking lot. He is relaxed and 
witty on camera, openly posing 
questions to his audience such as: 
"What is bigger than a breadbox, 
has three legs, two faces and 
lovely curves on its top and 
bottom? 

Gallant laughs, "The answer 
is the signboard in the corner of 
the Skillings parking lot. ” He con¬ 
tinues, "I really have a lot of fun 
doing this. I was very nervous be¬ 
ing on camera at first, because I 
had the feeling that if I didn’t do 
it perfectly, the world would col¬ 
lapse. But now I get a lot of kicks

The Summer Is 
Dying A Slow, 
Sad Death

' Summer’s really ending: 
there’s no mistaking it now. 
Everywhere you go lately, you 
hear people say as much, usual¬ 
ly with a wistful smile. 

A stillness grows in August, on 
those hot and motionless days, 
that’s apt to make you think the 
summer will never end. Crisp fall 
afternoons with temperatures in 
the 50s are impossible to imagine 
from the standpoint of late- 
summer stasis, their feeling im¬ 
possible to conjure up. 

It’s difficult to believe that the 
trees will ever be other than that 
heavy dusty green, that the earth 
will ever begin to turn us, here in 
our northerly corner, away from 
the sun’s warm face. 

But then come the un¬ 
mistakable signs: first, halfway 
through August, the cheerful 
goldenrod, a ragged flag of yell 
ow waving by the highway’s 
edge. 

And then there are the 
crickets. Why we don’t hear them 
in June or July is something I’ve 
yet to understand. Are their legs 
too small at that stage in their 
lives to fiddle an audible melody? 
Or are they busy living out a 
cricket childhood, storing up ex¬ 
periences to sing about later? 

They're all tuned up by now, 
that much is for sure, like an or¬ 
chestra poised for performance. 
They’re in full voice, and they 
make a full-fledged racket. Their 
sound is loud enough to mask 
most other noises on these final 
summer evenings, loud enough to 
almost become inaudible, if it’s 
possible to say that; a 
background noise to steady and 
unrelenting that our hearing no 
longer registers it. 

Crabapples bloom and then 
fall beneath every arthritic little 
tree, creating a squasy carpet 
underfoot. Orange berry-clusters 
on the mountain ash weighs its 
branches earthward and furnish 
valuable missiles for the 
children’s imaginary wars. 

Baby maples, unaccustomed 
to the sudden chill finger of cold 
down their spines at midnight 
blush with astonishment and stay 
that way: graceful red banners 
announcing the changes awaiting 
us. 

That same chill prompts in all 
of us a freshened burst of energy. 
Sidewalks are swept and hedges 
trimmed. The shaggy bangs of 
summer are clipped for back-to- 


school, and the liberties of a free- 
flowing mane of hair are curtail¬ 
ed by edits of braid and barrette. 

Children play with a frantic in¬ 
tensity, sensing as they do the en¬ 
croaching constraints to be plac¬ 
ed on their freedom. Stiff new 
bluejeans to replace the soft and 
well-worn cut-offs of the summer. 
School shoes, equally stiff and 
larger than last year’s models, 
restrain feet that only a week ago 
knew only sandals, if they knew 
any covering at all. 

Older kids buy notebooks and 
slide rules, while the younger 
ones purchase pencil cases and a 
lunchbox. 

Tans fade; we wonder why we 
worked so hard on them in the 
first place. Stockings appear now 
with greater frequency; the bare 
leg and the bare shoulder are far 
less in evidence, especially after 
supper. 

School starts and the summer 
hours are over. Pools close, and 
playground instructors go back to 
college. 

A day dawns warm, all the 
same, and waxes hot by the fore¬ 
noon. It’s hot still when the 
children scatter like shrapnel 
from the exploding doors of 
schoolrooms. They pull off 
school-wear and dive into 
playclothes. They hit the 
swingset, and the ballfield, and 
the playground. 

The ice cream man passes 
trailing a scrap of musical noise 
and a wake of money-clutching 
enthusiasts. 

Popsicles emerge. The sun 
stays warm. 

Summer is recaptured, if on¬ 
ly for an afternoon. 

Ah, but it’s all an illusion. 
That’s the trick about summer’s 
graceful exit. It ebbs so minute¬ 
ly, by near-undetectable degrees. 
Emily Dickinson said as much in 
one of her poems: “As impercep¬ 
tibly as grief, the summer slipped 
away.” 

It’s like that, too. She puts her 
finger right on it, that solitary 
lady in her high-windowed man¬ 
sion. Summer lapses impercep¬ 
tibly, so as you’re scarcely aware 
of it. 

The days are less hot. The ice 
cream man migrates south. 

And you wake suddenly of a 
September midnight, and realize 
that the crickets are once again 
silent.

As a girl she would help out at the 
paper by setting type and doing any 
chores that needed to be done. She loved 
good writing and enjoyed politics. She 
told me many times of how she had 
helped out at her father’s newspaper and 
I never tired of hearing it. That was my 
grandmother, always willing to lend a 
helping hand or a little money where 
needed. 

I spent all the time I could with her 
even though I am married and have a 
very busy life. I could always find time 
somehow for Gram. She always wanted 
the best for her family and was more 
than proud of any accomplishments they 
made. I sing with a band and Gram 
wanted a program from each concert I 
did. I felt very flattered by that. 1 also 
paint in oils and she wanted two pain¬ 
tings which I did for her. One was a 
seascape because she really loved the 
sea and the other was a still life of fruit. I 
did them both with love. 

I do magic shows for children and 
many times Gram helped me with my 


magic act. She would criticize a new 
magic effect when I would show it to her 
and it was very helpful to me in many 
ways. Maybe because of her I will 
always try to be the best I can be. Gram 
loved children and enjoyed hearing their 
laughter. 

Gram loved to watch birds and did so 
each weekend she spent at my mothers. 
She especially loved the yellow birds or 
goldfinchs which she would call her 
canaries as a joke. We all used to laugh 
about that. When my husband and I went 
on vacation. Gram was first on our 
minds to get a very special gift, on all 
holidays she was the one we always 
thought of in a very special way. 

I used to bake her banana breads and 
many other things all through the year 
and she would always say something 
about them. If it was not what I wanted 
to hear, it was always honest and just 
what she felt. I know many times she 
didn’t say the things she felt in her heart 
to me or anyone she cared for. but she 
said it in her own way. 

Gram knew all of my friends as I was 
growing up and I really liked that. It 
made me feel she wanted to be a part of 
my life not just an observer like most 
grandparents. She knew them all very 
well and they liked her. 

Just two years ago. this past June 3. 
we celebrated her 80th birthday with 
family and friends at the elderly housing 
recreation hall on Palmer st. She was so 
glad to see all that came. She loved all 
her family and friends. We had a won¬ 
derful time at this gathering and she 


paid me a great compliment. She said 1 
looked like a perfect lady. 

She didn’t often pay compliments to 
people so I guess I really pleased her. 
and when I was alone with her she said 
“I love you.” She said it like it was a big 
secret. I never heard her say that to me 
before or since, but she wasn’t one to tell 
people how she felt about them 

Gram thought that treating people 
well was all that was needed and in her 
way she treated everyone she knew well. 
She will be greatly missed by everyone. 
There is and will always be a big hole in 
my life no one can fill. 

Gram worked hard all her life and led 
a simple life. She did a lot of extras for 
the people she worked for not for any 
reward but just to be nice. I am sure they 
all have heavy hearts at hearing of her 
passing. The social security program 
problems and the elderly benefit 
changes were greatly disturbing to her. 
That was Gram, always trying to help or 
concerned about something important. 

Gram really enjoyed good music but 
her real love was Dixieland music. It 
was the kind of music she grew up with. 
She used to watch Lawrence Welk every 
week when his show was on television 
and she loved to watch Archie Bunker in 
•‘All in the Family” and “Archie’s 
Place.” Gram loved to go to the beach 
once a year and to go on a picnic in the 
summer. My mother and I used to feed 
the geese at Wedge Pond and Gram 
loved to see them come in spring to the 
pond. She would always say spring was 
almost here when the first one arrived. 

She lived at Stetson Hall for five years 
before moving to the elderly housing on 
Palmer st. in 1973. Gram preferred to 
live alone even though she knew she was 
welcome at my mother’s at any time. 
That was the way she wanted things. 

The people she worked with and for 
only had good things to say about her. 
Gram was a critical person of all things 
but mostly she was even more so of the 
people she cared most for She wanted 


them to be the best they could be. She 
was very outspoken and, honest. She 
liked things clean and very neat. I 
always remember even as a small child 
her rooms and clothes always smelled of 
perfume or soap and her closets smelled 
of moth balls. 

I wrote a poem for Gram years ago 
which she kept, it was called 
My Life My Way 
My way of life is cleanliness 
From where I eat, to where I rest 
The ways of health I always follow 
I live today and plan tomorrow 
Neatness is a steady habit 
Throughout the house to the attic 
Through action, thought and mostly 
deed 

The golden rule I’ll always heed 
Eight hours sleep, three meals a day 
This is my life, my chosen way 
Gram liked the poetry I wrote but I 
only showed it to her and my mother 
because I really didn’t think it was good. 

I was flattered that Gram wanted the 
poem and, I will admit, surprised. That 
was about 14 years ago and 1 still feel 
honored. 

I can honestly say I never asked 
Gram for money or help I did ask her 
opinion of things often. She was the type 
person that if you admired anything she 
had in her home she would give it to you. 
I know many people took advantage of 
this quality in Gram but I never did. 

I did an astrology chart for Gram 
about seven years ago as I had just 
finished taking a course in it. She 
couldn't get over how much it was like 
her. I really did a lot of things for Gram 
because I felt she did so much for other 
people and I wanted to do things for her. 
She always had a happy hello for 
everyone. 

I know many comments will be made 
about me writing this, but to put it in 
Gram’s words. I just had to get this off 
my mind.

about it. 1 really love the people 
I work with at the station.” 

The people Gallant works with 
at the station appreciate his ef¬ 
forts as well. “Bob is just an ex¬ 
cellent guy,” says Steve 
D’Onofrio, who has worked with 
Gallant on several shows. “He 
adds a different dimension to the 
news, and I've always enjoyed 
the topics he reports on. He is in¬ 
novative, vibrant and articulate, 
and he devotes a lot of time to the 
station just because he’s in¬ 
terested in Winchester and loves 
the work.” 

In addition to his cable work, 
Gallant has taken up another 
visual medium in town through 
the Studio Guild. Two weeks after 
retirement, he enrolled himself in 
a 30-week art course at the Studio 
Guild and began learning how to 
handle watercolors, pastels and 
acrylics. 

“I’ve learned a lot,” says 
Gallant, who is not willing to 
display any of his work yet. “But 
do I ever have a long way to go! ” 

Gallant doesn’t care if he has 
any talent or not. He paints be¬ 


cause he enjoys it, and is willing 
to take the risk of learning some¬ 
thing new. At the same time, he 
enjoys the continuity of activities 
that he has been involved in for 
most of his life, such as athletics. 

Gallant was one of the foun¬ 
ders of Winchester’s annual Whit 
Gray Tennis Tournament, and he 
and his wife lost the last three 
matches of the semi-finals this 
summer after they won their first 
three, “I’ve always been involved 
in tennis,” says Gallant. “But my 
wife is really a much better 
player than I am." 

Gallant also loves golf, which 
he plays as often as possible in 
the warm weather, and has 
played indoor badminton twice a 
week at McCall Junior High for 
the past 25 years. “I doubt my 
games are getting any better at 
this point,” laughs Gallant. “But 
I know I'm enjoying athletics just 
as much now as I did at age 20. 1 
don’t feel my age. I really feel no 
different than I did in college.” 

The active physical life 
Gallant leads keeps him trim and 
feeling young at 67. Aside from 


golf, tennis and badminton. Gal¬ 
lant enjoys jogging and walking. 
In fact. Gallant and his wife en¬ 
joy walking so much that they 
have embarked on a project that 
will eventually take them over 
every street in Wincchester by 
foot. 

“I keep a map,” says Gallant, 
pointing to a bulletin board 
covered with a map of Winches¬ 
ter. “And I marked in black out¬ 
lines all the streets we have cov¬ 
ered.” Although the map shows 
that many streets and miles have 
been covered in the year since he 
and his wife began the project, 
Gallant says that most of their 
walking will be done this winter. 

“In the summer, we have so 
many other physical activities,” 
he says. “I love it in the winter. 
I guess I love Winchester all of 
the time. I never realized how 
much until I experienced it on 
this level. Most of it is just 
beautiful.” 

Gallant says he has become 
privy to little details of nature, 
such as the formation of ice crys¬ 
tals on an isolated winter branch. 


He says he has also noticed how 
well people keep up their proper¬ 
ty in Winchester. But he has also 
observed that there are fewer 
children playing on the streets 
now than there were years ago. 

“I guess children have their 
activities at playgrounds and 
more ogranized places now,” he 
says wistfully. “But even in the 
summer, they are not on the 
street playing the way they used 
to be. When I was growing up in 
Revere, kids were all over the 
streets. And even when my own 
children were younger (his two 
sons are now 28 and 33) there 
were more children on the 
streets. I kind of miss it.” 

When he is not walking, study¬ 
ing, painting or preparing a 
television editorial, Gallant 
devotes his energies to the 
Church of the Epiphany. His 
church activities have increased 
since his retirement, as has his 
need to keep spiritually active. 
“I’m a committed Christian, 
which gives me inner confidence 
and security,” he smiles. “Even 
more so now that I’m retired.” 


Gallant is a member of the 
vestry and an usher on alternate 
Sundays at the church. He is ac¬ 
tive in canvassing for steward¬ 
ship to receive monetary pledges 
for the church, a member of a 
church social group known as the 
Crown Club, and helps the clergy 
contact new people for the parish. 

Gallant also maintains a sense 
of continuity with his fellow 
workers from New England Tele¬ 
phone, by serving on the board of 
directors of the Telephone 
Workers Credit Committee. Gal¬ 
lant has been on the board for 
over 30 years, and still hops on 
the train and goes into Boston for 
two hours each day to approve 
loan applications. 

“It’s a nice way for me to keep 
in contact with all the people I

worked with for so many years,” 
he says. “The people are the only 
thing I miss about work.” 

Gallant doesn’t miss work 
because he is active, and he is 
still taking risks. He admits his 
challenges are different, and his 
goals have changed, but the fact 
that he still has goals and takes 
on new challenges keeps him 
from getting stale or staid in his 
retirement. 

“What works for me won’t 
necessarily work for everyone 
else,” he insists. “But it helps if 
you have specific interests, which 
is something I would suggest to 
anyone who is about to retire.” 

To anyone who isn’t about to 
retire, a look at Bob Gallant’s 
renaissance may be a convincing 
argument in favor of retiring 
immediately.

downtown will be the building of a small 
pedestrian mall at the corner of Thomp¬ 
son and Main sts. 

At the corner by the News Shop, the 
sidewalk will be widened by about two 
feet, and paved in brick. Seven benches 
and three trees will make a mini-mall in 
the heart of the downtown. 

“It will be a comfortable little area, 
very, very nice,” said Economic Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator John Connery. “It will 
be a real focal point to the downtown, the 
most striking thing to come out of the pro¬ 
ject. I think it will be a symbol of the first 
phase of the beautification.” 

The elements of the pedestrian mall — 
bricks and trees — along with the new 
lights purchased by Town Meeting at a 
cost ol $2(12. (KM) will continue through the 
whole downtown. 

First, the sidewalks will be torn up. 
replaced with natural-colored brick. Two 
narrow rows of brick will border the 
sidewalks, and in between the brick will 
be laid in a running bond pattern <as op¬ 
posed to a herringbone pattern). “There 
really will Ik* a lot of texture, a lot of 
design to the sidewalks.” said Connery. 

At the crosswalks, two rows of brick 
will continue from newly constructed han¬ 
dicapped ramps and run across the street 
bordering the crosswalks. The crosswalks 
themselves will be paved with granite 
blocks. 

The brick sidewalks, and the continu¬ 
ing of the brick along the crosswalks, will 


help to give the downtown the appearance 
of a place for shoppers. Connery said 

“One of the problems we have 
downtown, with the rotary and the 
elevated tracks, is that it looks like it’s 
geared to cars." said Connery. “We 
wanted to link the sidewalks and the 
crosswalks to say clearly ‘Pedestrians 
here.' 

“When a driver goes over the 
crosswalks with the automobile, he’ll be 
able to feel it." said Connery. “It gives the 
driver the feeling he or she should go a lit¬ 
tle slower.” 

Along the newly bricked sidewalks will 
be rows of trees, wrought iron trash 
baskets and cast iron light poles. 

The trees will actually bo planted along 
two streets. Main and Church, as the other 
downtown streets are too narrow. Accor¬ 
ding to Connery, about 13 trees will be 
planted along Main st., and another five 
around the Church st.-Waterfield rd. 
intersection. 

The trash baskets, a circle of ski 
shaped staves held togther with a metal 
hoop, will be spaced along every 
downtown street. The 18 baskets will 
replace the yellow trash barrels now 
downtown, a change Connery looks foward 
to. “You can put the yellow drums in the 
archives.” he said gleefully. 

Interspaced with the trash baskets will 
be 70 new lights, similar to those found on 
Beacon Hill. Last week. Design Review 
Committee members set up three dif-

feront lights downtown, to choose their 
favorite. They came up with an 11-foot, 
cast-iron, fluted pole, set off by an oc¬ 
tagonal glass light fixture with an 
umbrella-shaped finial on top 

The lights will continue where the brick 
sidewalks end. in fact, as the plans call for 
a row of lights to be set along the back of 
the Common on Church st. 

For Connery, and the others on the 
Design Review Committee, next year’s 
work will be only the first phase in the 
grand scheme of downtown beautification 
The architect for the project. Paul Lu. 
drew his plans up for the entire downtown 
area, including lights, sidewalks, for the 
rest of Mt. Vernon st.. all of Church st.. 
Vine st. and Main st. out to Skillings rd 
"The design is actually a master plan 
for the entire downtown," said Connery. 
“That way. we can keep biting off little 
pieces of the work over the next five 
years.” 

A grant proposal has been written ask 
ing for more state money ($331,000 of the 
$593,000 beautification price tag came 
from the state), Connery said. 

But much of the work can be done as 
part of the town's regular maintenance 
program. “If the DPW is doing sidewalk 
repair, for example, they can do it in ac¬ 
cordance with the master plan." said Con¬ 
nery. “That’s how you do a project like 
this over time."

downtown Winchester in a I setter light will 
replace the view from every store in Win¬ 
chester Center. In fact, in designing the 
beautification project, the planners put 
the bricks, lights and trees in front of the 
stores. 

“We concentrated on making the im¬ 
provements where they would benefit the 
greatest number of stores." explained 
Economic Development Coordinator John 
Connery. “We wanted to improve the 
downtown economically as well as 
physically." 

Following that philosophy, the final 
plan calls for improvements to start and 
end right at the edges of the business 
district 

For example. Mt. Vernon st. will lx* im¬ 
proved only from Winchester pi toward 
the rotary, on both sides of the street The 
only spot on Church st. to be refurbished 
entirely will be from Rangeley rd. to 
Waterfield rd.. and the only stretch of 
Waterfield rd. to get a new look will be in 
front of the stores there 

“We were concerned with the cost fac¬ 
tor,” noted Malcolm. “We were trying to 
get the most out of the dollars we had.” 

Cost was one ol the two reasons the 
planners decided to wait until April to 
begin work, in fact. Connery noted that a 
contractor would charge more for a job 
split over two seasons, in part because he 
would have to set up two separate bonding 
and financing packages 

The biggest reason for the delay, 
though, was uncertainty over the always 
unpredictable New England weather. 

"I’m disappointed that we couldn’t get 
some construction this year I wanted 
to show people we had been working on 
downtown revitalization. I wanted to show 
them the fruits of our labor," said Con¬ 
nery. “ But I’m content it was the right 
decision. 

“To try and beat the clock on the 
weather could have caused real pro¬ 


blems.” he said “There was absolutely no 
leeway if we got bad weather 

Malcolm agreed.“You're at the mer 
cy of the elements if you start late in the 
year.” he said “It's not inconceivable that 
we might have a bad stretch of weather 
in October it’s happened before. Then 
you end up with open sidewalks for the 
winter, or a quick patch job. And you don’t 
want that 

“I was asked by the committee how I 
felt the downtown people would feel if the\ 
couldn’t get the improvements done this 
year." said Malcolm 1 said what flies 
want is some sign the work is going to be 
done. They would feel much better if it 
was done in October rather than April, but 
they want some assurance it will be com 
ploiod some time.” 

Some of the downtown merchants still 
need that assurance 

“I’ve been waiting to to 13 years for 
something to happen downtown.” said 
Nancy Dressier of Topsy Purvey "If the> 
don’t do something this fall, nobody is go 
ing to believe il will ever happen 

Other merchants, however, feel that it 
probably is best to wait until spring. 

“1 heard they were going to start in ()c 
tober, but that’s foolish.” said Mark Lowe 
ol The Produce Corner. “If they’re going 
to do it. they should wait until April " 
All the merchants, even Dressier with 
her skepticism about ever seeing the 
downtown improvements, arc eager for 
the project to start 

“Once it is done. I have a feeling it s 
going to Ik* lx*autitul.” Dressier said “The 


center ts so tacky, anything would be an 
improvement 

The main question among the met 
chants is whether the beaut\ <»l the center 
will draw customers 

“1 think it will just make the downtown 
look nice, but I don't know if it will it* 
anything else.” said Joseph Polvere At 
One or Two Things It might bring a lets 
more people down here, but what lhe v % 
really want are more stores.” 

“What they’ve got to do to bring m 
more customers) is till all the errtptv 
stores dow n here.” said The Prwluce Coi¬ 
ner’s Lowe “1 don't think the lx*autificii 
tion alone 1 will increase business any.. 
But after thinking about it. Lowe add 
ed that a new look for the downtown 
couldn’t hurt business. 

“I know |x*ople come in here and sa\ 
they haven't shopped down here lor a long 
time, but do now since they changed the 
parking.” he said I guess it's the little 
things that help " 

And a spruced up downtown might also 
bring in businesses all agree are the main 
ingredient for a revitalized Winchester 
Center. 

"I would be more likely to open a store 
if the center looked nice.” said Lowe 
Getting business people, as well as 
customers, to feel good about coming to 
Winchester Center is one of the majn 
points behind tin* beautification, noted 
Winchester Ltd s Malcolm 

“Maybe this will improve shopkec|X»rs 
attitudes." he said.

Happy New Year 


Winchester Jewish Community 
Celebrates Rosh Hashanah

In many communities 
throughout Massachusetts to¬ 
night, Jews will be going to tem¬ 
ples to celebrate Rosh Hashanah, 
the first holiday in the Jewish 
calendar and the beginning of a 
new year. 

In Winchester, where there is 
no temple, The Winchester Jew¬ 
ish Community celebrate the new 
year at the home of Vic and Jill 
Hasson on Madison ave. west, 
complete with traditional apples 
dipped in honey and a short bless¬ 
ing to welcome in the new year. 

At tonight’s Rosh Hashanah 
celebration, a short blessing will 
be followed by dipping the apples 
in honey and a dinner of finger 
foods. While the gathering will be 
mostly a social one, other club 
members will be going to a tem¬ 
ple in a neighboring town, where 
they may celebrate the holiday in 
a more religious manner. 

Rosh Hashanah is one of 
the most important of the High 
Holy days, which begin with the 
new year and continue for 10 days 
until Yom Kippur, the Day of 
Atonement. These 10 days are 
also known as the Days of Repen¬ 
tance, and Jews can look back on 
their behavior over the past year 
and ask for God's forgiveness. It 
is also a time for reflection. 

The holiday is traditionally 
celebrated in the autumn because 
that was the time the rains finally 
came and saved the ancient 
Hebrews from drought. If the 
rains didn’t come in the fall, the 
Hebrews believed they had bro¬ 
ken God’s law. In this way, the 
new year became a day of judg¬ 
ment, and, according to legend, 
those who have been good during 


the year will have a year of 
happiness. 

Jews also traditionally send 
greeting cards to one another on 
Rosh Hashanah, with the wish 
“Happy New Year” and the hope 
that a good year be recorded for 
them in the Book of Life. The wild 
whine of the shofar, the hollow 
horn of a ram, is blown to remind 
Jews of their agreement to obey 
God’s laws. The shofar called the 
Jews together when Moses 
brought them the news of the Ten 
Commandments. 

For the Winchester Jewish 
Community group, the social 
gathering to greet the new year is 
a tradition that members look 
forward to. “It’s a nice informal 
way for us to get together to start 
the new year off right,” said 
Diane Boettcher, who with her 
husband Steve is the president of 
the Winchester Jewish Commun¬ 
ity. “We usually have events like 
these around the Jewish 
holidays.” 

Although Boettcher says that 
no event is planned for Yom Kip¬ 
pur, which falls exactly 10 days 
after Rosh Hashanah, there have 
been parties in the past before 
Hanukah, the festival of lights, 
and Passover, when Jews cele¬ 
brate their freedom from the 
Egyptian Pharoh with two feasts, 
or sedars. 

“We just started the tradition 
of the sedar on the second night 
of Passover this spring,” said 
Boettcher. “It was a tremendous 
success. We had over 100 people 
at a temple in Burlington that we 
rented out for the occasion.” 

Boettcher said that many of 
Winchester’s Jews are not origin¬ 
ally from this area, and don’t 


always have families nearby to 
celebrate the holidays with. “We 
like to think of ourselves as an ex¬ 
tended family,” she said. “It’s a 
warm and accepting group.” 

That extended family is a 
growing one. There are currently 
60 members and there is a mail¬ 
ing list of 80 who occasionally 
come to events such as the Has¬ 
sons’ party. The group has grown 
and expanded since a president 
and an executive board were first 
named in 1971. 

The Winchester Jewish Com¬ 
munity enlists new members 
through the Welcome Wagon and 
real estate agents, who may point 
out to Jewish families looking for 
homes in Winchester that the 
Winchester Jewish Community 
exists and offers parties, softball 
games, potluck dinners and occa¬ 
sional lectures or discussions on 
topics such as Judaism and 
Soviet Jewry. 

“Jewish families who are 
moving into Winchester now 
know that there is a positive 
welcoming group who encour¬ 
ages them to get involved,” said 
Boettcher. “It’s a nice thing to 
know when you’re moving 
somewhere new, especially to a 
town that’s had a reputation of 
not being Jewish.” 

“Jewish people who move to 
Winchester may feel isolated 
when they first move in,” said 
Candace Margies, who was presi¬ 
dent with her husband Steve last 
year. “This is a very nice avenue 
for Jewish people to get to know 
one another. 


Margies said that she was sur¬ 
prised when she moved into Win¬ 
chester several years ago and 
discovered that there was such an 
organization. “Many people 
definitely have the impression 
that there are no Jews in Win¬ 
chester,” she said. “But we’re 
trying to dispel that image be¬ 
cause it isn’t true. It’s been nice 
for us to have a community 
where we can share out experien¬ 
ces and offer our children a 
chance to learn about the 
holidays.” 

“It has been really nice for the 
kids,” added Steve Boettcher. 
“Last year Susan Setnik ran a 
once-a-month Sunday school 
class for seven young children. 
They learned some Hebrew and 
they learned about the holidays.” 

Margies said it was one way 
the Winchester Jewish Commun¬ 
ity introduced culture and some 
religion to children who may 
grow up surrounded by a largely 
Christian population. “They have 
a heritage that they can very well 
be proud of and we’re trying to 
make them aware of it,” she said. 
“It’s an opportunity they might 
not have otherwise.” 

Because there is no temple in 
Winchester, there is really no 
focal point for the Jewish com¬ 
munity. And because the town 
has a lower Jewish population 
than Belmont or Lexington, 
where schools are closed for the

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Winchester Rotary Club In It’s 56 th Year, 
Continues Offering It’s Service

It seems unlikely that Paul P. 
Harris could have foreseen just 
what he was hatching when he 
first thought of creating the first 
Rotary Club. 

A lawyer from Chicago, Har¬ 
ris had originally conceived of 
creating a social club made up of 
men from different businesses 
and professions in that city. His 
goal was merely to create a feel¬ 
ing of friendship and 
camaraderie reminiscent of the 
feelings of the small towns the 
members had grown up in. 

The group met for the first 
time on Feb. 23,1905, calling itself 
the Rotary Club because the 
original plan called for the 
gathering to meet in rotation at 
the places of businesses of the dif¬ 
ferent members. 

As the club gained in size, 
however, this plan was no longer 
practical, and soon the meetings 
developed into weekly luncheons 
at one set location. Before long 
the Rotary Club began to em¬ 
phasize service to the communi¬ 
ty as its main reason for 
existence. 

The second Rotary club was 
started in San Francisco three 
years later,, and when another 
started up in Winnipeg two years 
after that, the organization 
became international. Here in 
1983, seventy seven years after 
the first meeting, Rotary Interna¬ 
tional claims over 20,000 different 
chapters, with a membership of 
1,000,000 people in over 157 
countries. 

Seventy-five of those million 
members belong to the Win¬ 
chester branch of Rotary. They 
work, like the other members 
worldwide, “to encourage and 
foster the ideal of service as a 
basis of worthy enterprise,” ac¬ 
cording to the club outline. 

The club meets and works all 
year round, and has worked for 
and donated to many charities, 
organizations and causes in the 
Winchester area. 


“It is a continuing effort,” 
says Winchester Rotary presi¬ 
dent Richard Donovan. “We are 
definitely a service-oriented club, 
and we’re recognized for having 
done a fair amount of public good 
in the community for many 
years.” 

Fifty-six years, in fact. Found¬ 
ed in 1927, the club received its 
charter on April 5 of that year, 


becoming club number 2,562 in 
the Rotary organization. Since 
that time the club has been offer¬ 
ing community service through a 
four-point process involving in¬ 
vestigating the needs of the com¬ 
munity; educating members 
about the facts of the situation; 
activating and stimulating people 
in the community, and perform¬ 
ing whatever tasks are necessary 
to attain its goals. 

“Local charities are the catch¬ 
all, of course,” says Donovan. 
“They are all beneficial and all 
legitimate. We cannot respond to 
every request that we get, but we 
respond to a large number.” 

Unlike some service clubs, 
which tend to focus their efforts 
in one particular direction, such 
as service to the young or em¬ 
phasis on a program such as eye 
care, the Rotary Club doesn’t 
have any single area of interest, 
according to Donovan. Rotarians 
donate to help out any organiza¬ 
tion they can. 


But in order to give away 
money, an organization natural¬ 
ly has to make money through 
some sort of fund-raising effort. 
The Winchester Rotary chapter 
makes most of its charitable 
donations through an annual auc¬ 
tion, and the ongoing sale of fur¬ 
niture and other donated items 
from the Rotary Barn. 


“The auction is one day a 
year, usually the last Saturday in 
April,and it is conducted at the 
Town Hall in Winchester,” 
Donovan says. “It’s an annual 
event that has been going on for 
many years. That is our principal 
fund-raising event of the year. 


“That is backed up and made 
possible by our Rotary Barn ac¬ 
tivity, which goes on throughout 
the year,” Donovan continues. 
“Typically, through the year on 
Saturday mornings and Monday 
evenings the barn is open and 
people come down to buy fur¬ 
niture, for the most part things 
that have been donated. 


“And we have a truck to go 
with the barn and a volunteer 
crew that goes out and picks up 
furniture and brings it to the 
barn. We keep it there until 
somebody comes along and buys 
it.” 


Those with an item that they 
would like to donate to the Rotary 
Barn can call. “In the telephone 
book there’s a number for the 
Rotary Barn, and that’s usually 
the best way to contact us,”

Donovan says. “When there’s 
nobody there there’s an answer 
ing sevice that will give us your 
number.” 


These two activities, the barn 
and the auction, account for most 
of the money raised by the club. 
According to Donovan, the two 
fund-raising devices allow the 
Winchester Rotary Club to donate 
up to $20,000 a year to charitable 
causes. 


In its 56 years of existence, the 
club estimates that it has con¬ 
tributed approximately $500,000 
to the town of Winchester. Funds 
have gone to the Boys and Girls 
Clubs, Little League, the Win¬ 
chester Hospital, the Jenks 
Center, and the Winchester 
Scholarship Fund, and for the 
planting of the downtown traffic 
rotary. 


One cause the club has been 
involved with for the past years 
is a glaucoma clinic. A free ser¬ 
vice, the clinic offers examina¬ 
tions to the people of Winchester, 
and has discovered each time out 
cases of glaucoma in people com¬ 
pletely unaware that they had 
this eye disease. 


The club used to sponsor the 
clinic on an annual basis, but has 
recently decided to offer it every 
other year. “Finally, after doing 
it every year for a few years 
there as a general consensus that 
each two years was a better in¬ 
terim for that,” Donovan says. 


“Rotary is a great way to 
serve people,” says the club 
outline. ‘Rotarians know that the 
best way to serve people is to help 
people help themselves. By doing 
so, Rotarians can make the dif¬ 
ference in their communities, 
vocations and in the world, when 
they set their minds to it. When 
we have goals, we meet them and 
even go beyond.” 


“There’s a lot of behind-the- 
scenes volunteer work of men 
contributing hours to make these 
things possible,” Donovan says. 
“People come to the barn and 
they go to the auction, but they 
may not recognize the fair 
amount of effort required to 
make those things stand up.” 


“There are about 20,000 people 
in this tow'n,” he says. “A lot of 
them know very clearly what we 
do, but there are probably a 
bunch of them that really haven’t 
heard of us.”

The assessors used recent sales prices 
of homes in town, compared the sales 
prices to the current valuations, and 
figured the percentage increase. Average 
increases were figured for homes in each 
of the town's five “neighborhoods” (areas 
with similar priced houses, as opposed to 
traditional geographical neighborhoods! 
Then the five percentages were applied to 
every home in Winchester 

The update system resulted in most 
homes receiving assessment increases of 
between 3 and 10 percent, according to 
Carlson 

Some homes which the assessors felt 
were undervalued in the 1982 revaluation 
will get a higher increase, he noted. 
Owners of homes on the lake side of 
Everett ave., for example, will see their 
land value go up by 50 percent. Carlson 
said. 

Carlson and Josephson both said that 
they reviewed the values produced by the 
formula “at least three times.” and each 
time sent the figures back to Finnegan 
Associates, the computer firm doing the 
update, for corrections. 

They will continue to review the latest 
Finnegan figures for the next three weeks, 
while the state processes the preliminary 
certification request

In the meantime. Police Officer 
William Maggie said many residents are 
looking forward to the new youth center, 
lie is in favor of the idea. “It will give the 
kids somewhere to go.” he said. "Not 
just the ones who hang around the 
center, but the ones who don’t like to 
hang out and have nothing else to do. It's 
a great idea. " 

Fiorillo said she has heard nothing 
but favorable reactions from people in 
town "Wo ve gotten a lot ol support."

Legislative rules reform is 
receiving all the attention, but 
there are 19 other initiative peti¬ 
tions for laws proposed by groups 
of voters. Voters in next year’s 
election could face a crowded 
ballot loaded with many ques¬ 
tions. Atty. Gen. Frank Bellotti’s 
office is now reviewing 20 initia¬ 
tive petitions and 19 of them could 
appear on the 1984 ballot while 
one constitutional amendment 
could not be ballot eligible until 
1986. 

The initiative petition process 
here allows 10 voters of the state 
to propose a law or a constitu¬ 
tional amendment. If ruled in 
proper form by the AG, sponsors 
must then gather 61,508 signa¬ 
tures and file them with local 
registrars for certification by 
Nov. 23 and with the Secretary of 
State by Dec. 7. Petitions with 
enough certified signatures are 
then sent to the House Clerk for 
legislative action. If the House 
and Senate and Gov. Dukakis ap¬ 
prove the measure, or if the 
legislature overrides a veto, then 
the measure becomes law. No 
amendments to the measure are 
allowed during legislative 
consideration. 

If the proposal is rejected by 
the House or Senate or if the leg¬ 
islature fails to act on it by May 
9, sponsors can then get the mat¬ 
ter placed on the Nov. 6, 1984, 
ballot by collecting an additional 
10,252 signatures. If approved by 
a majority of voters, the measure 
becomes law. The legislature 
however, can then repeal or 
amend the law, just like it can do 
to any law on the books in the 
state. 

The process for a constitu¬ 
tional amendment is different. 
The 61,508 signatures are re¬ 
quired but then the proposal goes 
to a joint session of the House and 
Senate, known as a constitutional 
convention, where it can be 
amended by a three-lourths vote. 
In order to get on the ballot, the 
proposal must receive the sup¬ 
port of at least 25 percent (50) of 
the 200 legislators in the House 
and Senate in joint sessions held 
by two successively elected leg¬ 
islatures. If approved by 50 legis¬ 
lators in the 1983-1984 and the 
1985-1986 legislatures, the amend¬ 
ment would go on the ballot in 
1986 and become part of the con¬ 
stitution if favored by a majority 
of voters. The amendment could 
(hen he changed by the legisla¬ 
ture only through the legisla¬ 
ture’s own lengthy constitutional 
amendment process. 

SURTAX (S 2032, II 5086): In 
August 1982, the Senate rejected 
23-14, former Gov. King’s bill to 
phase out the 7.5 percent state in¬ 
come surtax. In July, the House 
75-66, refused to discharge the 


Ways and Means Committee 
from further consideration of the 
same proposal. The proposed in¬ 
itiative petition repeals the tax ef¬ 
fective January 1985. 

In the Senate, A “Yea" vote is 
for repeal of the surtax. A “Nay ’’ 
vote is for retaining the tax. In 
the House, a “Yea" vote is for 
discharging the bill onto the 
House floor for a vote. A “Nay" 
vote is against discharge and 
would keep the hill in committee. 

Rep. Sherman Salt marsh 
voted yes. 

RIGHT TO KNOW (S 2058): In 
June 1983, the Senate approved 
31-2, the controversial “right to 
know" hill requiring employers 
to label toxic chemicals in the 
workplace. The hill is awaiting 
further action. There are two in¬ 
itiative petitions dealing with the 
“right to know." One is filed by 
the AFL-CIO while the second is 
authored by a coalition of busi¬ 
ness intersts. 

A “Yea" vote is for the bill A 
“Nay" vote is against it. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted yes. 

BALANCED BUDGET (11 
3465): In March 1982. the House 
rejected 101-41, resolutions re¬ 
questing the U.S. Congress to call 
a constitutional convention to 
propose a constitutional amend¬ 
ment requiring a balanced 
federal budget. Similar proposals 
have been defeated for many 
years in the legislature and this 
year a group of voters hopes to 
get enough signatures to go the 
initiative petition route. 

A “Yea" vote is for the resolu¬ 
tions. A “Nay" vote is against 
them. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

LIMIT SESSION (II 1545): III 
May 1982, the House refused 
111-35, to place an amendment 
limiting the legislative session to 
six months on the agenda for a 
constitutional convention for con¬ 
sideration by the House and Sen¬ 
ate. This has been defeated for 
many years and this year spon¬ 
sors have filed an initiative peti¬ 
tion to limit sessions to six 
months and hope to gather en¬ 
ough signatures and then support 
in a joint session to get the 
measure on the ballot in 1986. 
This is the only one of the 20 peti¬ 
tions filed which is a constitu¬ 
tional amendment. 

A “Yea" vote is for placing 
the amendment on the agenda. A 
“Nay" vote is against placing it 
on the agenda. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

CORRECTION: August 18’s 
report on S.1276, the 16-16 Senate 
vote on the bill banning the sale 
or lease of handguns with barrels 
of three inches or less incorrect¬ 
ly listed Sen. Richard Kraus’ 
vote. Kraus was one of the spon¬ 
sors of the hill and voted for it.

Football Team To Rely On 
Quickness, Not Heros This Year

There won’t be any heroes on the 
football team this year But. as coach 
Manny Marshall says. “That might be a 
plus. 

And apparently, this plus might help 
give the Sachems a winning season. As 
Marshall points out. the players are 
small. But he says. “We’re gonna be 
quicker. Sometimes smaller guys can 
move a little faster " When asked if he 
has any plans to use this quickness he 
answered.

Sachemette Pride Motivates 
Girls Soccer Team Members

The lure of playing for a state cham¬ 
pionship team has drawn 80 teenagers to 
the tryouts of the Winchester High School 
girls soccer squad. 

The kick girls have gotten out of youth 
soccer in Winchester shows up during try¬ 
outs. Many of them have been playing soc¬ 
cer since first grade, and are anxious to 
continue their soccer careers.

The combination of new 
talent, leadership from last year’s players 
and memories of the thrill of victory will 
make the team a force to lx? reckoned with 
once again. 

“There is a lot of pride at stake," he 
said. “They want to go out there and pro¬ 
ve that they are as good. And we’ve got 
eight returning starters who know what 
it’s like to be a part of a championship 
team." 

Whether or not the girls repeat their 
performance of last year remains to be 
seen, but Scanlon recognizes and en¬ 
courages the effort many of the girls have 
been putting in all summer.

hditnr s note: The School Committee 
and high school administration has been 
grappling for more than a year with the 
pi ohlem of students cutting classes. 

Several attendance policy changes 
have been considered, including reducing 
grades if a student cuts more than three 
classes. 

However, the School Committee, has 
decided, for the time, to continue with the 
present attendance policy and try to step 
up enforcement. 

With that in mind, high school principal 
\ incent Larocco has requested that the 
following attendance poliev be printed in 
The Winchester Star.) 

Because good attendance in school is 
so strongly tied to academic achievement, 

I am outlining the rules and regulations 
which govern attendance at Winchester 
High School. (The complete set of rules 
governing the students while in high 
school are published in the student hand¬ 
book. Every student receives a handbook 
each and every year, the first day of 
school. Please ask your student for his-her 
copy and become familiar with the com 
plete regulations of the school.) 

I Attendance in the public schools is 
governed by State Law: 

Reasonable excuses for non- 
attendance are as follows: 

A. Illness 

B. Religious Holiday 

C. Death in the family 

I). Emergency medical and dental 
treatment 

E. Others if approved by the principal 
prior to the absence. 

II. Procedures: 

A. If the absence is known in advance, 
the parent shall write a note to the prin¬ 
cipal stating the reason for the absence 
and requesting approval for the absence. 

B. Day-to-day absence (illness as an 
example) the parent shall call the school 
the day of the absence - 729-9303 - briefly 
giving the student’s name, grade and 
reason for the absence.(The school may 


call the home to verily the original call 
and reason for the absence.) 

C. No calls will be accepted tor an 
absence twenty-four (24) hours after the 
absence has occurred. To insure proper 
record keeping the call for an absence 
should be made the day of the absence, 
preferably by 10:30 a.m. 

III. Other Regulations that apply: 

A. Extracurricular activities (sports 
and non-sports) 

No student shall be allowed to par¬ 
ticipate in a practice or event if the stu¬ 
dent has missed the whole day of school 
or any given part of the school day. If the 
student has missed school on a Friday and 
the event is to be held on the weekend the 
student must present a note to the super¬ 
visor of the event stating the reason for the 
Friday absence and giving the parent’s 
approval for the student to participate in 
a weekend event. 

B. Make-up of work due to absence.: 

1. Absence of one or two days - one 
school day upon return for make-up. 

2. Absence of three to five days - one 
week of school upon return for make-up. 

4. If a student is absent the day of an 
exam or when a major paper is due, the 
student shall be prepared to meet that 
obligation immediately upon return to 
school. 

IV. Disciplinary actions which may app¬ 
ly due to specific non-authorized 
absences: (See handbook for specific 
applications) 

1. Detention 

2. Grade reduction in accordance to the 
rules set forth in the Student Handbook. 

3. Internal suspension. 

4. External suspension. 

5. Non-involvement in extracurricular 
activities for the day of the absence and- 
or removal from the activity in its 
entirety. 

Please be reminded that the above is 
only an outline of the attendance regula¬ 
tions that apply. Please read your stu¬ 
dent’s handbook to become familiar with 
all of the regulations.

There are little country fairs and big 
country fairs - but oniy one annual 
World's Fair — and you don’t have to 
travel far to get to it. 

Up in central Vermont in the farming 
village of Tunbridge the 112th annual 
World's Fair will be held from Sept. 15 
through 18. 

The fair is held at the town’s perma¬ 
nent 20-acre fairgrounds right in the heart 
of the village, behind the volunteer fire 
department and town hall It is probably 
the best-known fair in the state, one which 
the governor and dignitaries don't miss. 

Everyone will find something to enjoy 
at the World’s Fair from agricultural and 
livestock exhibits, to sulky races and a 
demolition derby, to amusement rides and 
carny games, to every kind of food con¬ 
cession one can think of. 

A nice feature of the fair is that it 
hasn't forgotten its roots. A one-room 
schoolhouse is open for visitors. Old farm 
and household implements are shown, 
with costumed interpreters demonstrating 
crafts such as blacksmithing and harness 
making. The historic indoor exhibit in¬ 
cludes a general store, an old parlor, and 
antiques. 

Outside some old steam engines and a 
cider press puff and crank next to men 
showing their skills hewing logs with axes. 
Near them is a display of antique wagons 
and carriages. In a nearby shed modern 
farm implements are displayed, with 
some demonstrated outside. 

In this demonstration area overlooking 
the oval track and midway the old-time 
contra dancers give several performances 
before a small grandstand. Other stage 
shows are held in front of the main grand¬ 
stand which faces the track where the 
horse racing, animal show ring events and 
livestock parade are held. 

Hard as it may be for a newcomer to 
believe, the fair lacks some of the 
character it had up until a few years ago. 
The girlie tent, where scantily-clad 
women would bump and grind outside as 
the barker called men to hurry for the next 
show, was eliminated by the fair directors. 

After some unpleasant incidents in¬ 
volving drunk campers and bonfires, a 
ban was put on overnight camping in the 
parking areas around the fairgrounds. 


Saturday night still maintains its reputa¬ 
tion as the night when few sober souls are 
seen at the fair. Beer is not supposed to 
be drunk anywhere on the fairgrounds ex¬ 
cept in the lieer hall under the grandstand, 
but that rule is not always observed. 

Aside from the usual rides and 
amusements, beano, and other games, 
there are displays and wares for sale: a 
tent holding a record-setting steer, a con¬ 
tinuous auction, leather wares, shoes and 
all kinds of foods, from the pocket salads 
to barbecued chicken and sit-down meals 
to fried dough. The hot dogs sold by the 
Tunbridge Volunteer Fire Dept, are usual¬ 
ly the cheapest — and the department 
needs the money. Fudge made by the local 
church women sells out fast. 

The agricultural aspect of the fair is 
not forgotten. In Floral Hall visitors can 
buy crafts and see the prize-winning pro¬ 
jects, particularly needlework and pain¬ 
tings, and vegetables and fruits of com- 
petitiors — everything from artichokes 
and beets to eggplants and sweet potatoes 
to honey, jams. pies, houseplants and 
canned vegetables. Another hall houses 
more displays of crafts and commercial 
exhibits. 

Nearby are the animal buildings where 
the best advice is to watch where you 
walk. Here fairgoers can see cows, oxen, 
chickens, rabbits, ducks, dogs for sale and 
assorted other animals which compote for 
ribbons and also in such events as ox and 
pony pulling. 

One might wonder why a fair that at¬ 
tracts thousands of visitors to a town with 
fewer than 1,000 residents is called a 
World's Fair. 

The Tunbridge fair traces its history to 
1702 when King George II gave the town 
a charter to hold two fairs. In 1847 the Ver¬ 
mont county in which Tunbridge is 
located, Orange County, started an annual 
one-day fair. 

The fair was moved to North Tun¬ 
bridge in 1861. Then in 18(57, at the fair 
sponsored by the new Tunbridge 
Agricultural Society, a former lieutenant 
governor addressing the crowds referred 
to it as “a little world’s fair” and the name 
caught on. With the exception of five years 
around the time of World War I the fair 
has been held annually. 


I low To Get There 

Tunbridge is easy to get to from here. 
It is less than 150 miles and takes about 
two and three-quarter hours. Get on In¬ 
terstate 811 below Concord, N.H., and stay 
on it until Exit 2. the Sharon exit, in Ver¬ 
mont. Turn left off the exit ramp, turn 
right onto Route 14 and go eight miles 
before turning right at Route 110. Total 
driving time from the interstate to the 
fairgrounds is about 15 minutes. 

Fair Admissions 

Fair tickets are sold by the day or 
season: $2 on Thursday and Sunday, $3.50 
on Friday and Saturday, or $10 for the four 
days. Parking is $1 a day except $2 on 
Saturday. Grandstand tickets vary from 
free to $3 depending on the event.

MEDICAL HOME 
IMPROVEMENTS 

A home improvement 
that's primarily for medical 
care is a deductible medical 
expense Your deduction is 
the amount by which the 
cost of the improvement ex¬ 
ceeds the increased value 
to the home. For example, 
if your medical improve¬ 
ment costs $5,000 and it in¬ 
creases the resale value of 
your home only $2,000. 
your deductible amount 
would be the $3,000 dif¬ 
ference between the cost 
and the increased value If 
there's no increase in value 
— perhaps in the case of a 
stairway elevator — it's all

You’ll need two docu¬ 
ments to support his sort of 
claim (if it is questioned by 
the IRS) a letter from a doc¬ 
tor stating that it is a 
medical necessity and a 
written opinion from a real 
estate appraiser stating the 
amount (if any) the improve¬ 
ment adds to the property. 

The deduction doesn’t 
have to be limited to the 
cheapest form of improve¬ 
ment available. The Tax 
Court allowed a deduction 
for a $172,000 indoor pool 
built to alleviate a tax¬ 
payer’s spinal condition. As 
an added break — if the 
home improvement is for 
medical purposes all of the 
operating and maintenance 
costs are also treated as 
deductible medical 
expenses.

Three Pre-Schoolers To Participate 
In Early Childhood LahSchool 


Three Winchester pre-scchool 
children, ranging from 3 to 5 years of 
age. will be accepted to participate in the 
Early Childhood Laboratory School at 
Northeast Regional Vocational School in 
Wakefield this October. 

The children will be given a two-hour 
program three days each week, on 
Tuesday. Wednesday, and Thursday, 
under the supervision of an instructor 
who will be training high school students 
in a Nursery Kindergarten Aide 
Program There will be a $2.50 daily 
charge to cover cost of materials and a 
light snack. 

The number of pre-schoolers is 
limited to 48: 24 children to participate in 
the morning session and 24 in the af¬ 
ternoon session The morning session is 9 
to 11; and the afternoon session is noon to 
2 . 

Since there are only 48 openings 
available and many times that number 


usually apply, the selection will he made 
on a random basis to avoid problems. 
Allocation of spaces for the pre-schoolers 
will he made on the same quota system 
which governs admissions of high school 
students from the 12 communities. Three 
spots are open for Winchester children. 
Preference will he given to those 
children who were not enrolled in this 
program in previous years, however, all 
applications are invited. 

Parents wishing to enroll a pre-school 
child in the 3-to 5-year-old age group 
must send to the Health Care Technician 
Department. Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational school. Hemlock 
rd .Wakefield. 01880. the following in¬ 
formation on a sheet of plain paper: date 
of application, the child’s full name, age 
sex. exact date of birth, parents' name, 
address, and telephone number, and 
whether the morning or afternoon 
session is preferred. The applying child 


must lie no younger than three nor older 
than five year on Sept 15. This in¬ 
formation must be in writing and will not 
he accepted by telelphono. Deadline for 
application is Sept, l(> 

The names of the applicants will he 
placed in a container and drawn by lot 
Acceptance to the program will be made 
according to the number allowed by- 
quota in the communitv in which they 
live. 

Following the random selection of 
pre-schoolers, the parents of those 
children whose names are accepted will 
have an orientation at school, and will he 
given specific details regarding the 
program. Parents of participating 
youngsters will he required to provide 
transportation for the youngsters to and 
from the Northeast for the duration of 
the program.

USA Today Racks May Be Gone By Weekend

USA Today, or at least its news racks, 
may have a brief career in Winchester. 

Unless a judge intervenes, the 
machines will be gone from the streets of 
Winchester by this weekend, less than a 
week after the first copies of the 
newspaper appeared in the USA Today 
vending machines.

USA Today’s lawyer, Marjorie Gor¬ 
man. refused to comment on what action 
the paper would take regarding the order.

After being told by a town employee 
that damage had been done to the field, 
Officer Steven Fields discovered a hubcap 
and bumper piece at the field. The next 
day, while Officer Daniel McGee was 
walking his beat, he noticed a late model 
dark blue Buick with dammage to the 
front sides. He followed the car to Hem¬ 
ingway st. and asked MacDonald if he 
could examine the car. He also radioed Of¬ 
ficer Paul DeLuca for assistance. 

According to a report filed by Officers 
McGee and DeLuca, the damage to the 
car appeared to be new, as there was no 
dirt, rust, or scratches. 

The officers went to Ginn Field to ex¬ 
amine the damage and attempt to find 
evidence. They found paint on one of the 
field goal posts that appeared to match the 
paint on MacDonald’s car. 

The officers then obtained a warrant 
for MacDonald’s arrest. On Monday, Mac¬ 
Donald called the station to inquire about 
the warrant and later turned himself in. 


temporary restraining order to keep the 
city from confiscating its vending 
machines. 

And Gorman told the Board of Select¬ 
men Monday night. “We won't remove the 
machines.” 

Groux, however, thinks they will. 

“I have no reason to believe they will 
leave the boxes on the street, particular¬ 
ly where they were told the boxes at the 
two train stations will be allowed,’’ said 
Groux. “They have got (newspaper rack) 
locations in town. I fully expect them to 
remove the other ones.” 

Groux said he sent a certified letter 
stating the town’s position to Gorman 
Tuesday, and will wait until he is sure the 
company won’t act before sending Public 
Works crews out to cut the chains binding 
the machines to the town’s light poles. 

“If they don’t do it voluntarily, the 
machines won’t be there over the 
weekend,’’ he said. 

The town has also filed a complaint in

Woburn District Court, charging that USA 
Today violated the town’s by-laws by put¬ 
ting the machines in town without a per¬ 
mit. The newspaper could be fined up to 
$5U for every day each machine remains 
in town. 

In turning down USA Today’s permit 
application, selectmen said the machines 
might cause a danger to public safety and 
inconvenience to pedestrians, wouid in¬ 
terfere with sidewalk plowing, pose a safe¬ 
ty hazard to young children, and would jar 
with the aesthetics of Winchester Center's 
beautification plans. 

The reasoning was backed up by a 
report from the town health director 
stating young children might be injured by 
metal brackets protruding from the bot¬ 
tom of the racks, and by Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery’s 
opinion the machines would not fit in with 
the downtown beautification plans. 

But in their Monday night meeting with 
USA Today’s lawyer, selectmen spent lit¬ 


tle time discussing the safety hazards, 
plowing problems or aesthetics of the 
boxes, other than saying they were con¬ 
cerned about them. 

Nor did they discuss those points before 
voting to turn down the permit application 
later in the evening, after Gorman had 
left. The motion turning down theapplica 
tion, in fact, was prepared before the 
meeting by Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall. 

Instead, selectmen took Gorman to 
task for the decision by Gannett 
newpapers, the huge publishing chain 
which owns USA Today, to put the 
machines in town before asking for a 
permit. 

“We’re a bit disappointed with the 
precipitous actions of Gannett in doing 
something first, then asking for permis¬ 
sion — it’s a ‘Shoot First, Ask Questions 
Later’ mentality,’’ lectured Selectmen

Interviews Begin 

Supt. Candidates 
Quizzed —In Boston 


By LIZ WILLEN 

After a summer of sifting through 
resumes and applications, the screening 
committee for the new superintendent has 
begun the next phase of its search process 
interviewing the 17 finalists they chose 
last month. 

But it won’t be easy for Winchester 
residents to observe the public interviews, 
because they will have to battle rush-hour 
traffic to listen to candidates expound on 
their qualifications and goals at the John 
Hancock Building. Interviews w’ere held 
Monday and Wednesday this week and 
continue Sept. 22, 26 and 29. 

Screening committee Chairman John 
McElwee said the location of the meeting 
room on the 59th floor of the building was 
chosen because it will be easier for can¬ 
didates who are coming from out of state. 

“Many of them will be arriving at 
Logan Airport,” he said. “This will be 
much more convenient for them, and it 
avoids the potential embarrassment of 
candidates running into each other, as 
they might at Town Hall. Also, the atten¬ 
dance by outsiders at our meetings all 
summer has been negligible." 

The 17 semi-finalists come from 
diverse educational backgrounds, and all 
but three of them have doctorate degrees. 
The other three have master’s degrees. 
There are two females among the 
finalists, and two candidates from within 
the Winchester School system. There are 
four candidates from Massachusetts, five 
from other New England states, one can¬ 
didate from the South and seven from the 
West. Their experience in education 
ranges from 15 to 26 years. 

The semi-finalists were chosen out of 
a total of 163 resumes. Five new' applica¬ 
tions have also been received, and it is 
possible that there will be several addi¬ 
tional interviews. 

By October, however, the number will be 
whittled down even further, and the 
screening committee will recommend 


three to five finalists to the School Gom- 
mittee. 

Beyond their qualifications, there are 
certain things the screening committee 
needs to know about a prospective can¬ 
didate before they can decide if the per¬ 
son really has what it takes to lead 
Winchester Public Schools. 

“After a while, the resume process 
becomes sterile,’’ said committee 
member and Vice Principal of Winchester 
High School Evander French. “You real¬ 
ly have to meet the people as individuals 
to see how well they respond to questions 
and get a feel for w'hat they are like.” 

The screening committee is now hav¬ 
ing that opportunity. The candidates are 
asked a range of unplanned questions, and 
members have the opportunity to ask a 
candidate a question of particular concern 
to them. Because the backgrounds of com¬ 
mittee members are all different, and not 
all of the members are involved in educa¬ 
tion, the questions are diverse and often 
all-encompassing. 

The questions touch on many of the 
issues that are important to teachers, tax 
payers and families who have children in 
school. While candidates are not all 
necessarily asked the same questions, 
issues such as declining enrollment, merit 
pay for teachers, and ways of handling 
people come up in almost all of the in¬ 
terviews. 

According to Diane Capstaff, who is 
coordinating the committee, members are 
extremely well-versed in the issues facing 
the Winchester schools, as well as many 
of the national problems in education, 
such as merit pay for teachers and the 
quality of instruction. 

“Each committee member has certain 
areas of interest that they will pursue in 
an interview, and there are no set ques¬ 
tions,’’ said Capstaff. “But many personal 
things come out in an interview, and it’s

Can High School Of 700 Win Dalton Trophy? 

Task Force Looks At Effect Of Declining Enrollment On Sports Program

This fall, almost 400 Winchester High 
School students are kicking around 
soccer balls, swinging hockey sticks and 
throwing passes as they play on in¬ 
terscholastic teams for the high school. 
But keeping these balls rolling in the 
years to come is going to get more and 
more dif ficult as enrollment declines and 
the high school loses an estimated 500 
students by 1990 

“We will have a big drop and it makes 
a heck of a lot of difference in the kinds of 
athletic programs we an offer.” said 
Winchester High School Principal 
Vincent Larocco. “We have to ask 
ourselves how we will cut programs, 
where we will cut. and how we can 
remain in the Middlesex League if we 
cut.” 

Larocco is aware that declining 
enrollment poses many other questions 
about the future ol athletics in Win¬ 
chester as well: (’an a smaller high 
school maintain the quality of athletics 
that led to Winchester’s being named 
number one in the state for excellence in 
athletics last year? Will the budget cuts 
resulting from a smaller number of 
students mean that it won’t be possible to 


keep up the fields, facilities and ratio of 
coaches per athlete” Will it still be 
possible to have junior varsity and 
freshmen teams? How will league 
competition be affected 

These questions are now being con¬ 
sidered by a task force appointed by the 
School Committee in April to look into 
the effects of declining enrollment on the 
athletic programs at the high school and 
junior high. 

“This is a challenge and a half.” said 
Noreen Areari. co-chairman of the 
committee along with Tufts University 
Atletiic Director Rocky (’arzo. “But 
when the number ol students starts 
getting low. we wjj have to do something 
about it . ” 

The task force is the first step 
towards doing something about it. Its 
members will ultimately come up with 
suggestions for the School Committee to 
consider, and hope to complete a final 
report in June Since April, they have 
been assessing the present program and 
drafting surveys, one for residents to be 
available next week and the other lor 
schools with populations similar to the 
number ol students Winchester expects 
to have in 1990 


•1 think the two surveys will help us 
the most.” said Arcardi We re asking 
schools what their athletic budgets are. 
what percentage of their students par¬ 
ticipate in sports, and whether or not 
they’ve had to drop sports because of 
declining enrollment. ” she said. 

Once the task force has compiled the 
information from the surveys, members 
will have a better idea of how to handle 
the problems Winchester may en¬ 
counter. They will also share their fin¬ 
dings with other schools in the Middlesex 
League. 

“It’s important that we share any 
recommendations with other schools, 
said Co-Chairman (’arzo II we have to 
reduce 10 percent ol our budget and 
knock out a junior varsits program that 
other schools aren’t going to. it will be a 
disadvantage We want to get a con¬ 
sensus so that we can keep competition 
equitable ” 

Once the task force members have all 
the results ol the surveys They hope 
sometime in October) they w'ill analyse 
them and come up w ith an interim report 
in November containing some 
preliminary suggestions about luture 
planning We want other schools to 


make reasonable adjustments as well.” 
said (’arzo “I think it s the best way to 
be fair to the kids and make sure that 
they still have as many sale and 
reasonable opportunities to play sports 
as possible. 

Bill Colella. Director ol Athletics at 
Winchester High School, said he is op¬ 
timistic that students will still have 
many opportunities despite budget cuts 
and declining enrollment Participation 
has always been very high in Win¬ 
chester. and the town and School 
Gommiittee have always been sup¬ 
portive of athletic programs he said 
“There are other ways to keep athletic 
programs going, despite cuts in the 
budget.” 

The task force has also been looking 
into some ol these ways to support 
athletic programs They are in¬ 
vestigating die formation ol booster 
clubs and volunteer organizations that 
run the admissions gates at games, and 
raise money through various activities 
The survey for other schools also asks 
about their ways ol raising money for 
athletics. 

“We want to find out it other schools 
have private funding and it they charge 


team members a users’ fee lor tran¬ 
sportation.” said Areari. “We’re also 
looking into all kinds of ways to fund a 
ba la nee of ma le a nd fema le sports. ’ ’ 

No other Middlesex League schools 
have taken measures similar to Win¬ 
chester’s task force, they are aware of 
the many problems the league may 
encounter unless the schools get together 
to discuss the issues they lace in the 
coming years. 

“Belmont is very similar in size to 
Winchester and we re looking at the 
numbers ol programs and students in¬ 
volved, said William Miller. Director of 
Athletics ut Belmont High School. “The 
whole league is always discussing these 
issues, and at the moment I don’t see any 
program being cut The main factor is 
the numbers ol student, but there are 
ways to got money and support lor the 
programs 

Miller said that Belmont students 
have fought to maintain teams that were 
threatened b\ budget cuts the School 
Committee cut out tin* jv basketball 
team and there was enough luror in the 
community to allow us to keep the 
pogram They really rallied to the cause 
and we got the support we need " 


Colella believes that Winchester 
would get the same kind ol support He 
has not had to drop any sports, and two 
sports have been added in the past few 
years. Still Winchester does have to 
worry about a drop ol 5(H) students. “The 
task force is a good way to look into what 
potentially may be a problem." said 
Colella. “But at the moment. I’m pretty 
optimistic about the future ol sports in 
Winchester. “We have a lot ol support “ 
While Colella is optimistic, the task 
force is concerned with the I eel i rigs of 
other residents about sports in town To 
gain a better understanding ol the 
various ideas and perspectives town¬ 
speople may have on the subject, they 
have geared their second survey to 
residents. It will be available at the 
library. Town Hall and in the schools 
sometime next week 

“We want to know what residents’ 
interests are in this area and what they 
think is important.” said Areari “We 
want to know if they are satisfiied with 
what is going on now. with the fields, the 
facilities and the coaching. We also w ant 
to know how they feel about expanding or

Citizens File Suit Against 
WHA Appointment Of Meader

The annual argument over how many 
kindergarten teachers should be hired to 
compensate for class sizes larger than 
planned resumed in full force at the School 
Committee Meeting Tuesday night. 

After a lengthy discussion that includ¬ 
ed the opinions of parents, administrators 
and School Committee members, a motion 
was proposed by Ambrose Principal 
Richard Young to postpone any hiring 
decisions until acting Supt. Robert Forest 
has a chance to review the situation. 

“I suggest that he be allowed to go 
•back and look over the situation,” Young 
'told the crowd. ‘I think if you give in one 
area, people in this audience will jump out 
of their seats.” 

People in the audience were in fact do¬ 
ing everything but jumping out of their 
seats during the course of the lengthy 
debate. Parents whose kindergarten 
students attend the Lincoln School, where 
one teacher and an aide face a classroom 
of 59 students, were particularly upset 
about the size of their children’s class. 

•I am very concerned about a teacher 
who has 59 students,” said Richard 
Russell, a Lincoln parent. ‘I don’t think 


an aide will solve the problem. Winchester 
has the highest ratio of students per 
teachers around, and we should get the 
dollars we need to hire more teachers 
somewhere.” 

Constance Papas, chairman of the 
School Committee, warned the irate 
parents that the problem could not be solv¬ 
ed that easily. "The problem is only go¬ 
ing to be ten-fold as painful in the future,” 
she said. "If you know of any creative 
ways to get the revenue we need, please 
tell town officials.” 

Many parents were reluctant to accept 
the School Committee's arguments that 
the number of dollars designated in the 
budget for the hiring of teachers was 
limited. 

"We moved to Winchester in part 
because of the education our children can 
get here, ” said Neil Hurley, echoing the 
concern of many parents in the audience. 
"I think something should be done right 
now. 1 also think you should be sensitive 
to Lincoln parents, who were upset about 
the closing of the Mystic School to begin 
with.” 

Papas again reminded the parents that 
a limited amount of monev is available. 


"This is an annual discussion.” she said. 
"We all have the relationships between 
teachers and students in the balance. We 
also want to be fair to all of the schools. ” 

Supt. Forest began the discussion with 
a concrete plan to hire a half-time teacher 
and a full-time aide at Ambrose, a full¬ 
time teacher and a full-time aide at Lin¬ 
coln, a full-time aide at Muraco, and a full¬ 
time teacher at Vinson-Owen. However, 
at Young’s suggestion, these hirings will 
wait until Forest reviews the needs of the 
various schools again. 

Forest, who said he believed in mak¬ 
ing as few changes as possible once school 
begins, said there is strong support for 
looking at the process by which class sizes 
are projected and teachers hired. 

“Perhaps we should consider other 
avenues and areas of looking into these 
issues,” he said. 

Papas added. "We don't know how to 
have perfect staffing and perfect figures 
for enrollment,” she said. "It is obvious 
ly a less than perfect system and one that 
needs staffing adjustments.” 

Those adjustments will just have to 
wait until the next School Committee 
meeting. 


Charging that the selectmen and Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority have violated 
the town Charter, the voter’s rights act 
and two state statutes, 15 citizens have fil¬ 
ed suit in Middlesex Superior Court 
against the WHA appointment of Mary 
Meader. 

Selectmen were served court sum¬ 
monses during their meeting Monday 
night, and the Housing Authority's at¬ 
torney. Judith Warren, received the sum¬ 
monses for her board the next day 

The case should reach the court on 
Sept. 22. when attorney Wade Welch plans 
to ask the court bring in Attorney General 
Francis X. Belloti to answer the Charter 
violation charges. 

Welch said that the judge's ruling on 
that issue should give an indication of 
whether or not his case is a strong one. 

"We should be able to get a decent 
reading from the judge on what he thinks 
of the case then, since he'll be reviewing 
the whole thing.” said Welch. 

Welch said he hopes a favorable deci¬ 
sion from the judge then will convince 
selectmen and WHA members to change 
their minds on their appointment of 
Meader for the next four years, before the 
case goes further in court 

Welch wants the case to be decided 
quicklv. so the voters know w hether they 
will be able to vote to keep or replace 
Meader in the upcoming March elections. 
The whole point of the suit, he said, was 
to give the voters that right. 


"All I’m trying to do is move this along 
the longer we wait, the worse it’s going 
to be," said Welch. "Some people start 
their campaigns as early as Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, and we want to know if they should 
start then.” 

The "we" are the taxpayers that filed 
the suit: Mary Pronski. Anthony Pronski. 
Kevin Pronski. Jane Welch. Dorthea 
Twomey. Mary Colclough, Gaetano 
Mistretta. James McHugh. Alexander 
Karnella, William Heggerty, Julia Petip 
ti. Richard Murphy. Frances Consentino. 
Mary DeCourcy and Jasper Asaro 

Those 15 taxpayers are arguing that 
the selectmen and Housing Authority 
members should not have appointed 
Meader to a five-year term during a joint 
meeting July 25. 


()n the advice of Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall, a majority of the two boards ap¬ 
pointed Meader for the balance of the 
term left unfilled by the death of WHA 
member John Henry Van Dyke June 21. 
That term will expire in 1987. 

Rut former selectmen Welch argues in 
his court brief that the term should have 
been filled until the next town election. In 
1975. when Housing Authority member 
John L. Doherty died, Richard J. Donavan 
was appointed only until the next election. 


In the court suit. Welch alluded to the 
difference in opinion lietween Randall and 
himself, stating "an actual and serious 
conflict exists” concerning two state laws 

The first, Chapter 121, Section 26L. 
states housing authority vacancies "shall 
be filled for the balance of the unexpired 
term. . except elected members in towns 
whose terms shall be filled in accordance 
with the provisions of Sect II. Ch. 41 of the 
General Laws." That section states a per¬ 
son appointed to fill a vacancy "shall per 
form the duties of office until the next 
annual meeting " 

Randall’s position is that the reference 
in Chapter 121 to Chapter 41 only refers to 
who shall appoint a member < the combin¬ 
ed boards) rather than the length of the 
term Welch feels the reference means 
Mender's terms should expire in March. 

But Welch isn’t relying solely on inter¬ 
pretation of those laws in his case. 

His brief also claims the four-year ap¬ 
pointment violates the town Charter, 
which requires four members of the five- 
member Housing Authority be elected 
One member, Herbert Hamilton, is ap¬ 
pointed by the Massachusetts governor by 
statute, meaning Meader would have to tie 
elected under Welch's interpretation. 

Furthermore, the brief claims that 
Winchester voters "shall l>e disenfranchis¬ 
ed from their right to elect four members 
of the Housing Authority,” violating the 
citizens' civil and voting rights, unless 
Meader’s term ends in March. 


Contracts For School Principals Settled 


The contract for high school principals 
has been settled. 

The agreement includes a $2,100 in¬ 
crease in salary, increases the work day 
of the assistant high school principal and 
puts a cap on high school principal’s 
salaries. 

The Winchester Principal’s Group and 
the Winchester School Committee agreed 
on a 6.1 percent increase in the first year 
for principal's salaries, which range from 
$20,671 for an assistant high school prin¬ 
cipal to $44,612 for a high school principal. 
Pay for an elementary school principal 


ranges from $32,065 to $34,853. 

The contract is a two-year agreement 
that would be effective as of July 1 until 
June 30, 1985, but must be approved for 
funding at Town Meeting in November 
In the second year, all principals ex¬ 
cept the high school principal will receive 
$2,200, a 5.6 percent increase to their 
1983-1984 salaries. The agreement also 
puts a cap on the high school principal’s 
salary which now cannot exceed $48,500. 

Future employees will have a new 
salary scale representing six steps. 
Under the terms of the new contract, 


the high school assistant principal’s work 
year will be increased from 184 to 204 
days. He will be placed in the same 
category as the junior high school assis¬ 
tant principal 

Also, the job of Adult Education Direc¬ 
tor will be considered part of the job 
description for the high school assistant 
principal, and an extra stipend will no 
longer be paid for the position. The work 
load of the assistant principal will be 
equivalent to the work load of a 204 day 
administrator.

These meetings are open to existing 
and prospective members of the club who 
have moved to Winchester within the past 
three years and wish to meet new friends. 


Salaries — for assessors, policemen, 
custodians, managers and principals — 
along with a garage and a bike path for 
the town will be the topics for debate at 
the Fall Town Meeting. 

The exact agenda for the Town 
Meeting isn’t known yet — selectmen will 
close the warrant on Sept. 26, establishing 
exactly what will be discussed at the an¬ 
nual fall session. 

But Town Manager Thomas Groux has 
prepared a list of probable articles, and 
selectmen added a few’ of their own dur¬ 
ing a discussion Monday night. 

The biggest items on the agenda are 
salaries. 

At a special Town Meeting on Nov. 2 
(four days before the start of the regular 
Town Meeting), the police, custodian, 
principals' and managerial salaries re¬ 
jected by the Spring Town Meeting will 
come up again. Town officials will also 
present the five-year financial plan 
demanded by Town Meeting when it turn¬ 
ed down the employees’ 7 percent raises. 

Salaries will be debated during the 
regular Town Meeting, which begins Nov. 
7. as well. 

Selectman Michael Saraco said he 
wants to introduce an article that would 
reduce the town assessors' salaries to a 
stipend over the next three years. 

Saraco said that he wanted each 
assessor’s salary to be dropped to around 
$200 when each assessor comes up for re- 
election. Assessors' salaries were cut in 
half at the Spring Town Meeting, when the 
members voted to hire a professional 
assessor for the town. The assessors com¬ 
plained then that they didn’t know their 
salaries would be cut when they ran for 
election. 

The rest of the warrant reads like a 


summer television guide, with most of the 
articles being reruns from previous Town 
Meeting sessions. 

That perennial Town Meeting debate, 
over whether the town should build a bicy¬ 
cle path along Horn Pond Brook behind 
Middlesex st .. will also come up at the fall 
session. Although Town Meeting voted in 
the spring to instruct selectmen to get the 
path built this summer, neighbors fought 
the path, claiming it would lead to van¬ 
dalism in the area. 

Another article will also make a return 
appearance. Girard rd. neighbors want to 
overturn the Spring Town Meeting vote to 
connect Girard rd., Hilltop rd. and Pilgrim 
dr., work already near completion. 

Accessory apartments, small apart¬ 
ments in larger homes, will also be 
discussed at Town Meeting for a second 
time, under an article calling for a com¬ 
mittee to study allowing the apartments 
in Winchester. 

Finally, an article will call for the 
resurrection of the town Cemetery Com¬ 
mission, taking the power to run Wildwood 
Cemetery from the Board of Selectmen 
and giving to a separate board. The arti¬ 
cle was put off at the last Town Meeting. 


Whether or not downtown parkers will 
leave their cars in a brand-new garage 
soon will be decided by Town Meeting in 
November. 

Selectmen indicated Monday night that 
they will include an article on the 
downtown parking garage on the Fall 
Town Meeting warrant 

But they also indicated that they 
thought the garage had little hope of win¬ 
ning Town Meeting’s approval. 

Two years ago. the state granted the 
town $2 million to build a garage on the 
Winchester train station parking lot on 
Waterfield rd.. provided the town put up 
20 percent of the $2 million cost 

Since then, only $250,000 of the money 
has been spent, to purchase the parking 
lot. Now. the state wants to know if the 
town is ever going to spend the money. If 
not. it wants the money back. 

‘In recent weeks, the state has been a 
little bit agitated.” said Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Edward O’Connell. “They are asking 
if we are going to proceed or not. 

“If we do nothing, the decision will be 
reached by default,” continued O’Connell. 
"The state, without fail, will recall those 
funds.” 


Selectman Michael Saraco was 
agitated by the talk of moving the article 
to the Fall Town Meeting, as it was 
originally going to lx* debated next spring 

“At first, it was ‘We’ll take the money 
for the parking lot. and see about a garage 
later,’ ’’satdSaraco “Little by little, the 
language is starting to change. Now it's 
the Fall Town Meeting. 

“All along. I’ve been against this 
garage.” said Saraco. “There are too 
many things happening at this (Fall' 
Town Meeting for me to handle, and light 
this too." 

But O’Connell said Saraco was “not 
alone” in his fight, and added the only way 
he thought the garage would no approved 
was if there was “an unlikely groundswell 
for it.” 

Selectman John J Williams noted that 
the supporters of the garage wouldn't 
have time to come up with a definite set 
of plans. And without anything concrete 
before Town Meeting memlx*rs. he said. 
“1 don’t see much chance for success.” 

But even if the fate of the garage is a 
foregone conclusion, O’Connell noted. “Wo 
did bring this before Town Mooting before 
They should have the opportunity to vote 
on it again.”

Living Museums: 

Back In Time 


Plimotk Plantation: 
1627 Pilgrim Village 


By Seth Borenstein 

Bill and Gail McCrea of Mission, 
Kan.,were on a trip through time. 

When they got out of the Plymouth 
parking lot it was a hot foggy August day 
in 1983. 

Thirty minutes later and 300 yards 
away it was 1627. At least that is what 
Manasses Kempton, who was filling a 
gully, told them. 

The place is Plimoth Plantation, a “liv¬ 
ing museum" on the edge of Cape Cod. 
The time is always 1627. 

If you don’t believe it is 1627 ask one of 
the settlers there. 

Sitting in a large daub (mud, sheep 
dung and animal hair) cabin, Elizabeth 
Howland, the wife of the colony’s assistant 
governor, said she has been in the plan¬ 
tation 64 years since coming over on the 
Mayflower in December 1620. 

The settlers — not pilgrims, they insist 

are interpreters who from 9 a m. to 5 
p m. live out the roles of Governor Brad¬ 
ford, Myles Standish, John Alden and 
other Plimoth residents for the benefit of 
the museum’s visitors. 

They go about the everyday life of the 
first New England settlers. They cut 
wood, farm, cook meals, and knit. 

But more important to the visiting 
McCreas, they answer questions and talk 
with visitors. 

The McCreas found it helps to have the 
settlers explain some of the unusual sights 
on the plantation. 

After passing a fence woven with green 
sassafras sticks, the McCreas entered an 
empty home and noticed an odd-shaped 

basket. 


“It must be a lobster basket," Bill 
mused. 

No, he was told by another visitor, the 
soccer ball-sized opening was too small. 
A lobster would never fit in. 

Curious, Bill went outside to Manasses 
Kempton to find out the use of the basket. 

Kempton explained in a clipped British 
accent that the basket was used to catch 
eels. 

“How do you cook eels?" Gail asked. 

The women boil them, or put them in 
meat pies, or split them down the middle, 
stuff them and eat the eel in sections, 
Kempton told her. 

“Mmmmm," the pilgrim added. 

Not wanting to hear more eel recipes, 
the McCreas wandered into the next 
home, Governor Bradford’s house. 
Mistress Bradford and Mistress Fuller, 
the pregnant midwife, were chatting 
about how their husbands discipline them. 

Husbands who beat their wives with 
birch sticks were common and accepted, 
the McCreas learned. 

Drifting behind the row of cabins, the 
McCreas noticed the small little gardens 
and the livestock that supported the 
pilgrims. 

There was a small hog, which accord¬ 
ing to the Kansas couple was no where 
near as big as the ones they have seen 
back home. 

Mistress Fuller fed some other pigs 
turnips while Thomas Cushing, a boarder 
at the Bradford residence, helped clip the 
wings of a chicken. 

The pilgrims also ate, but visitors were 
not permitted to join them. The chopped 
mackerel which Mistress Bradford cook¬

ed for Cushing did not look very 
appetizing. 

However the army of hundreds of flies 
hovering in the cabin did seem hungry. 
Perhaps the flies were there because the 
pilgrims bathe only three or four times a 
year. 

Tourists can find more modern and ap¬ 
petizing places to eat. 

The moderately priced cafeteria in the 
orientation center has a selection of salads 
and sandwiches which are better than the 
average museum food. 

It is possible to eat after visiting the 
plantation, Plymouth has several 
restaurants where you can do so. There 
are over 20 places to eat in the area, rang¬ 
ing from the Crane Brook Tea Boom to 
Burger King. 

What you wear should depend on 
whether you want to eat fast food or 
elegant meals. But comfortable shoes are 
a must. The pilgrims will dress in hot cot¬ 
tons or linens with layers of clothing. 

One of the more important things that 
the McCreas learned was to go to the 
bathroom before entering the village. 

Not only are there no bathrooms in the 
village but finding this out can be 
challenging and, according to the 
McCreas, frustrating. 

A tourist standing next to Gail asked 
an old pilgrim where the outhouse was. 

The settler pointed to a three-foot tall 
tiny hut which seemed impossible to ac¬ 
commodate a person.

spare time, she reads period diaries and 
information about such topics as rural 
New England artifacts, weddings, 
funerals, child care and fabrics. 

One of the most popular areas of the 
village, especially for children, is the 
Pliny Freeman Farm. To get to the farm 
from the center, about a 10-minute walk, 
your path crosses the sehoolhouse and pot¬ 
ter’s shop. At the 100-acre farm, children 
and adults can see farming as it was and 
enjoy the livestock which have been "bred 
back" to resemble animals of early New 
England. 

Sturbridge is geared to both adults and 
children. ()ne group of four adults and four 
7-year-olds were kept occupied from 10:30 
to 3 p.m. “They enjoyed it," one mother 
said. “My 7-year-old liked the shoe shop

Imagine spending four hours each Sun¬ 
day in church services. Even the most 
dedicated of us today might flinch at 
devoting that many hours to spiritual 
growth. But the Congregationalists and 
Baptists in early 19-century New England 
did. 

Their lengthy services started Sunday 
morning when they would arrive to hear 
a one-hour sermon and one hour of Bible 


reading and prayer. After a iunch break, 
the Sunday worshippers returned for 
another sermon, more Bible reading and 
more prayer. 

Today, sightseers can get a taste of 
what it was like by attending part of a 
church service held on summer Sundays 
at 1:30 p.m. at the Center Meetinghouse 
at Old Sturbridge Village. The service 
lasts only half an hour, but includes part 


of a sermon from that period and choir 
singing. 

The visitor steps back into the rural 
world of 1790 to 1840 by attending the re¬ 
creation of the service, only one of many 
re-creations of the period in the unique 
Sturbridge Village, located in 60 miles 
west of Boston. 

Open all year round, the Sturbridge 
Village interpreters (dressed in period 
clothes) also demonstrate spinning, weav¬ 
ing, tinsmithing, pottery, candle dipping 
and farming, among other skills to give 
people an idea of early American living. 

The town lawyer was J.M. McClellan 
and an interpreter sitting at his desk will 
tell you he charged $1 for conference time 
and 50 cents for a basic will. As well as be¬ 
ing a judge, jury, clerk of the court, and 
justice of the peace, McClellan was also 
a competent politician. Much of his work 
as a lawyer in the village would focus on 


property litigation such as boundary 
arguments and water rights issues, along 
with inheritance and debt collection. 

Sturbridge Village represents an ideal 
day trip or overnight for people who want 
to stimulate their imagination and put 
their lives into perspective. 

The “village" consists of more than 40 
buildings along a mile and-one-half of 
country roads and lanes. Around a com¬ 
mon are clustered the homes, shops, 
stores and meeting houses typically found 
in a rural New England town’s center. 
Outside the Common is a settlement of 
shops, mills, a district school and a work¬ 
ing farm. 

Every building was moved to the 
village and is authentic. Visitors walk 
around the village to explore the insides 
of the buildings and shops and watch the 
interpreters re-create the work and every¬ 
day life of the period. 


The interpreters are well prepared to 
answer questions about the village and 
lifestyle. The printer will tell you how the 
old press works and what types of 
material were printed. The woman in the 
second kitchen in the Salem Towne home 
tells you why homes often had second kit¬ 
chens to heat water, make preserves, dry 
materials and do the laundry, leaving an 
upstairs kitchen open for meals prepara¬ 
tion. 

Each interpreter is trained for six or 
eight buildings, according to the church in¬ 
terpreter, starting his loth year at Stur¬ 
bridge Village. He also acts as a school 
teacher, lawyer, storekeeper, and banker. 
One college graduate, now five months on 
the job, is still learning. In addition to 
three days of general orientation, and up 
to three days in a particular building, she 
received a “long" reading list. During her 
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'kSturbridge 

and games.’’ The horse and buggy rides 
and home-baked cookies also seemed to lx? 
popular with kids. 

“I haven’t been here since 1 was 5. and 
I’m bringing my 5-year-old son.” said 
another visitor. 

In addition to the living history, the 
village has several formal exhibits of New 
England glass, textiles, and military 
equipment. The J. Cheney Well Clock 
Gallery, erected in 1982. exhibits more 
than 100 examples of handmade New 
England clocks. The New England glass 
exhibit displays hundreds of white, blue, 
brown and yellow bottles and historical 
flasks found in New England, in addition 
to optical wares, paper weights and 
decorative wares. 

Around the cluster of exhibit buildings 
is the village's huge herb garden. Anyone 
interested in growing herbs can learn a lot 
by viewing this herb garden laid out in 
three levels.

Each season brings its own activities 
at Old Sturbridge Village which regular¬ 
ly offers additional demonstrations, 
workshops, exhibits and events. Harvest 
Day is Oct. 15 when harvesting, cornhusk- 
ing and early 19th-century food preserva¬ 
tion techniques are demonstrated. Visitors 
also get involved in the harvesting.

“Cider Making,” “Fireplace Cooking” 
and “Making Herb Potpourri” are offered 
at an additional fee. All other events are 
held at no additional charge. 

Columbus Day weekend sunrise strolls 
are held Oct. 8-10. The village grounds are 
open early for fall foliage viewing and the 
Tavern offers a light breakfast menu. 

On Oct. 22, early 19th-century kiln fir¬ 
ing will be demonstrated at the Pottery 
Shop. Potters will use a reproduction 
wood-burning kiln to fire 500 pieces of 
handmade pottery. An Antiques Collec¬ 
tors’ Weekend will be held Oct. 28-30 with 
three days of lectures and seminars with 
experts in historical collections and col¬ 
lecting. 

Sturbridge offers Antiques Identifica¬ 
tion and Care each month — a free con¬ 
sultation with the museum’s curators 
from 1:30 to 3 p.m. This fall’s dates are 
Sept. 29, Oct. 27 and Nov. 17. 

November’s events include an annual 
Fair of Traditional Crafts with more than 
•10 American artists demonstrating their 
skills and selling their work on Nov. 5 and 
6. (Entrance into the crafts fair is $2 for 
adults and $1 children or half price with 
a village ticket.) 

An early 19th-century Town Meeting 
will take place Nov. 12 when men in 
historical dress will re-create the debates 
and vote on issues in local government at 
the 1832 Meetinghouse. 

Held each Saturday through March, 
except Dec. 24 and 31, is the Dinner in a 
Country Village. Participants spend an 
evening in the Parsonage on the Common, 


preparing and enjoying a fireplace-cooked 
meal of the 1830s The November dates are 
5, 12. 19 and 26. Early reservations are 
recommended. The cost is $28.50 per per 
son and the evening is not recommended 
for children under 12. 

A Sturbridge highlight is the 
Thanksgiving Day Dinner on Nov. 24 for 
which there are still openings. A special 
package is offered including dinner and 
admission to the village ($31.50 for adults, 
$21 for youths under 12/. Families gather 
at the village Tavern to enjoy 19th century 
New England dishes including oyster bis¬ 
que, harvest vegetables, corn bread, pum¬ 
pkin and mince pies, fresh fruits, cider 
pressed from local apples and, the turkey, 
with a fragrant herbed stuffing. A selec¬ 
tion of popular wines in addition to historic 
rums and brandy shrubs is available. 

During the day, a Thanksgiving ser¬ 
vice is held at the Meetinghouse.

Plimoth Plantation is an hour south of 
Boston. Visitors should take Route 3 south, 
take the exit marked “Plimoth Plantation 
Highway" and follow the signs. 

The Mayflower II is on the waterfront 
at the State Pier 

The village is open 9 a.m to 5 p.m. 
through Nov. 30. In August the ship is open 
a little later, till 6:30 p.m. 

Admission to the Mayflower II is $2.25 
for adults, $1.50 for children ages 5 to 13 
The cost of getting in to the pilgrim village 
is $5.25 for adults. $2.75 for children. A 
combination ticket for both is $6.50 for 
adults and $3.75 for children. Children 
under 5 are admitted free. 

The McCreas left the pilgrim village, 
toured a bit of the town and went to the 
Mayflower 11. 

Going back seven more years from the 
time that they experienced in the village, 
the Kansas couple heard one of the sailors 
insult a woman pilgrim, calling all 
pilgrims “livestock.” 

After 20 minutes of the Mayflower, the 
McCreas were ready for another time trip. 

They went up to Boston and back to the 
20th Century.

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Superintendent Candidates 
Should Be Interviewed Here 


The search for Winchester's 
highest-paid town official is being 
conducted where the people who 
will pay the salary probably 
won’t watch. 

The screening committee now 
searching for a school superinten¬ 
dent is holding its interviews with 
candidates at the John Hancock 
building in Boston, at a time of 
day when getting into Boston 
means sitting in traffic for an 
hour. 

The tactic is bound to leave 
some of the town’s citizens feel¬ 
ing something has been put over 
on them, creating a controversy 
that a new administrator 
shouldn't have to deal with. 

The screening committee 
chairman, John McElwee, has 
cited several reasons for the deci¬ 
sion to hold the meetings in 
Boston, some of which are 
reasonable, but none of which 
warrant hiding from the public. 

First, he commented that no 
citizens had shown up for the 
committee’s early meetings in 
Town Hall. 

But if anyone had shown up at 
the meetings, they would have 
listened to the committee 
members make oblique com¬ 
ments on resumes the visitor 
didn’t have, and on people refer¬ 
red to only as numbers. 

Now, when the discussions 
become more interesting and 
more important, the committee 
has gone off to an inconvenient 
spot where few citizens, no mat¬ 


ter how curious, would go. 

A second reason given by 
McElwee is that candidates 
would be saved the trouble of tak¬ 
ing a taxi from Logan Airport to 
Winchester. For a $50,000 a year 
salary, the trip seems worth a lit¬ 
tle inconvenience. 

The major reason the commit¬ 
tee is not meeting in Winchester, 
however, is that the committee 
doesn’t want the names of the 
candidates known. 

Committee members point out 
that several candidates have 
already dropped out, fearing that 
if they are publicly named as can¬ 
didates, they will run into trouble 
with their present employers. 

Since the School Committee 
has stated it wants a superinten¬ 
dent who knows how to work with 
the press, is a candidate afraid of 
publicity one who can meet that 
requirement? 

More importantly, the deci¬ 
sion to stay away from the public 
eye assumes that if The Star is at 
the interviews, it is going to im¬ 
mediately print the names of all 
the candidates, as they are inter¬ 
viewed. 

We are not. The Star doesn't 
want to force good candidates 
from the competition any more 
than the committee does. 

However, we are sending a 
reporter to cover the interviews, 
so that we can compile informa¬ 
tion on who all the candidates 
are, and what types of questions 
they were asked. Once the 
screening committee has settled 
on the three or four candidates it 


will recommend to the School 
Committee, then we can help ex¬ 
plain to the public why and how 
those final candidates were 
chosen. 

In any case, meeting in Boston 
does nothing to prevent the press 
from watching the candidate in¬ 
terviews. 

All it does is keep the public, 
who probably won’t be writing 
letters to the candidates’ 
employers, from watching the in¬ 
terviews as well. 

The members of the screening 
committee should recall what 
happened when the last task force 
appointed by the School Commit¬ 
tee made a recommendation. 

When the Task Force on 
Declining Enrollment made its 
report on closing the Mystic 
School, many complained bitter¬ 
ly that they had no idea how the 
task force reached that decision. 

Making the selection of can¬ 
didates behind the Hancock 
Tower’s glass walls, even if the 
meetings are public, will only 
give ammunition to people 
dissatisfied with the final can¬ 
didates. 

The people of the town will be 
the ones paying for the 
superintendent’s services. And 
the new superintendent of schools 
will have enough problems to 
cope with, considering the crises 
facing education today, without 
having to deal with dissatisfied 
customers. 

Bring the candidates to Town 
Hall, out in the open.

Meeting An Elderly Orphan

We were both waiting in line at 
the passport office, and he was 
one person ahead of me. 

He was certainly elderly; no 
other word would do for him. He 
wore bermuda shorts and the 
new-type men’s cap they sell 
these days, the high-rise kind 
with mesh panels on the sides for 
ventilation. Black executive- 
length stockings climbed up his 
thin hairless legs, and bedroom 
slippers, or a funny cross be¬ 
tween bedroom slippers and es- 
padrilles, covered his feet. His 
skin looked tight and shiny 
against his skull, the way old 
men’s skin is apt to look — as dif¬ 
ferent from the soft pleated drap¬ 
ing of old women’s wrinkles as to 
belong to another species en¬ 
tirely. 

He stepped up to the window 
ahead of me, and the woman 
there began going over his pass¬ 
port application. She checked his 
personal information and his ex¬ 
pected date of departure. She 
confirmed the fact that his pass¬ 
port photo was in order, and she 
examined his birth certificate — 
all in accordance with the 
regulations. 

But when she came to one 
place on the application, she 
found it blank: the place where 
you’re supposed to fill in the per¬ 
son to be contacted in case some¬ 
thing unforeseen should befall 
you on your trip, far from Amer¬ 
ica and her encircling shores. 

“What about this question?” 
the woman asked him. “Who 
should be notified, in case of an 
emergency?” 

“The Veteran’s Administra¬ 
tion would do for that,” the old 
man answered. “Here’s the ad¬ 
dress,” he said as he pulled a 
wrinkled card out from a small 
stack of grey papers wrapped in 
a rubber band. 

“But isn’t there some person 
whose name you’d like to write 
here?” she pressed him. “Don’t 
you have a next of kin?” 

It was then that he smiled 
sadly and leaned forward in a shy 


and confessional manner. “No, 
ma'am,” he told her quietly. 
“I’m an orphan.” 

It struck me as odd that he 
should have described himself 
this way. The man was 70 if he 
was a day, and yet he called 
himself an orphan. 

That’s a word I thought ap¬ 
plied only to children who have 
lost their parents. The dictionary 
says as much, in fact; “Orphan 
— a child whose mother and 
father are dead.” Once you’re an 
adult, you’re either lucky enough 
to still have both parents, or 
you’re not. But even if the latter 
is true for you, you can’t be re¬ 
garded as an orphan, I shouldn’t 
think. 

It’s a word with such powerful 
connotations of helplessness. 
When I think of an orphan, I think 
of the thin-wristed Oliver Twist in 
his workhouse, petitioning the 
gruff elders for a little more 
gruel. I think of the children my 
mother remembers from her 
early childhood: they’d come 
from the Home, these orphans, 
and attend school all dressed 
alike, in shapeless cotton shifts, 
with heads shaved against the 
possibility of lice and other 
vermin. 

The word orphan evokes the 
image of a defenseless individual, 
one without that personal protec¬ 
tor or defender who will, like any 
parent, protect and defend, pas¬ 
sionately, reflexively, unhesitat¬ 
ingly. An orphan suggests a 
person without such an advocate, 
without such a champion to shel¬ 
ter him or her against an imper¬ 
sonal world. 

It never occurred to me that a 
thoroughgoing adult, someone in 
his 70s yet, could still miss that 
kind of advocacy, could still des¬ 
cribe himself with the forlorn and 
still-grieving term of “orphan.” 

But 1 guess having once known 
that kind of advocacy, and that 
kind of sheltering, anyone would 
miss it upon losing it forever. 
Anyone, I guess, would keenly 
feel the absence of mother or 
father, the way the tongue moves 
to feel the missing tooth in relent¬ 


less confimation of the loss. 

I was naive, I realize now, not 
to guess that even the old still 
miss their moms and dads. 

For who are our parents to us, 
after all, except the people who 
could be counted on to still think 
we were pretty well, no matter 
what scrapes we’d gotten our¬ 
selves into. They were the ones 
who were interested in looking at 
our craft project and no one else’s 
that visiting day at school, how¬ 
ever crooked and sticky a thing it 
may have been. 

There’re the ones who accep¬ 
ted our unfoldings and our em- 
ergings as we sailed further into 
adulthood, and who could regard 
new tacks and directions in our 
voyaging as consistent with the 
whole. It's wonderful when the 
parent of a grown-up does this, 
when he or she says about a child 
now 50 who has just left a fast- 
lane job requiring lots of travel, 
for example, “You were always 
that way about home; you could 
never sleep well in any other bed. 
even as a 3-year-old.” How lovely 
to have someone who knows you 
well enough to say that! 

That’s what it is, more than 
anything else. Our parents know 
us, they see us whole, they’ve 
watched us all our lives and our 
natures are known to them. They 
can find a strand of color in the 
weave of a child now grey at the 
temples and trace it back to the 
original pattern of that child’s 
warp and woof. They recognize 
us, is what it is, and we need not 
account for ourselves to them, or 
explain who we are, or how we 
got here. 

Who wouldn’t miss the support 
of such acknowledgement? Who 
wouldn't miss the warm sustain¬ 
ing embrace of being so truly 
known by someone? 

This man in his 70s, on the 
brink of a journey that may be his 
last, honors his parents by calling 
himself an orphan. Honors them 
and keeps them alive.

Assessor Andersen Cites Discrepancies In Value Update 


(Editor's note: The following letter 
was written by Assessor George Andersen 
to the state Commissioner of Revenue, Ira 
Jackson, after last week’s vote by the 
assessors to send the town’s assessment 
update to the state for preliminary ap¬ 
proval. 

Andersen did not attend the meeting or 
sign the request. He told The Star he miss¬ 
ed the meeting because of illness.) 

Dear Commissioner Jackson: 

In reviewing the first printout of our 
new asessments, it was quite evident to 
me and all the principals that there was 
a great number of new assessments that 
were substantially below recent sales. The 
number of sold properties that were con¬ 
siderably off the selling price were above 
the 50 percent mark. The areas with the 
largest discrepencies seemed to be in the 
areas of higher priced homes. Particular¬ 
ly: 1. Myopia Hill. 2. Waterfront around 
upper Mystic Lake. 3. The Flats. 4. Mason, 
Prospect, Ledgwood area. 

Because of the large number of 
underassessed properties, 1 refuse to sign 
the request for State Certification. The 
oath of office 1 took stated “That I will 


neither overvalue nor undervalue any pro¬ 
perty subject to taxation." 

My refusal toacquiecse infuriated the 
Chairman of our Board, and probably 
other town officials as well. Taxpayers 
paying too many dollars for the property 
they own must remember there are many 
taxpayers out there paying far too little for 
substantial properties. Even if the 
average is constant for the zone the pro¬ 
perty is in. 

The three serious problems are: 

1. The number of neighborhoods should 
be 10 or 12 not 5. 

2. 'Fhe lack of influences to adjust 
valuations for waterfront, greenbelt. golf 
course, privacy, waterview, etc., magnet 
appeals. 

3. The low assessments in the 5 
neighborhoods get factored up and then 
become even lower proportunately to their 
comparable properties, compounding the 
Inequity still further. The over-valued pro¬ 
perties become still more over¬ 
assessed.The spread and disproportion 
becomes wider and wider. 

My observations at this time are as 
follows: 


1. Keep our present assessments. 
(They meet the State’s 90-110 percent 
guidelines.) 

2. Postpone the update of our 
assessments until FY ’85 (Taxing date of 
Jan. 1, 1984). 

3. Try to increase some of the soft or 
low areas in town. 

4. Have our new appraiser look at the 
situation and use his objective new opinion 
to help us update for FY '85. 

My understanding was that all 
members of the Board must sign the Re¬ 
quest for Certification Form.

I cannot in good faith certify to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, that the 
new updated assessments are the fair 
market values of these residential proper¬ 
ties knowing that many are undervalued.

Brothers, Rivals, 


And Now Partners 


Local Artist Jacques And 
Brother Unveil Sculpture

Talk about your sibling 
rivalries 

Wyman ct. resident Michael 
Jacques and his brother, Russell, 
have been trying to outdo each 
other for years to see who can 
make a bigger mark in the art 
world. 

When Michael could brag that 
he had an exhibit of his etchings 
and prints at the National 
Academy of Fine Arts in New 
York, Russell could retort that 
his sculptures were in the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Design 
nearby. 

If Michael could point with 


Michael Jacques’ newly 
renovated Wyman ct. home, dur¬ 
ing a party thrown for Winchester 
neighbors and friends. 

Those neighbors have been 
waiting all week to see the art¬ 
work, a 1,200-pound, green-and- 
blue-painted, nine-foot-high, 
steel, abstract sculpture entitled 
“Blue Robin.“ 

“It really caused quite a com¬ 
motion in the neighborhood — in 
a positive way,” said Michael 
Jacques. Neighbors helped the 
two put the sculpture up on its 
base, and the neighborhood 
children have been flocking 
around the piece, trying to figure

pride to the fact that thousands 
had seen his permanent exhibit at 
the Smithsonian Institution, 
Russell could counter with the 
statement that thousands would 
see his sculpure commissioned 
for the upcoming World’s Fair in 
New Orleans. 

The rivalry has gone on for 20 
years, since the two were 
undergraduates together at the 
Boston University School of Fine 
Arts. 

“Even as kids we competed,” 
said Russell Jacques. “It wasn’t 
really in a bad way — we en¬ 
couraged each other along the 
way.” 

The brotherly competition is 
over now, though. Instead of be¬ 
ing rivals, the two are partners. 

The brothers worked together 
to produce a sculpture which was 
unveiled Saturday in front of 


out what it is. 

“Blue Robin” was Michael 
Jacques’ first foray into 
sculpting. Since graduating from 
BU and getting his master’s in 
fine arts from the University of 
Hartford, he has concentrated on 
etchings and prints, as an il¬ 
lustrator for the Army and later 
in his own studio. 

But then, Jacques has always 
liked exploring activities outside 
his studio. He has taught for Em¬ 
manuel College for 13 years, and 
recently got into architecture, 
completely renovating his home. 

The interest in architecture 
carried over into his art. His 
latest exhibit at his Tremont st. 
studio in Boston is a series of 
detailed etchings showing the 
buildings of the Grand’Place in 
Brussels, the Belgian capital’s 
central square. The architectural 


details are painstakingly record¬ 
ed on the plates, along with the 
vendors, sightseers and 
passers-by. 

Unlike his brother Russell, 
whose sculptures are aggressive¬ 
ly abstract, Michael Jacques 
prefers realism. Jacques said he 
likes the “discipline” of realism, 
or as he calls it “representa¬ 
tional” drawings. 

“I like a very structured life,” 
said Jacques. “My art is a reflec¬ 
tion of who I am, and I guess 
Russell’s art is a reflection of who 
he is.” 

It’s that same need for struc¬ 
ture and discipline that has kept 
him teaching at Emmanuel 
College. 

“I like the steady work of hav¬ 
ing to teach a class, and 1 like en¬ 
couraging the students,” said 
Jacques. “If I was in my studio 
all the time, I wouldn’t be able to 
stand it. And I’d get lonely.” 

He’d get frustrated, too, Jac¬ 
ques added. The stereotypical life 
of a poor artist, desperately sell¬ 
ing off his works to pay the elec¬ 
tric bill, isn’t for him. 

“Oddly enough, teaching 
gives me the freedom to do what 
I want as an artist,” he explain¬ 
ed. “I find it disrupting to have to 
drop everything, go out and col¬ 
lect money someone owes me, or 
rush to try and sell something, so 
I can pay the bills. 

“Teaching gives me a way to 
pay the bills, and still be able to 
follow my interests as an artist,” 
he concluded. 

Jacques likes the variety of 
juggling a teaching career and 
and artist’s career as well. He’s 
always iooking to try new things, 
whether sculpting with his 
brother or redoing the Win¬ 
chester two-family house he pur¬ 
chased last year. 

Jacques and his wife, Karen, 
purchased the house on the end of 
the court with architect Josh 
Lombard last year. “It’s our own 
variety of condominium,” ex¬ 
plained Jacques, who lives on the 
bottom floor while Lombard lives 
upstairs. 

In that year, Jacques and 
Lombard have entirely redone 
the house, inside and out. Out¬ 
side, they have added a 
California-style deck, put a color¬ 
ful awning on the garage, and 
built a crushed-stone patio in

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Chairman Edward O’Connell. “It is not 
the way we expect our citizens to behave, 
it is not the way we expect persons doing 
business in the town to behave." 

Corman replied that Gannett did not 
want a confrontation with the town. “I’m 
here to work with the town," she said. “I 
am here to apply for a permit, and I would 
like to know what your concerns are on the 
locations we have now." 

That didn't pacify the selectmen. 

“It’s baloney to say you are not seek¬ 
ing confrontation.’’ said Selectman Alan 
Macdonald angrily. “The way to win 
friends and influence people is not to 
punch them in the nose." 

Corman explained that USA Today did 
not apply for a permit before putting in the 
machines because the newpaper believed 
it had a constitutional right to put them in 
town. 

The First Amendment, she said, which 
guarantees the right of a free press, was 
considered by some courts to include the 
right to distribute the newpapers 

Moreover, Corman added, Gannett did 
not believe in the constitutionality of the 
town by-law. which states ““No person, 
unless he is the holder of a permit issued 
by the Board of Selectmen, shall place an 
obstruction on any street or 
sidewalk. . so as to impede free passage 
of pedestrians and snow removal equip¬ 
ment.” 

“We did not apply fora permit because 
the newspaper didn't think they would fall 
under the general law'.” she said. “There 
is no standard in the laws for granting or 
denying a permit - the machines must lx* 
six inches from this or 12 feet from that. 
And the courts have held that with an or¬ 
dinance that vague, in the case of 
newspapers, it is unconstitutional.” 

Corman’s statements only made the 
selectmen more angry. 

“They’re not asking ‘Do you want to 
have them?’ They put them in and then 
said You have to have them,’ ” said 
Selectman Mark Lombardi. “1 don’t know 
that until the court says, ‘You have to have 
them in Winchester.’ 

We re going to spend all this money 
on beautifying the downtown, maybe we 
don’t want these things, maybe we want 
a different design.” said Ixwibardi. “I 
say, let’s get rid of them < the news racks) 
and then have the court say whether we 
have to have them.” 

Selectman Michael Saraco, in fact, 
said he wouldn’t even consider the permit 
application until USA Today removed the 
machines. 

“Get them out of here, meet with the 
town engineer, the DPW and the police 
chief, find out what spots are available for 
the machines, and then come back here,” 
said Saraco. “Before I vote in good cons¬ 
cience, or even consider the application, 

I want those machines removed. Then you 
can come in here like you should have 
done in the first place.” 

But Corman replied, “We will not 
remove the machines.” And Saraco would 
vote on the application later that evening. 

Corman had left by that time, after 
O’Connell ended the discussion. Although 
she asked when they w ould vote on the ap¬ 
plication. selectmen refused to answer. “I 
don’t feel committed to give you any

courtesy,” said O’Connell. Added Saraco, 
“The same courtesy they gave us.” 

An hour later, selectmen again took up 
the machines. Selectmen wanted to vote 
to remove the machines immediately, but 
Town Counsel Randall advised them to 
vote on the permit application first. 

“If the town took summary action, and 
was found in violation of the civil rights 
laws, a court could levy judgment against 
the town and against the Board of Select¬ 
men,” Randall said. Such a judgment 
could cost millions, he added. 

Randall said the selectmen should first 
decide whether the machines would get a 
permit. Then, if they didn't, the selectmen 
could have the news racks removed, he 
continued. 

Randall then presented selectmen with 
a draft of a motion to deny the permit. 

Randall’s draft stated the permit was 
denied for four reasons: 

— USA Today failed to show the 
machines “will not be a danger to public 
safety and will not be an inconvenience to 
public travel.” 

— “It would appear that the boxes 
might interfere substantially with snow 
removal from the sidewalks." 

- A report by Health Director Joanne 
Scott indicated that the boxes “might be 
considered a safety hazard to young 
children.” 


“The placement of the boxes in the 
downtown area was contrary to the urban 
design improvement project now under¬ 
way.” 

Scott's report noted that there were two 
metal brackets on the bottom of the racks’ 
display box 27inches high. That is the 
height of most 10 -month-old children, she 
continued. 

“It is not difficult to imagine a young 
child, attracted to the colorful display, 
tripping against the display base and in¬ 
juring his or her head by falling against 
the protruding metal supports.” Scott 
wrote. “In light of these facts, the displays 
may be considered a safety hazard.” 

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery told the selectmen that he 
"personally found it unfortunate" the 
machines were in the downtown. 

“The design (completed last week for 
the downtown beautification) is for what 
will be there.” he said. "To have a number 
of those boxes placed down there really 
hurts." 

But unless the court rules Winchester 
cannot remove the machines, the hurt will 
be gone, with the machines, by the 
weekend.

Salute Senve 

Enka Society Members Work Hard 
Raising Money They Can Give Away

“Our constitution states that 
the object of our organization is 
to supply, through our volunteer 
service, goods and equipment in 
Winchester which are charitable 
in nature,” says Marcia 
Saltmarsh, the president of the 
EnKa Society. In short, its pur¬ 
pose is charity. 

Webster’s New Twentieth 
Century Dictionary (second edi¬ 
tion, unabridged) has no less than 
seven definitions of the word 
“charity,” ranging from the 
general (“love; benevolence; af¬ 
fection; good will”), to the more 
specific (“in law, grants or 
devises, which include relief of 
the poor and friendless, educa¬ 
tion, religious culture and public 
institutions”). 

Of all the definitions, number 
five best describes the EnKa 
Society — ‘‘An institution, 
organization or fund for giving 
help to those in need.” 

_There are many charitable 

grolips in Winchester — a for¬ 
tunate situation — for many 
times causes and organizations 
that provide valuable services do 
not have the funding or staffing 
necessary to keep them going at 
the highest possible level of ac¬ 
tivity. 

Groups like the EnKa Society 
help out by acting as a reverse 
funnel of sorts, taking cash in 
through the narrow end, and sen¬ 
ding it back out in a wide 
distribution. 

; ‘ “I think we.are an all-around 
charitable association,” 
Saltmarsh says. “There isn’t just 
one thing that we give to and not 
others. 

“We are probably what you 
might call the grande dame of 
Winchester service organiza¬ 
tions,” she adds. “We are 81 
years old. We have over these 
years supplied a number of things 
in Winchester.’’ 

The society, which is open by 
invitation only and currently 
^umbers about 230, basically 
^orks at two functions — making 
§poney and giving it away. 

Its largest fundraiser is the 
Annual EnKa Fair, which is held 
in May. In 1984 the dates will be 
May 18 and 19. “The EnKa Street 
Fair, as it was originally known, 
has gone beyond the street fair 
size and now takes over all of 
Manchester Field,” Saltmarsh 
says. “That fair is in its 50th year, 
and that is our biggest fund¬ 
raiser. We work all year towards 
.that goal. 

jjft Chairmen for the golden an¬ 
niversary fair are Mary Lou 
Eugley and Aileen Barcus. The 
fair will be called “Rainbow- 
gold” and promises to be extra 
special, says Saltmarsh. 

The society also has the EnKa 
Exchange, a second-hand 


clothing consignment store 
located on Main st. and open from 
September through June. It 
began in 1944 as the “What-Not 
Shop”. 

Thrift stores of this nature are 
currently very much in vogue, so 
this is a business venture that 
greatly benefits the organization. 
“People come in and bring their 
clothes, which are sold, whereby 
we both enjoy a profit,” 
Saltmarsh says. “That has 
become a very popular place. 

“They’ve got these kind of 
shops all across the country these 
days, and they’ve become very 
popular, so it’s a good source of 
income for us.” 

That’s pretty much the story 
of income. The EnKa Society’s 
real value, however, lies with the 
other side of the coin, the giving 
away of the money raised with 
the Fair and the EnKa Exchange. 
In the last decade alone, EnKa 
has raised more than $214,000 for 
the town of Winchester. 

“Over the past year we have 
supported the Friends of the Win¬ 
chester Library, and the Red and 
Black, the Winchester High 
School paper. Also the Girl 
Scouts, the Winchester Scholar¬ 
ship Foundation and the police 
Explorers Post,” Saltmarsh 
says. “We have camperships 
available and we place 40 to 50 
children in camps for the sum¬ 
mer. We recently shared the cost 
for a vehicle for a handicapped 
person. 

“We support the Mt. Vernon 
House, a residence for senior 
citizens,” she says. “We have 
monthly dinners at the house, and 
we also provide entertainment 
for them. We provide volunteer 
service to take them to dental ap¬ 
pointments and physicians ap¬ 
pointments. We have a listing of 
their birthdays so that birthday 
cakes can be made for them. 

Since 1912 EnKa members 
have actively supported Win¬ 
chester Hospital. They furnished 
an EnKa room and members to¬ 
day still give hours of service and 
financial help for new equipment. 
For 30 years EnKa ran the baby 
photo service at the hospital. 

“Another thing that we do is 
provide for our members when 
they are hospitalized, sunshine 
baskets, which are just a little 
thoughtful thing that they take in¬ 
to the hospital,” Saltmarsh says. 

The society also worked to 
support Project Concern, a drug 
and alcohol education program 
and has shared with the Kiawnis 
Club, the cost of purchasing a dog 
for the Winchester Police Dept. 

“That might not fit into their 
budget and we were able to do 
that for them,” Saltmarsh says. 
“I think what I’m trying to say is 
that the Winchester Police, the 
Winchester Fire — those people 
know they can come to EnKa for 
a source they would not have.” 


Among the many groups 
which have received EnKa aid 
and support are Winchester Red 
Cross, Little League, Youth 
Hockey, Pop Warner football, 
high school athletics and band, 
the Winchester Historical Socie¬ 
ty and Public Library, ABC 
House, Winchester SPCA, the 
Seniors Assn, and Jenks Senior 
Center. 

The EnKa Society has been in 
existence since a time in 1902 
when six Winchester High School 
girls decided to form an organiza¬ 
tion similar to one the boys had. 

“These six gals enlisted the 
help of their German teacher, 
and so they used the German 
“Nachmachen dem Knaben,” “to 
imitate the boys.” The name was 
later changed “to live up to 
sisterhood,” says Saltmarsh. 

The German words? 
Nachleben den Kosterlichen 
genossenshaft. “What they did 
was take the n and the k, because 
they certainly couldn’t pronounce 
that. And when they said it, it 
ended up being e-n-k-a, which is 
how you get EnKa,” Saltmarsh 
says. 

“It originally began with tak¬ 
ing an active interest in the new 
Winchester Hospital, and 
originally the members were do¬ 
ing something for the hospital, 
but then it expanded to much 
more,” says Saltmarsh. 

“For instance, during the war 
they sent clothing to Ohio flood 
victims and toys to children, and 
surgical dressings to the Red 
Cross, and those kind of things.” 

Naturally, there are many 
groups that could use the support 
of an organization like the EnKa 
Society, so there has to be a pro¬ 
cess to single out the recipients. 

Saltmarsh explains how the 
society goes about this. “We have 
a committee called the Gifts 
Committee,” she says. “They 
meet before each regular 
meeting, which are four times a 
year. 

Notices are sent to the number 
of charities that we have given to 
in the past. We ask that if they 
need further money to kindly fill 
out a form that will give us quite 
a bit of information. “There are 
seven on the Gifts Committee,” 
she adds. 

EnKa direction comes from a 
board made up of officers and 
committee chairmen. 

Charity. As practiced by the 
EnKa Society, it can be a great 
help to a town like Winchester. 
“The members of the organiza¬ 
tion represent all precincts of the 
town, all religious denominations 
and all ages. Many are working 
women who feel they want to be 
part of a working organization 
that is such a great service to the 
town,” says Saltmarsh.

cents example: Betty and 
Joe are 25 years old. They 
want to buy a $48,000 
house which will have $300 
monthly payments. Should 
they? Yes! 

Their monthly family in¬ 
come is probably not large 
at 25 — let us say $1,000

Canning Procedures 

Recent home canning 
research, conducted under 
the direction of the United 
States Department of 
Agriculture, has indicated 
several changes in 
previously prescribed 
guidelines for home can¬ 
ning These updated 
guidelines should he 
exactly followed in order to 
insure a safe food product. 

Tomatoes may only he 
processed by the hot pack 
method: raw pack is no 
longer suggested. 

The processing time for 
both tomatoes and tomato 
juice has been increased 
for tomatoes, a pint should 
he processed 35 minutes. A 
quart. 45 minutes. For 
tomato juice, a pint takes 
35 minutes; so does a 
quart 

When canning any type 
of tomato product, it is now 
recommended that you add 
l tablespoon of bottled 
lemon juice per pint, or 1 1 
teaspoon citric acid pet- 
pint This is to insure a high 
acid environment which is 
necessary to prevent 
microbe growth.

Beacon Hill Gets 
Ready For Season 


The House and Senate are 
scheduled to begin formal ses¬ 
sions this week after a long sum¬ 
mer recess. One of the controver¬ 
sies brewing on BeacorrRrtf'and 
now in the courts centers-atnrihcT 
a bill passed at the end of last 
year’s session. The bill extended 
for one year (from Jan. 1, 1983, 
until Dec. 31, 1983) the powes-of 
the Secretary of Administration 
and Finance, who is appointed by 
the governor, to set the costs of 
hundreds of fees for state ser¬ 
vices and licenses. There were 
many attempts to amend the bill 
to require, among other things, 
legislative approval and public 
hearings before any fee could be 
hiked. All the amendments failed. 

Earlier this year, the Secre¬ 
tary of Administration and 
Finance, Frank Keefe, increased 
several fees effective July 1,1983. 
Included were a hike in the dri¬ 
ver’s license fee from $20 to $25 
and in auto registration fees from 
$20 to $24. Minority Leader Rep¬ 
resentative Bill Robinson is now 
suing Keefe in Suffolk Superior 
Court claiming the fees exceed 
the actual cost of the services. He 
quotes a 1924 Supreme Judicial 
Court ruling stating a “fee 
becomes a tax if revenue derived 
thereof exceeds the cost of the 
service.” He claims that these 
two fees are in effect tax hikes 
and noted that taxes can only be 
imposed by the legislature. 

No date has yet been set for a 
court appearance and Robinson’s 
office is busy preparing facts and 
figures to back up the case. They 
also note that from January to 
Aug. 25 of this year, over 80 fees 
have been increased and several 
new fees have been imposed. 
These include a hike from $125 to 
$300 in architect’s exam; $750 to 
$950 for private detectives; 0 to 


$25 for a road race or marathon; 
and $200 to $275 for a physician’s 
exam. 

Opponents of giving the secre¬ 
tary this power claim it is nothing 
more than giving him the power 
to raise hidden taxes. Supporters 
of the power say the power has 
worked well and resulted in in¬ 
creased state revenue without a 
broad based tax increase. 

This week’s report updates 
House action on five key roll calls 
from the end of the 1982 session on 
House bill 6782 — giving the Sec¬ 
retary of A&F the power to set 
hundreds of fees. There were no 
roll calls in the Senate on the bill. 

FEES (I? 6782): House ap¬ 
proved 85-54, the bill extending 
for one year the power of the 
Secretary of A&F to set the cost 
of hundreds of fees for state 
licenses and services. * 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted no.

Tufts Cheerleader Dies 


Robert Winn, 

Robert M. Winn, 76, of Kirk st. was not 
a member of the Tufts University faculty 
or staff, nor was he an alumnus or a 
member of the student body. But his death 
Sept. 9 after a lengthy illness was met with 
sadness on the Medford campus, where 
the retired Medford mail carrier boosted 
team spirit at Tufts sports competitions 
for 20 years. 

The story of Mr.Winn’s induction as 
Tufts’ honorary cheerleader is as much a 
part of Tufts’ campus tradition as is Jum¬ 
bo the elephant, Tufts' mascot. Mr. Winn 
delivered mail on Tufts’ campus from 1956 
until his retirement from the U. S. Post Of¬ 
fice in 1973 (after 45 years). It seems that 
the longtime Jumbos’ fan was seated in 
his customary place on the bench during 
a home game one Saturday in autumn 
1963, when an undergraduate friend in the 
stands yelled, “Give me an ‘M’!’’ 

The crowd asked Mr. Winn to give a 
cheer in return. Never at a loss, he yelled 
back, "Give me a ‘T’-!,” forming a human 
“T” with his body. The fans roared, "T!” 
Improvising, he made it through “U," 
“F,” and “T," stopped to think (“He’s 
stuck, he’s stuck!,’’ they screeched from 
the stands) and, buying time, went for a 
laugh with his best “fanny wiggle,” then 
jumped into profile, one arm arched over 
his head, one leg kicked back, and produc¬ 
ed an “S.” The crowd went crazy. 

The crowd responded, and by the end 
of the chant they had spelled out “M-A-I- 
L-M-A-N.” Mr. Winn, with characteristic 
theatricality, placed his hat over his heart 
and made a sweeping bow to his fans. 

The love affair that blossomed that day 
between the university and the mailman 
endured for more than two decades, mak¬ 
ing Mr. Winn a mini-celebrity in the eyes 
of hundreds of thousands of students who 
attended Tufts athletics events and ap¬ 
plauded his acrobatic tributes to the 
school. He was presented with a special 
award by the senior class more than once; 
one group of graduates bypassed a chance 
to honor its favorite professors and instead 
dedicated its yearbook to him. 

He was the recipient of the Tufts 
University Alumni Assn.’s Distinguished 
Service Award, and was given the Tufts

As Rocco Carzo, director of physical 
education, athletics and recreation, puts 
it, “Bob Winn was the true manifestation 
of the Tufts spirit. He was completely 
loyal to the institution and its students. At 
a time when many people didn’t care 
about school spirit, Bob Winn was there. 
Win or lose, rain or shine, men’s or 
women’s sports, Bob was there. He was 
such an important part of the Tufts scene 
that he will lx? dearly missed.” 

Born on July 25, 1907, in Medford, Mr. 
Winn was a graduate of Medford High 
School, where he was active in football 
and track. For many years, he was involv¬ 
ed in the Medford Boosters Club, running 
dances to support athletic programs in his 
hometown and earning the Medford Lions 
Club title of Man of the Year in 1968 

A resident of Winchester since 1940, 
Mr. Winn was also involved in athletics in 
that community, where he helped to found 
the Winchester Little League and the 
Police Athletic League basketball pro¬ 
gram. He was also active with the Babe 
Ruth Baseball program in Winchester, 
served on the town’s Finance Committee 
and for more than 20 years was a Town 
Meeting Member. 

Additionally, he belonged to the Med¬ 
ford Knights of Columbus, the Medford 
Flks Club and the Holy Name Society of 
the Immaculate Conception Church. 

Mr. Winn is survived by his wife, Susan 
G. (McPartland) Winn; three sons. 
Robert T. Winn and Richard J. Winn, both 
of Winchester, and Daniel .1.

Last week, for the first time in more 
than a year, trucks could actually drive 
on Swanton st. from White st. to Main st. 

True, they w-ere construction trucks, 
and they w-ere driving on an incomplete, 
dirt roadbed. But still, the hole that used 
to be the Swanton st. bridge has been fill¬ 
ed, and the construction of the end of 
Swanton st. is nearly complete. 

Swanton st. will again become a 
through-w-ay, rather than a dead-end road, 
by Nov. 26, w-hen Conway Construction Co. 
will take away the barriers that have 
blocked off the street since May 1982. 

Since the reconstruction of Swanton st. 
began in mid-July, construction crews 
have dumped 5,500 cubic yards of fill on 
top of the abandoned railroad line, 
building an embankment between Main st. 
and Swanton st. 

A retaining wall, shoring up the 
building which houses Andrea’s Pizza, 
w-as completed Tuesday, and during the 
rest of the week the crews will be grading, 
learning and seeding the sides of the em¬ 
bankment. 

From then on, (he final stages of the 
work on Swanton st. will go rapidly, ac¬ 
cording to Bob Joyce, the resident 
engineer overseeing the $240,000 construc¬ 
tion project for the state Dept, of Public 
Works. 

Over the next tw-o to three weeks, the 
Conway crews will be building up the 
roadbed with heavy stones and sand, 
preparing to pave the newest section of 
Swanton st. 

Then, the sidewalks will be laid on the 
Main-Water st. corner by Bellino’s Pizza, 
and directly across the street on the 
Swanton-Main corner. In both places, the 
sidewalks will be cut back to widen the 
street entrances. 

New traffic lights will then be put up 
on each of the intersection’s four corners. 

Finally, Swanton st. will be paved and 
concrete sidewalks will be poured along 
Swanton st. and down Main st. toward the

Village 
Condos 
Go In 
Ground

Right now, the construction site next to 
the Aberjona River on Swanton st. is a 
flattened dirt lot, with only a few cement 
footings marking where the buildings will 
eventually go. 

But by the end of the year, the shells 
of 20 condominium units will be up. a 
model unit will be open to the public, the 
grounds will be landscaped, and a clean¬ 
up of the Aberjona will be in progress. 

By February, the first cluster in what 
will become the second-largest con¬ 
dominium project in Winchester — “The 
Village” condominiums — will be ready 
for the young and retired couples expected 
to move in. 

Eventually, The Village will spread 
back along the Aberjona to River st.. 
covering the 20 acres of property with 80 
condominiums in 16 buildings, tw-o tennis 
courts and a swimming pool. 

With that many units, the only other 
condominium project in town larger is the 
Parkview Condominiums, directly ucross 
the street. 

According to Scott Schuster, who is 
heading development of the project for 
Continental Wingate of Boston, the com¬ 
pany hopes to complete the entire project 
by the spring of 1986, and possibly a year 
earlier. However, Schuster noted that the 
construction schedule depends on how the 
units sell. 

Each 20-unit section of the project will 
be sold before the next section is begun, 
Schuster explained, adding that the town 
Board of Appeals has ruled that the pro¬ 
ject be built in at least two, and not more 
than four sections. 

“I’m hesitant to say one way or the 
other when we’ll be finished (the entire 80 
units), because it’s a question of how 
things go with the first phase," said 
Schuster. “The earliest completion of all 
the buildings — assuming we did the other 
60 at once would be the spring of 1985. 
I think the latest date we’d like to see it 
finished is the spring of ’86.” 

So far, things are going well with sales

Town Strikes With 
Take-Out Punch , 

USA Today Counters 

With Federal Lawsuit 


Battle Of The Boxes 


By DAVE LEECO 

Armed with chain cutters, DPW crews 
stormed through the town Friday and 
removed five USA Today news racks from 
the streets of Winchester. 

Armed with a IJ-page complaint, 
lawyers for USA Today stormed into court 
Monday to force the tow-n put the racks 
back. 

The town got rid of the racks because 
the Board of Selectmen feel they may pose 
a safety hazard to pedestrians and 
especially young children, are an obstacle 
to sidewalk snow-plowing, and will detract 
from the $500,000 of improvements plann¬ 
ed to beautify the downtown. 

Gannett Satellite Information Net¬ 
work, the publisher of USA Today, wants 
the racks back because they are the best 
way to distribute its newspaper, and to 
remove them is in violation of the constitu¬ 
tional right to freedom of the press. 

They also wish to halt the town’s move 
to take the company to Woburn District 
Court on the charge that USA Today put 
the boxes in town illegally on Aug. 26, 
before it had applied for or been turned 
down for permits. If found guilty, USA To¬ 


day would be subject to a $50 per day, per 
machine fine. 

The battle of the boxes will be settled 
in the U.S. District Court, where Gannett 
is seeking a temporary and later perma¬ 
nent injunction against the town from in¬ 
terfering with the boxes. 

In the meantime, the news racks are 
being stored by the DPW, and USA Today 
is being sold in various stores around Win¬ 
chester. as well as from news racks at 
both train stations and in the private Puri¬ 
ty Supreme parking lot 

The first round in the battle went to the 
town, when the DPW removed the boxes 
following the Board of Selectmen’s deci¬ 
sion last week not to grant USA Today a 
permit for the machines. A permit is re¬ 
quired under the town by-laws for any ob¬ 
ject placed upon a public way. 

Selectmen Chairman Edward O’Con¬ 
nell sent a letter to USA Today’s attorney 
the Tuesday following the meeting, infor¬ 
ming the company of the selectmen's deci¬ 
sion and stating the boxes should be 
removed by Friday noon. 

When the boxes were still in town on 
Friday afternoon, Town Manager Thomas 


Groux ordered the DPW to get them off 
the streets. 

On the next business day, Gannett’s 
lawyers, Douglas Woodlock and Marjorie 
Corman from the Boston law firm of Good¬ 
win, Procter and Hoar, went to court. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, after 
meeting with selectmen in executive ses¬ 
sion Monday night, filed his answer 
Wednesday (after press time). 

Randall said Tuesday that the case will 
first be heard by District Court Judge 
David S. Nelson, who will rule on whether 
or not to issue a interim injunction against 
the town, and if the case should be com¬ 
bined with similar cases in Norwood and 
Randolph. 

However, Randall noted, town officials 
in Norwood and Randolph did not go 
through the same permit hearing that the 
Winchester selectmen did. 

In the USA Today complaint, Woodlock 
and Corman note that the tow-n by-law- 
cited by selectmen in turning dow-n the 
permit application and removing the 
machines is "vague and overly broad and

Assessors Say Update Will 
Improve Property Valuations 


By DAVE LEECO 

If last year’s revaluation caused an 
anxiety-level among the tow-n’s taxpayers 
of 100 on a scale of 100, according to 
Assessor Sherman Josephson, this year’s 
assessment update will be only a 20 or 30. 

But Assessor George Andersen’s 
anxiety about the update is as high as it 
was during the revaluation. 

Two of the assessors, Josephson and 
Assessors Chairman Werner Carlson, feel 
that the update has actually corrected 
many of the inequities they admit existed 
in the revaluation 

The third, Andersen, is crusading 
against the update, claiming that 
inequities are perpetuated and that there 
is a “good chance” that homes valued at 
less than $120,000 are over-assessed. (See 
related story.) 

Andersen has refused to sign the Board 
of Assessors’ request to the state for 
preliminary certification of the new 
values, the first step in getting this year's 
tax bills out. 

The tax bills will not go out on time, 
however. Carlson estimated that they 
would be one month late, even though he 
and Josephson have gone ahead w-ith the 
certification request without Andersen’s 
consent. 

Carlson told the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night that they made the request 
because, “We are very much concerned 
w-ith gettting the tax bills out on time, and 
we are very much concerned with getting 
good values for the town.’’ 

Getting the new- values approved and 
applied to this year's tax bills will ac¬ 
complish both aims, according to Carlson. 

The sooner the state approves the 
values, the quicker the tax bills can go out. 
As it is, the state w-on’t give its 
preliminary approval for two weeks, and 


it will take nearly a month after that for 
final certification. Then, the town must 
compute, print and mail the tax bills. 

“I’d like bo able to say that we’ll have 
the tax bills out by Oct. 15, but I personal¬ 
ly feel that they will be out between the 
15th and the end of the month,” said 
Carlson. Tax bills are usually mailed out 
Oct. 1, and are due Nov. 1 Each day the 
bills are late costs the tow-n $3,000 in lost 
revenues and interest payments for bor¬ 
rowed cash. 

By using the new values on this year’s 
tax bills, Carlson continued, the residents 


of the town will get more equitable 
assessments on their homes. 

“We could go with last year’s values 
for another year,” said Carlson, referring 
to a suggestion made by Andersen. "But 
by w-aiting for another year, the inequities 
will go on for another year." 

Carlson explained that in once again 
reviewing sales data for the different 
types of homes in Winchester (the same 
system used in the original revaluation to 
set assessments), they found some types 
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But Third Assessor 
Andersen Disagrees

Knit Shop 
Moves To 
Thompson 


St. Locale 

People had no trouble figuring out 
something new was going on at 10 Thomp¬ 
son st. last week — after all, how often do 
downtown shoppers see a sheep, led by 
two women in Bo Peep outfits, in Win¬ 
chester Center? 

For Laura C. Biagioni, the hoopla sur¬ 
rounding the opening of her knit shop, 
Mary’s Lamb, was a change from the past 
year of doing business in the downtown. 

Biagioni just moved her store from a 
second-floor location at 540 Main st., a 
locale known to only the most devoted 
knitters. To be on street level, with 
customers stopping in to see her wall 
cabinets stuffed with yarn of every sort 
(or at least pet the lamb), was a new thrill. 

“I love it down here,” said Biagioni. 
“You meet more people on street level. 
The older people can walk right in. And 
the younger people too. They don’t like tc 
climb stairs.” 

Those who do wander into Biagioni's 
new knit shop will find everything they 
need to take up the craft. Stuffed into cub 
byholes covering every wall are patterns 
needles, pailettes, ribbon and yarn oi 
every color and material — wools, wool 
blends, ultra-suede, angora, mohair 
worsted wool, metallic yarn, even mink 

They will also find a proprietor eager 
to help them get started. 

On Thursday, Biagioni was casting on 
the beginning stitches of a long wool coat 
for a new customer. “She wants to make 
a coat to match her skirt, so we worked 
on putting two yarns together to get the 
color,” explained Biagioni. “Then she 
wanted me to cast it on for her. This is the 
first time she’s been in, but I have the feel¬ 
ing we’re going to be great friends.” 

Classes for new knitters are also run 
at Mary’s Lamb by Biagioni. And again, 
she enjoys the camaraderie of the courses 
as much as the teaching. “We make 
friends, chat, and have a great time,” she 
noted. 

Biagioni will also custom-make wool 
garments, and sells a few quality wool 
clothes in her store. “But once they look 
at the prices, most people say ‘Uh uh.’ 
she said. “It’s better to learn to knit, and 
make something of your own for $30 or 
$40.” 

In the classes, said Biagioni, "We teach 
them from the beginning of the project to 
the very end. And if something goes wrong 
in between classes, they can come in to get 
straightened out. 

“We really create our own sweaters in 
the class,” she continued. “We may start 
with a pattern, but by the time the sweater

is finished, it is really the ladies’ own 
designs.” 

When Biagioni mentioned the “ladies” in 
her classes, she stressed that she wants 
men to sign up for the courses. 

"We love to have guys,” she said. 
"They make the best knitters. We have 
one guy, he’s a mountain climber, an ac¬ 
countant, arid he makes The Best Irish 
knit sweaters.” 

Biagioni learned to knit during a 
similar class herself, 33 years ago. “1 
started on argyle socks — I don’t know

how I got through, but my instructor 
wouldn’t let me quit,” she said. 

Later, after her daughter Mary (in 
whose honor the shop is named) was 
grown up, she worked at The Hideaway, 
a knit shop in Medford, for five years. 

“Then I said, ‘It’s time to cut loose and 
start my own knit shop,’ ” Biagioni recall¬ 
ed. “It’s something I can do well." 

And with a visit or two to Mary’s 
Lamb, Biagioni's “friends" can knit well 
too. 


Sidewalk Bargains Will Abound As

The streets of Winchester will be 
transformed into a Yankee version of a 
Middle-Eastern Bazaar Oct. 1. as the mer¬ 
chants of Winchester take to the sidewalks 
for a sidewalk sale.

Taxes For Elderly To Be Discussed At TM 


Low-income residents over 70 may not 
have to pay real estate tax bills any more, 
if Town Meeting approves a new ex¬ 
emption. 

If passed, the exemption would grant 
a full real-estate tax exemption to 
residents over 70 who earn less than 
$10,000 per year. A couple over 70 could 
earn up to $12,000 per year to qualify for 
the exemption, which is only granted to 


persons who have lived in the state for 
more than five years. 

Robert Mulford, chairman of the Coun¬ 
cil on Aging, persuaded selectmen Mon¬ 
day to put an article regarding the 
exemption on the Fall Town Meeting 
warrant. 

The exemption was recently passed by 
the state legislature, said Mulford, but re¬ 
quires adoption by each town 


Selectmen said they would be glad to 
put the article on the warrrant, but wanted 
to investigate how much money it would 
subtract from the town coffers. 

“My guess is it really wouldn’t be a 
great amount for the town,” said Mulford 
“But it could be a big amount for the 
individual,” observed Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Edward O’Connell.

Hospital 
Wing Is 
Going Up 


The construction of Winchester 
Hospital’s new wing, and the fund-raising 
drive that is paying for it, are moving 
ahead rapidly 

Winchester Hospital’s “Gift of Health” 
campaign shifted into high gear this week 
when several new commemorative gifts 
boosted the drive to nearly 75 percent of 
its final goal, announced Dr. Gustav G. 
Kaufmann, chairman of the hospital’s 
capital campaign. 

With the addition of these funds, the 
campaign has surpassed $5.75 million. 
More than a million dollars must still be 
raised in order to complete the challenge 
of the hospital’s “Gift of Health”drive. 

“We are grateful for all gifts and 
pledges received from individuals, 
groups, and companies to date, and I know 
tha the remaining four months of the cam¬ 
paign will see a steady flow of further 
generous gifts in the support of the capital 
campaign,’’ said Dr. Kaufmann. 

The continuing momentum of the fund¬ 
raising drive is reflected not only by these 
major contributions, but by the rapid pro¬ 
gress in construction that has occurred 
over the summer, noted John O’Hara, the 
hospital’s vice-president for general 
services. 

“The walls, ventilation, electrical wir¬ 
ing and plumbing < for the new building) 
are all done. Fainting and the finishing 
touches are next,” O’Hara said. 

The first departments to be transfer¬ 
red into the new building will be the 
emergency room and radiology. They are 
slated to move on Nov. 15. 


GOING UP — The brickwork is com¬ 
plete and the interior painting has 
begun on Winchester Hospital's new 
wing. The addition (top photo, left) will 
house the education, engineering, 
pathology, central material staff, 
housekeeping, X-ray and dietician 
departments, as well as the intensive 
care unit, an operating suite, a 
medical/surgical unit and a 
pediatrics/young adult unit. The 
crossover structure (top photo, center) 
will include oncology, day surgery, bill¬ 
ing, general accounting, and fiscal ser¬ 
vices. On a tour of the new addition, 
Conrad Armstrong, vice president of 
administrative services at the hospital, 
describes features of an operating 
room to Joseph Murphy, Vibs Good¬ 
man, Mary Vltka and members of the 
executive board of the Winton Club. 
Specially equipped for operations 
which will last several hours, the room 
will be ventilated with a system that 
provides a reverse flow of air to keep 
bacteria away from the operating site.

Let’s Let The Children Be Children 


By TERRY MAROTTA 

The education of the young is 
a complicated thing — you know? 
It’s more than taking a little cup 
of humanity and filling it up with 
a stated sum of facts and figures, 
more than writing, for the six- 
and-a-half hours of the school 
day, on the blank slate of a child’s 
mind. 

The growth of human poten¬ 
tial has little to do with such 
metaphors, in fact. 

I was thinking about this as I 
watched the children, these 
amber September mornings, 
dawdling in reluctant packs along 
the sidewalks and on towards 
school. They go off with their 
peanut butter sandwiches and 
their back-packs, and come home 
with their grammar worksheets 
and their multiplication ex¬ 
ercises. 

It’s important, certainly, for 
them to master the rules of writ¬ 
ten expression and of computa¬ 
tional technique; they still need to 
know reading, writing, and 
arithmetic after all. 

And think what a wrong we 
would be doing them were we to 
raise them up without introduc¬ 
ing them quite thoroughly to the 
energy stored in the muscular 
verb, to the left of the well-chosen 
noun; to raise them up without 
granting them insight into the 
pure and absolute world of 
mathematics, a world I always 
visualize as being fashioned out 
of crystal, a sparkling world, as 
intricate and multi-faceted as a 
diamond. 

It’s a fine thing for us to be 
teaching our children about such 
mysteries. 

Only it’s possible to begin the 
lessons too early, I think. 


I’ve been carrying a certain 
old news magazine around in my 
briefcase - better than six months 
now. Its cover story is on Super¬ 
babies, children described in the 
article as ranging anywhere from 
infancy up to kindergarten in age, 
who have been given the ques¬ 
tionable advantage of a very ear¬ 
ly start on education. 

There are pictures, in this 
piece, of babies barely launched 
from the womb paddling around 
swimming pools in tank suits, of 
3-year-olds somberly sawing 
away on the violin. 

One photograph shows an 
adult holding up a flash card with 
the name of a 19th century 
painter on it, while her pupil, a 
child barely old enough to chew 
food, sits on little overalls gazing 
blankly at a print of one of this ar¬ 
tist’s paintings. 

The story goes on to provide 
quotes from the experts as to the 
possible consequences of such an 
early emphasis on organized 
learning, as well as a series of 
astonishing interviews with the 
parents of the children 
themselves. These parents talk, 
with much enthusiasm, about the 
advantages of giving their offspr¬ 
ing this competitive edge. They 
speak about "filling up” the "lit¬ 
tle sponges” that are their 
children. One man refers, in all 
seriousness, to a hope he nurtures 
that his daughter, now 4, will 
‘‘follow her interest in the 
medical area” and become a 
surgeon. 

What a disservice is being 
done to that child. What an awful 
kind of larceny is being 
perpetrated on all these children. 
They are evidently seen by their 


parents as vessels merely, to be 
filled up and sent on their way. 

And to what end, it makes me 
wonder? To vindicate the 
parents? To fulfill some of their 
long-thwarted ambitions? To give 
them the ability to say at social 
gatherings, "well, of course MY 
son graduated first in his class.” 

So what if he did then? Is he 
really better off? Are any of these 
world-beater, achievement- 
oriented young people wiser than 
their less competitive contem¬ 
poraries? Are they any kinder? 
Are they any happier for that 
matter? Can they give love and 
return it more easily perhaps? Or 
can they only bring home their 
report cards and hope for their 
parents’ approval? 

Tell you what I’d do if I were 
a kid whose parents had starting 
pushing me toward physics at 4. 
I’d give them just the opposite of 
what they wanted. I’d dig my feet 
in and play dumb. I’d opt out of 
the whole race. As I reached the 
higher grades, I’d take shop class 
instead of trigonometry. I’d get 
tatoos and take up cigars and 
write on the walls of my room. 

Do you know why I’d do these 
things? Because I’d be saying in 
everything but words: You can’t 
do this to me; your dreams for 
me are not necessarily my 
dreams. I’m not a piece of clay 
for you to mold and shape accor¬ 
ding to your whims. 

The truth is, I’d be the excep¬ 
tion if I could say any such thing. 
I’d be lucky if I had access to 
some token of rebellion. Many of 
these children aren’t that lucky. 
For many of them, the only 
evidence of their reluctance is a 
proclivity for headaches, and a 
tendency toward afflictions like 


anorexia nervosa. 

I wonder about the parents in¬ 
volved here, many of whom have 
plans to strictly limit the size of 
their families, presumably so 
that they can devote more love 
and attention to each individual 
child. I wonder that they, who are 
of my era, the Baby Boom 
generation, don’t show more 
sense about child-rearing. 

Have we grown so deadly 
serious about life in today’s world 
that we would fit our children in 
it for life by eradicating their 
childhood? Are we so preoc¬ 
cupied with life in the fast lane 
that we don’t see the obvious 
truth? The true fact that, just 
possibly, our children have more 
wisdom to impart to us than we 
do to them? 

They look at the world in a 
wholly fresh way, children do. 
They regard it with such a sense 
of what Einstein called 
playfulness, a freedom from the 
grid of expectation and probabili¬ 
ty that fetters our adult 
understanding. 

To a child’s mind, all things 
are possible. In a child’s mind, all 
things are seen as new, fresh 
from the hand of the creator. 

Let’s allow them this brand- 
new perspective. Let’s let their 
awareness open slowly to the 
world of knowledge, the way a 
flower opens slowly to the sun - 
gradually, and in the fullness of 
time. 

Let’s let them be children 
above all, is what I say. Let’s let 
them dawdle a bit on that path to 
the schoolhouse.

Solution To Fire, Police Space Problems

I realize that these thoughts 
are late, but I hope it is not too 
late. Ever since the last Town 
Meeting, I have been brooding 
over a decision we made which I 
now feel was seriously short¬ 
sighted. For the long-term future 
of the town, I feel that it should be 
reconsidered. 

I refer to our decision regard¬ 
ing the pressing need for improv¬ 
ed and enlarged Fire and Police 
Stations. 

A committee had been ap¬ 
pointed to investigate the 
feasibility of combining the two 
services in one building. The one 
site chosen, however, was sum¬ 
marily rejected by the Town 
Meeting, which then proceeded to 
adopt a substitute plan which 
would utilize both the existing 
buildings, with alterations, 
renovations, and additions to 
both. 

These additions, if built, would 
obliterate much of the area in the 
rear of these two buildings now 
available for parking in the 
Center. (Have in mind that the 
town recently spent $400,000 to 
gain a few parking spaces not 
even as close to the Center as 
these.) 

Winchester is an affluent town 
and a proud town as well. I feel 
it can well afford, and should by 
all means have, municipal 
buildings which reflect that civic 


pride — buildings which we can 
all be proud of, now and forever. 

The present plan is a 
makeshift. No matter how com¬ 
petent the architects may be, and 
no matter how hard they try, the 
result is bound to be a hodge¬ 
podge of interconnecting 
buildings, not unlike a dirt-road 
farmer’s curtilage — dwelling 
houses, woodsheds, cattle barns, 
chicken coops and pig pens all 
hooked together. And in the case 
of our Police Station, up a side 
street and hidden behind a bank 
as well. 

I want to stress that whatever 
we do, it will be forever as far as 
we are concerned. If we make a 
mistake, Winchester must live 
with it for several generations. 
Therefore, I pray that we make 
no small plans. Let’s do it right, 
whatever we do, lest we live to 
regret it. 

To this end, I make the follow¬ 
ing recommendations. I suggest 
that, instead of building additions 
to both buildings, we renovate 
them both as is, and then enlarge 
the space available to the Fire 
Dept, by turning the present 
Police Station over to the Fire 
Dept. Both buildings will have to 
be renovated in either case, so no 
extra cost is involved by my plan. 

The Fire Dept, may not need 
all of the space in the old Police 
Station, in which case other town 


departments may wish to utilize 
the available space. 

The Fire Dept, is ideally 
situated where it is, on a wide 
street in the exact center of town, 
with uncluttered access to routes 
north, south, east and west. With 
newly renovated and increased 
headquarters, I am certain that 
the facility will then function to 
the satisfaction of everyone con¬ 
cerned. 

With no new additions to 
either building, none of the pre¬ 
sent parking space in the rear of 
these buildings wiH be taken up. 
In fact, by moving the Police Sta¬ 
tion to another location, all of the 
spaces now taken by private and 
official police vehicles will be 
gained for the citizens of the 
town. 

Now about this time, someone 
is going to ask me, "Where do you 
intend to move the Police Sta¬ 
tion?” Good question, and I have 
an excellent answer. 

I can think of at least three ex¬ 
cellent places, but the one I 
prefer is near at hand, a part of 
"El Centrum,” the center, the 
heart of our town.It lies across 
the street from the Town Hall and 
the Library and not too many 
years ago was the focal point of 
a couple of hundred yelling, 
screaming, littering school 
children. 

I propose to put a new, 


modern, up-to-date building on 
the old Wadleigh School lot, with 
lawns, walks bordered by flower 
gardens, etc. 

A relatively small parking lot, 
for police business only, amply 
buffeted by trees and shrubbery, 
would lie behind the building. A 
sign over the door would proudly 
proclaim to the whole world that 
this was the "Winchester Police 
Dept.” 

To recapitulate: 

1) One new building instead of 
two. 

2) A gain, instead of a loss, of 
central parking spaces. 

3) A brand-new, modern Police 
Station of which the chief, the 
police force, and the whole town 
can be proud. 

4) Excess rooms not needed by 
the Fire Dept, available in the 
center of town for other town 
departments. 

What I propose involves no 
land-taking whatsoever. The 
town now owns the lot and it lies, 
at present, vacant and sterile. I 
am not a real-estate appraiser, 
but I would estimate the value of 
the lot as somewhere between a 
quarter and a half million dollars. 

It is useless as it is, and, in my 
opinion as a taxpayer, it is far too 
valuable an asset to the town to 
be allowed to lie idle. For my 
money, let’s put it to work for the 
town.

Letters To The Editor- 

Supt Search Committee Offended 
Citizens And Democratic Ideal 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I concur with your thesis in last week’s 
editorial that the holding of interviews in 
Boston for school superintendent can¬ 
didates is a poor decision. It can only hurt 
the credibility of the selection committee 
and undermine the attempt made by the 
School Committee to be open in this im¬ 
portant undertaking. 

While I sympathize with the commit¬ 
tee’s concern for the privacy of the can¬ 
didates at this stage of the interviewing 
process, I cannot condone violating the 
spirit of the law. Faced with the choice of 
losing potential candidates or subverting 
the open meeting requirement, I would 
choose the former as the lesser of two 
“evils.” 

The committee made a choice to honor 
the letter of the law, which is their choice 
to make. The sad thing is that had they 
openly publicized that choice when they 
made it, not after two Boston-held inter¬ 
view dates were past and a week before 
the third, most people would have ac¬ 
cepted that. Had they been “up front” 
about their only legitimate concern, the 
confidentiality of the candidates, most 
people would have accepted that, also. 

Most people, reasonable people, have 
reservations about the fine-line between 
the public’s right to know and the in¬ 
dividual’s right to privacy. At the very 
least, we citizens would have been treated 
with the respect of being informed. That 
trust would have engendered trust. 

The second reason, ostensibly cited by 
Committee Chairman McElwee that 
“candidates would be saved the trouble of 
taking a taxi from Logan Airport to Win¬ 
chester” just does not make sense. If he 
had said that the committee was trying to 
keep within the $25,000 operating expense 
budget they suggested at the first meeting, 
or that they were just trying to save our 
money, we could accept that. But “trou¬ 
ble” is not money, and getting to Boston 
from Logan can’t be less trouble than get¬ 
ting to Winchester from Logan. 


Another reason given for holding tne 
interviews in Boston was that no citizens 
had shown up for the committee’s early 
meetings at Town Hall. This is not only ir¬ 
relevant, but erroneous. A lack of au¬ 
dience is no reason to close a meeting or 
future meetings to .the public. Besides, at 
least two of us did attend the first meeting. 
A father of a Muraco student and 1 were 
present at the first meeting, along with a 
reporter- an assumption I made because 
he was taking notes. 

That first meeting was very infor¬ 
mative, and based on some of that infor¬ 
mation, I decided not to attend the 
“resume process” meetings for the 
reasons noted in your editorial. For a 
viewer, the process would have been bor¬ 
ing, without the input the committee had. 
The most one would glean from each ses¬ 
sion would be how many candidates were 
put into the three groupings; suitable, 
maybe and not suitable; what criteria the 
selection committee had decided upon;? 
the way the group interacted, who attend-Z 
ed, who missed etc. \ 

My distinct impression from that one# 
meeting, however was that citizens were*! 
really neither expected nor particularly^ 
wanted. The seating arrangement, morej 
precisely the lack of seating for visitors,3 
was concrete evidence of this subjective^ 
evaluation. 

I feel the committee will select a gooctj 
strong candidate to serve our youth ancL 
town. I am positive that the individual 
members gave generously of their time 
and talents. I am sad that they did not- 
trust in their fellow townspeople enough 
to keep us informed. 

We all need the example that the pro¬ 
cess is as important, if not more impor¬ 
tant than the result. Our young, especially, 
need to see those we respect, those we con¬ 
sider successful live the credo that how we 
go about our lives is as important as what 
we get from it.

Parker 
Trains 
Olympic 
Rowers

It is (>:20a.m. as Harry Parker 
prepares to enter the 22-foot 
Seamaster launch and begin his 
work day. He checks the gas 
tanks, dons brown waterproof 
overalls, and grasps a huge 
maroon megaphone with a white 
“II" he emblazoned on it. 

The megaphone, and the 
presence of the lean, muscular 
young men who are carrying oars 
down the wooden planks of the 
Newell Boathouse to the Charles 
River are the only clues that the 
most successful intercollegiate 
rowing coach in America and 
former Olympian rower is not a 
New England fisherman about to 
start his day. 

His features are craggy and 
his skin is weatherbeaten. And 
the ease with which he enters the 
boat, gathers his equipment and 
pushes off the dock on this cool 
September morning contribute 
further to the seafaring image. 
But the launch contains no nets, 
poles, or buckets of bait. The on¬ 
ly thing Parker hopes to catch is 
the boat full of four National 
Team members who have just 
left the dock with swift, syn¬ 
chronized strokes. 

“From a distance, it’s hard to 
perceive the efforts that they are 
extending,” says Parker, his eyes 
following the movement of the 
shell as it is borne down the river. 
“You see a graceful, aesthetical¬ 
ly pleasing effort, but it’s hard 
work.” 

Parker’s work, as coach of the 
Men's National crew team as 
well as Harvard University’s 
crew team is hard work as well. 
The Hancock st. resident has 
coached at Harvard for 24 years 
and has coached four Olympic 
teams as well. His day usually 
begins at 5:30 or even earlier, 
when he works with this group of 
some of the most talented young 
rowers in America. And it does 
not end until the last boat is lifted 
high above the heads of his Har¬ 
vard oarsmen and packed away 
on a boat house rack sometime in 
the evening. 

This morning, an unusually 
cool and clear gem in early

on the first phase. According to Mary Ann 
O’Callaghan, who is in charge of selling 
the project for Century 21 Winchester

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shape, with five units in each of four 
buildings. 

The largest building, on the left as one 
faces the site, will contain four three- 
bedroom, 2* 2 -bath units and one two- 
bedroom, 2* 2 -bath condo. It will also con¬ 
tain five garages. The other three 
buildings will each contain five two- 
bedroom, l> 2 -bath units. 

Continental Wingate's Schuster said 
that framing for the buildings should be 
done by the end of the year, along with one 
model unit. He hopes to have the entire 
section completed by February. 

He also hopes to have much of the land¬ 
scaping done by the end of the year. 

“It depends on how fast the heavy 
trucks get off the site — they have to pour 
the concrete slabs and put in the road¬ 
way.” said Schuster. “I would like to get 
the landscaping done as soon as possible, 
almost immediately. We don’t want to do 
the landscaping next spring, because we 
hope to have people moving in in 
February, and they won’t want to move 
in with no landscaping, with everything 
dirty and dusty.” 

For neighbors of the project, the big¬ 
gest benefit from the groundswork plann¬ 
ed for the condo project will be the 
clean-up of the Aberjona River. 

Continental Wingate plans to haul out 
the debris that now sits in the river, and 
cut back some of the overgrowth from the 
banks. 

“We want to clean out a lot of the stuff 
that’s fallen in — trees, branches, tires,” 
said Schuster. “It really doesn’t need 
dredging — if the dead trees and tires are 
out, it will flow a lot better. And we want 
to clean up the banks a bit, although we 
also want to maintain as much natural 
growth as possible.”

Such a by-law, Corman told the select¬ 
men last week, has been found to be un¬ 
constitutional when applied to 
newspapers. 

But the heart of the lawyers’ argument 
is that the distribution of USA Today in 
Winchester “is a constitutionally pro¬ 
tected right, guaranteed to GANSAT 
(Gannett), its editorial and reporting 
staffs and the general public by the First 
and Fourteenth Amendments to the 
United States Constitution.” 

News racks, the complaint states, “are 
frequently the most practical, least expen¬ 
sive, and occasionally, the only feasible 
means of newspaper distribution.” 

(There is, however, another means of 
distribution in Winchester, as USA Today 
is available in The News Shop and One or 
Two Things.) 

“By seizing and impounding USA To¬ 
day’s news racks, the town of Winchester 
has engaged in a per se violation of (Gan- 
nett’s) rights to freedom of expression and 
due process," the complaint states. 

If the racks are not allowed on the 
streets, and if the town’s complaint in 
Woburn Court is not set aside, the com¬ 
plaint continues, “GANSAT, its editorial 
and reporting staff and the public will be 
irreparably harmed in that GANSAT will 
be unable to distribute the news and infor¬ 
mation contained in USA Today to 
substantial numbers of potential readers 
who wish to receive USA Today in a timely 
and convenient fashion. 

“GANSET, its editorial and reporting 
staff and the public will suffer irreparable 
injury of a continuing sort that cannot be 
adequately calculated and compensated 


in money damages,” the complaint con¬ 
cludes. 

Gannett, however, is looking for money 
— at least the cost of the court suit. 

The complaint also asks the court to 
stop the town from: “preventing (Gan¬ 
nett) from placing USA Today news racks 
in the public areas of the town "; “remov¬ 
ing, tampering with, limiting, imposing 
fees or conditions upon, or in any way 
disturbing placement" of the news racks ; 
“conditioning the placement. . . of news 
racks in the public areas of the town of 
Winchester upon the obtaining of a per¬ 
mit”; and “commencing any criminal 
proceeding against GANSAT." 

The complaint asks that the five news 
racks be replaced, and that an order be 
issued declaring the town by-law on 
sidewalk obstructions unconstitutional 
when applied to news racks.

of houses had been overvalued, and some 
underassessed. 

So when they increased assessments 
for the update, the assessors increased 
some types of homes more than others, to 
even out the inequities, Carlson said. 

All single-family residential homes 
were updated by a percentage factor, ex¬ 
plained Carlson. Commercial properties 
and condominiums, however, were 
revalued through an individual appraisal 
of each property. 

The average increase in housing prices 
since the last revaluation was about 7 per¬ 
cent, Carlson explained. Houses which 
had been underassessed will receive a 
higher increase, those which had been 
underassessed a lesser one. 

The most expensive houses in town, he 
explained, had been underassessed. 
Therefore, their values would go up by 10 
percent. The least expensive had been 
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Ruggles and Bowker Sports Shop. 

The newest section of Swanton st. will 
be 34-feet wide, with 8-foot sidewalks on 
either side. Concrete, highway-type bar¬ 
riers, which now block off the pedestrian 
way over the embankment, will border 
each outside edge of the sidewalks. 

With that, Swanton st. will once again 
be open to the public. 

Residents who once used the Swanton 
st. bridge to get home, cut across town or 
get to the transfer station, as well as the 
merchants who depended on customers 
coming over the bridge, have been waiting 
more than a year-and-a-half for that big 
event.

Many critics of the original revaluation 
had claimed just what Carlson is now ad¬ 
mitting — owners of more expensive 
homes &ere getting a tax break, and those 
who owned less-expensive homes were 
paying for that break.

September, Parker is following 
the boat of four who are training 
for a pre-Olympic race in Los 
Angeles that will take place next 
week on the same course 
designated for the 1984 Olympics. 
The four will be doing interval 
training, which means seven rac¬ 
ing sprints of two minutes each 
with a short rest. 

“Andy, what’s the time? 
Parker inquires through his 
megaphone. He is speaking to the 
number two man in the boat, who 
is taking a year off from Harvard 
to train for the Olympics. “You 
were a little rushed under the 
bridge,” he adds, in a calm, even 
tone. 

The four begin on their next in¬ 
terval while the early morning 
sunlight infuses the Charles 
River with a rosy glow. As the 
launch heads down the river 
towards Boston University, 
Parker points out the still flat 
condition of the water, which is 
perfect for rowing. The Boston 
skyline is reflected in the mirror- 
like water, and Parker, who has 
viewed the scenario for the past 


24 years, is moved tocommment, 
“It is very pleasant out here.” 

Drawing his L.L. Bean jacket 
closer to him in the early morn¬ 
ing breeze, he is reminded of the 
times when it is downright nasty 
out. The coolness of September is 
nothing compared to the rain and 
wind that November often brings. 
And in March, Parker drives his 
launch over the ice, breaking up 
the river so that his teams can 
practice. 

“It isn’t always this plea¬ 
sant,’’ laughs Parker.

It is impossible to discern 
whether the discomfort is gone or 
not, but the four are soon taking 
off again, this time heading up 
the river. “That looked a little 
better,” he tells the four when 
they have finished. Checking 
their time with the coxswain, who 
weighs between 110-130 pounds 
and sits facing the oarsmen to 
steer the boat and shout en¬ 
couragement to them during a 
race, he adds, “Good on time, a 
little short on length.” 

His comments are usually few 
and well-chosen, because Parker 
is a man of few words. He is soft- 
spoken and somewhat aloof when 
he communicates with his teams. 
But the oarsmen are all ears. 

“His few words work to his ad¬ 
vantage, because when he does 
speak, it takes on greater mean¬ 
ing,” said Winchester resident 
Campbell Rogers, who was a 
member of the Harvard crew 
team for three years. “Some 
coaches are continually jabber¬ 
ing away, but Harry isn’t like 
that. When he does say 
something, you take his words to 
heart because they trust him. 
Parker is considered one of the 
nation’s experts on rowing techni¬ 
ques, and Rogers points out that 
Parker has an astute eye for row¬ 
ing idiosyncrasies. The four 
rowers that Parker has been- 
working with all summer asked 
him to coach them, and are 
aware that he will ask them to 
perform harder than they ever 
realized they were capable of, as 
well as help them improve their 
strokes and get ready for com¬ 
petition. 

“He knows how to get us 


prepared both mentally and 
physically, explains Bill Purdy, 
who has been a member of the 
National Team for three years 
under Parker. “He always wants 
to make you go faster, and you 
never lose that hunger. He puts 
an amazing amount of time into 
it because he really loves the 
sport. Crew is his life.” 

Parker, who has two sons who 
attend Harvard, also enjoys cross 
country skiing and other outdoor 
activities, although he rarely has 
time for them. But he has plenty 
of opportunity to enjoy the out¬ 
doors in his work. “It’s one of the 
pluses of the job,” he admits, 
speeding up his boat in search of 
the single scullers on his team. 

“These are very good 
athletes, but it takes much more 
than that,” notes Parker, as his 
boat stops behind the five single 
scullers who are vying for the one 
spot designated for scullers on 
the 1984 Olympic team. “It takes 
a great deal of dedication and 
hard work — they lift weights and 
run in addition to all the rowing,” 
he explains. 

“Joe, look out,” Parker calls 
out through his megaphone as 
one of the scullers narrowly 
misses hitting a buoy. Parker has 
to increase the speed of his 
launch to keep up with the gruel¬ 
ing pace set by the highly com¬ 
petitive scullers. 

“They are rowing at about 11 
miles an hour,” says Parker. 
“That’s a very hard pace. Only 
one of these guys can represent 
the Olympic team, and it’s good 
for them to be training together.” 
Parker says his role is different 
with the scullers than it is with

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the boats of four, two and eight 
that he also coaches. 

“In singles, where they only 
row against each other, the only 
role I play is to help them with 
their training and technique,” he 
says. “It’s the only way to be fair 
to all of them. But the competi¬ 
tion between them can certainly 
make for some interesting rela¬ 
tionships, which I think they are 
mature enough to deal with.” 

The scullers know they are 
dealing with one of the most com¬ 
petitive coaches around as well. 
Olympic sculler Charlie 
Altekruse, who has had Parker as 
a coach for seven years (he also 
rowed for Harvard) commented, 
“Parker is probably the most 
competitive person I’ve ever met. 

“As a coach, he is highly 
motivated, but he’s just as com¬ 
petitive in other areas. This sum¬ 
mer, a bunch of us were swinging 
on a rope in Vermont, and he 
(Parker) had to outdo every one 
of us. He was doing all kinds of 
back flips and fancy stuff to show 
us up. And he did.” 

With that kind of an example 
to follow, it is no wonder Parker’s 
teams have always been so suc¬ 
cessful. Parker has been a winner 
since he took up the sport himself, 
as a freshman at the University 
of Pennsylvania. 

“The fascinating aspcect of 
rowing for me was exercising my 
body to capacity while making a 
boat move through the water,” 
recalls Parker, his eyes never 
leaving the scullers. “Our normal 
medium isn’t to be on water. And 
rowing takes a high level of en¬ 
durance, motivation, strength 
and coordination.” 

Parker worked on all of those 
things throughout his college 
career, while studying philosophy 
and engineering. And they paid 
off. Parker was fifth in the 1960 
Olympics, which he entered after

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graduating from Penn., and was 
Pan Am Games gold medalist but 
Parker’s greatest personal suc¬ 
cess story in rowing was a result 
of taking over the Harvard crew 
team in 1963. 

“He took over the program at 
a time when Harvard crew was 
really struggling,” explains 
Alterkruse. “Somehow, they sur¬ 
prised everyone and won the Yale 
Cup that year, and then they won 
it for the next 18 years in a row. 

“It was a pretty convincing 
victory,” recalls Parker. “It was j 
pretty exciting, because it was ; ; J V 
my first year coaching. It’s cer- 
tainly been a long time,” he adds, ” 
grinning. Harvard’s heavyweight 
crew was victorious against arch¬ 
rival Yale again this year, which 
was another highlight of Parker’s 
coaching career. 

A row of photos in the upstairs 
locker room of the Newell boat 
house shows a young Harry. 
Parker with short hair, large ears 
and a boyish grin. While Parker 
is now a seasoned and mature 
coach in his mid-40s, he is still 
grinning in the photos that line 
the walls. And he is still produc¬ 
ing winning teams. 

“I enjoy teaching people to 
row well,” says Parker, satisfied 
that both the four and the scullers 
have completed their morning 
work-outs. “As a coach, you’re a 
teacher, but you’re also in a posi¬ 
tion of making decisions. It’s im¬ 
portant to try out different 
techniques to see what works.” 

Whatever it is that does make 
Parker so successful works. 
“Parker is a motivational 
coach,” says Altekruse. “He 
builds a sound technical basis and 
he makes us want to row as fast 
as we can. We respect him and 
we trust him. But he remains 
aloof.” 

There is a slight aura of 
detachment in the way Parker 
communicates with his team 
members . The aloofness is 
deceptive. It’s Parker’s style, and 
that’s what his teams expect 
from him, the same way Parker 
expects his crews to row as hard 
as they possibly can. 

All the hours Parker spends on 
his launch, closely watching the 
strokes of both intercollegiate 
oarsmen and olympians alike, 
has given him the tough skin of an 
outdoorsman and the seasoned 
strength of a winner who 
demands excellence in others and 
puts everything he has into what 
he does. 

And when his launch pulls in¬ 
to the boat house, Parker steps 
out with graceful ease and self- 
assurance. His rowers are one 
step closer to the medals they 
covet, and for Harry Parker, 
that’s enough of a catch.

Christmas Stealing Season 
Coming, Police Push New 


Crime Prevention Program 


By LIZ WILLEN 

Every other day, a house is 
broken into in Winchester. 

The affluence of the communi¬ 
ty, its proximity to the center of 
Boston, and the vast amounts of 
trees, bushes and forests that 
abound all make Winchester an 
ideal place to live — and an ideal 
community for housebreakers. 

Last year, Winchester Police 
reported a total of 211 break-ins. 
“Housebreaks are the most fre¬ 
quent serious crimes in Win¬ 
chester,” says Chief John 
McHugh of the Winchester Police 
Dept. ‘‘Luckily, there are certain 
measures, including 

neighborhood participation, that 
residents can take to decrease the 
numbers.” 

Among those measures is a 
campaign launched by TV Chan¬ 
nel 7 in Boston called ‘‘Priority 
One.” As a result of the cam¬ 
paign, every Winchester resident 
will be receiving a brochure in 
the mail sometime this month 
with discount coupons for the dou¬ 
ble cylinder dead bolt locks that 
McHugh recommends, people 
lock their homes with, as well as 
crime prevention information 
and a pledge card for a blue light 
bulb to be placed above a resi¬ 
dent’s door. 

“The purpose of this program 
is to show burglars that steps 
have been taken to prevent 
crime, and that the neighbors are 
watching out for each other,” ex¬ 
plains Safety Officer Kevin 
Mawn, who is coordinating 
Priority One activities. “The ma¬ 
jority of housebreakers are seen 
by neighbors, and that’s why it’s 
important for neighbors to be 
watching out for each other.” 

McHugh gives an example of 
how neighborhood participation 
led to the apprehension of a 
housebreaker in the area of Han¬ 
cock st. and Stone ave. earlier 
this year. 


“We had four or five break-ins 
in the same area,” he recalls. “It 
wasn’t until a fellow in the 
neighborhood finally observed 
one of the housebreaks and call¬ 
ed us to describe the car that we 
were able to discover who the 
burglar was.” 

McHugh says the burglar 
turned out to be the boyfriend of 
a girl who lived in the area where 
all the housebreaks were taking 
place. “After a neighbor confid¬ 
ed in us, we were able to watch 
for the car and complete the in¬ 
vestigation,” he adds. “It was a 
perfect example of neighbors 
communicating.” 

McHugh says it is important 
that neighbors come forward and 
tell police about suspicious activi¬ 
ty in their neighborhoods. “The 
calls can be confidential — it’s 
not always important that we 
know who’s calling,” says 
McHugh. “But we do urge people 
to tell us when they see something 
and become involved.” 

The Neighborhood Watch Pro¬ 
gram that exists in some Win¬ 
chester neighborhoods has been 
around for more than 10 years. 
However, according to Mawn, 
there are still many 
neighborhoods which don’t have 
any system for communicating 
information about crime, and he 
hopes the Priority One campaign 
will make a difference. 

“I will be setting up a ‘Crime 
Watch’ Meeting for people to 
learn about securing their houses 
and ways of preventing crime,” 
says Mawn. “At the meetings, I 
will show a film on crime preven¬ 
tion and the neighbors will have 
a chance to meet and discuss 
some of their ideas about this,” 
he adds. 

Mawn, who believes that the 
Neighborhood Watch program 
has fallen behind in Winchester, 
uges any residents who are in¬ 
terested in having this kind of a 


program to contact him. 

“I will set up a Crime Watch 
meeting for anyone who is in¬ 
terested,” Mawn adds. “We need 
more neighborhood participation. 
It can really make a tremendous 
difference.” 

According to McHugh, one of 
the biggest problems with crime 
in Winchester is that residents 
are not always willing to com¬ 
municate what they have seen. 
“No one wants to say anything, 
but we need proof,” he says. “It 
can really be a problem. These 
housebreakers are not coming in 
from Charlestown or Quincy. 
People may very well know the 
person they see breaking into 
their neighbor’s home.” 

Beyond the reluctance of 
neighbors who are afraid of tell¬ 
ing police about people they may 
know, McHugh is also concerned 
about the presence of strangers in 
the community. “Every stranger 
might take advantage of every 
situation, such as a bicycle left 
out or a parked car, or even lawn 
furniture.” 

McHugh believes that if peo¬ 
ple are aware of who is in their 
neighborhood, it can cut down on 
the incidence of crime. 
“Burglary is a sneaky crime done 
by someone who doesn’t want to 
be seen and caught,” he says. 

“If someone thinks he has 
been noticed, he often won’t end 
up stealing anything. If people 
see something, they shouldn’t 
hesitate to call the police. We 
often hear things later like they 
didn’t want to bother, but any 
time you can prevent crime it’s 
worthwhile. We’d rather find out 
that it was the delivery man and 
not a burglar.” 

According to McHugh most of 
Winchester’s crime takes place 
within three-quarters of a mile of 
the center of town, where all the

Crime Prevention Tips 


Housebreaks can occur at any 
time of the day or night. Summer, 
when people are away on vaca¬ 
tion, is the most popular time, 
followed closely by the ap¬ 
proaching busy Christmas season 
when residents will be pouring 
out of their homes to shop and 
visit. 

There is no such thing as a 
typical burglar, or even a typical 
burglary, according to Police 
Chief John McHugh. There are 
all kinds of ways to break into a 
home -- and burglars will find 
them. 

“People will go through a ce¬ 
ment wall, if necessary,” 
McHugh says. “And their reasons 
for breaking in can be social, 
economic, ethnic, behavioral or 
drug and alcohol related. But the 
most difficult burglars to catch 
are the ones that live in your own 
neighborhood.” 

There are steps that residents 
can take to prevent burglaries. 
Safety Officer Kevin Mawn urges 
residents who have questions 
about safeguarding their homes 
to speak to him or pick up the 
pamphlets and brochures he has 
on file at the station, which con¬ 
tain crime prevention tips, advice 
about storing valuables, and ad¬ 
vice on locks, bolts and alarms. 


Residents can also take the 
following precautions: 

• Have good, safe locks on all 
doors, and make sure you change 
the locks before moving in. 

• Don’t leave the key 
anywhere outside where a 
burglar might be able to find it. 

• Lock the door, even when 
leaving the house for a few 
minutes. 

• Be careful about opening the 
door without knowing who is 
there. Use a peephole or a talk- 
through device before opening 
the door to anyone. 

• Remember that outside 
lighting is a crime deterrent. 
Also, if any street lights are 
broken, report them, as burglars 
will stay away from well-lit 
areas. 

• Always leave at least one 
light burning when you leave the 
house and make sure to close 
garage doors. 

• Don’t leave large amounts- 
of cash around the house, and 
store valuables in a safe deposit 
box. 

• Make sure to lock up the at¬ 
tic, cellar or storage areas after 
working in them. Also, secure en¬ 
trances to porches, decks and 
playrooms. Make sure patio 
doors lock from the inside. 


• Have effective window 
locks, or secure windows by in¬ 
serting a nail or eyebolt into the 
top frame of the lower window 
and partially into the frame of the . 
upper one to provide resistance 
against jimmying the doors open. 

• Don’t be careless about 
leaving valuables, such as 
bicycles and lawn furniture, out¬ 
side of the house in open view. 

• Be alert for unusual ac¬ 
tivities. If a stranger appears to 
be loitering in a neighbor’s yard, 
don’t be afraid to check his iden¬ 
tity with that neighbor or call the 
police. 

Finally, if you think your 
house has been entered: 

• Go to another phone and call 
the police. 

• Leave everything the way 
you found it, so that it may be us¬ 
ed as evidence if necessary. 

• Let the police do the in¬ 
vestigating. 

• Give the police any descrip¬ 
tion you may have of the person 
or persons involved, as well as a 
list of items found missing. Also, 
give police the license numbers 
or descriptions of any strange 
cars that have been seen in the 
neighborhood.

Running With The X-Country Pack 


Our Intrepid Reporter 
Trains With Runners, 
Finds Togetherness

The image of a lonely runner, whose 
long graceful strides defy teamwork, 
assistance, and the use of balls, bats and 
sticks, is foremost in my mind as I set out 
to run a four-mile course with members 
of the Winchester High School cross coun¬ 
try team. 

1 am thinking about the so-called 
loneliness of the long distance runner, and 
how very different running is from sports 
where teamwork is considered the most 
important factor in a victory. 

Vet, after running with the team on 
the day before a five-mile road race. I 
discover that runners depend on each 
other’s support, encouragement and 
friendship just as much as a quarterback 
depends on protection from his linesmen. 

And members of the Winchester High 
School cross country team will tell you 
that running gives them a sense of 
togetherness. 

“It’s great running with members of 
this team.” explains freshman Darcy 
Morgan, while stretching out before the 
four-mile run. “We’re all really good 
friends on this team, and that’s a big part 
of why I run. ” And it’s great to be a part 
of a team.” 

The forty members of the team, in¬ 
cluding 18 girls and 22 boys from freshmen 


to seniors, run for various reasons and at 
various levels of competition. No one is cut 
from the team, and some of the runners 
have never even raced before. 

Others, including Bill Derryl, Barry 
Sirchis and Laurie Glynn, are among the 
three fastest distance runners the high 
school has ever had, according to Joe Can- 
tillon, who has coached the team for six 
years. 

“Runners are a different breed,’’ says 
Cantillon, bending his knees to stretch out 
his calf muscles against the wall next to 
the locker rooms where the team is 
meeting. “The mental toughness needed 
to run long distances is incredible. And in 
a race you can’t hide in the middle of a 
pack and start letting down. You really 
put yourself out on the line both as a team 
and as an individual.” 

That line is not as distant a one as the 
words “cross country” suggest. Although 
the team may run as many as 35 miles a 
week in practice, the actual distance of 
a racing course is only three miles. The 
successtul runner will complete those 
miles at a faily rapid pace. Laurie Glynn, 
a senior who was all-scholastic for two 
years, can run the three-mile course in 
17.30, at a pace under six-minute miles. 

The training for the three-mile race the 
team runs all fall involves six days a week 


of varied distances and interval training, 
and includes one “LSD” run (Long, slow 
distance) of five to eight miles. Cantillon 
believes the "LSD” run should be at a 
relaxed conversational pace. 

Last Friday, the team was preparing 
for a five-mile road race around Fresh 
Pond over the weekend. As his runners 
took a warm-up lap around the football 
and soccer fields, Cantillon warned them, 
“Remember, nice and easy. Save your 
strength for tomorrow. And watch for 
strains- we don’t want to have any in¬ 
juries.” 

Cantillon took the warm-up lap with the 
team and allowed runners to pass him at 
their own pace. “1 like to run a little 
behind them, keeping a close watch on 


their techniques and style," he said, wip¬ 
ing a bead of sweat off his forehead. “This 
keeps me in fairly good shape as well, 
although I don’t run as much now as I us¬ 
ed to.” Cantillon follows the team up 
Washington st. as his own easy pace. 

At first, it seems that the boys have 
sprinted out ahead and the girls are left 
behind in the distance, but during the 
course of the run, some of the boys drop 
back and the girls sprint ahead. 

“It’s imporant to pace yourself,” Can¬ 
tillon warns. “But of course, tomorrow 
everyone will be running much faster than 
this during the race.” 

One of the guys who has sprinted out 
ahead turns around and stops in front of 
Cantillon. “I really can’t run today,” he 


says. “My feet hurt too much.” Cantillon 
stops and replies, “Think about new 
sneakers — we’ll talk albout it later,” and 
quickly adjusts his speed to catch up with 
the girls in the back. One of them, dress 
ed in bright red shorts and a matching T- 
shirt, moves swiftly and easily ahead of 
the other girls. 

“That’s Mary Pat Furey,” says Can¬ 
tillon. noting her graceful stride. “I think 
she’s going to be the rookie of the year.” 

The girls in the back are running com¬ 
fortably. chatting among themselves and 
waving to people they know as they con¬ 
tinue past Leonard’s Field. A few cars 
beep at them, a blonde cheerleader car¬ 
rying huge black and red pompoms moves 
off the sidewalk to get out of their way and 
shouts encouragement to them. 

Other runners, vying for space on the 
crowded sidewalk, wave a hand in 
greeting in an instant acknowledgement 
of a shared experience. 

“Other runners share a special feeling 
with us," explains junior Brian Pothier. 
“They know what we are going through.” 

Today, the team is going through a 
much easier workout than usual. Still, 
there is some pain involved in the constant 
pounding of feet against pavement, and an 
occasional grimace surfaces on team 
members’ faces. 


“Know yourself. ' Cantillon warns his 
runners. "You have to know yourself as 
a runner in order to maximize your 
strengths and minimize your weaknesses. 
Tomorrow, when you’ve got a mile to go 
and someone is coming up on you, what 
are you going to do? Are you going to drop 
back and let them pass you or are you go¬ 
ing to pass the runner” You have to know 
your strengths.” 

Cantillon stresses this philosophy, as 
well as proper technique. He looks at his 
runners’ arms, body positions and 
postures as they run. He will point out pro¬ 
blems he notices, ways of correcting them 
and will give advice about runnning up 
and down hills. 

“When you are running down hills, use 
the hill to your advantage.” he reminds 
the runners. “Tomorrow, the course will 
be a mostly flat one, so you won’t have to 
deal with hills.” Remember that as you 
pace yourselves.” 

After the run, the team does another 
cool down lap together and gathers under 
a tree to rest, chat, and discuss the race 
coming up. 

"I’ve never been in a race before,” 
pipes up one freshman Bill Derry, a 
senior who has been on the team for three

Injuries among key players have forc¬ 
ed Scanlon to make a few changes in the 
line-up However, even with key players 
missing, Scanlon says the team is playing 
competitive, fluent soccer. "We’ve been 
able to support the injured players by 
trading a few places here and there," he 
said. "Kristen McNamara has come from 
stopper back to center halfback, and Sara 
Perul has done a great job replacing Amy

Scanlon added. “When our key players 
come back, we ll be even more com¬ 
petitive " If the Wakefield players who 
will be playing Winchester on Tuesday are 
concerned already based on Winchester’s 
performances, they may well be cower¬ 
ing, along with the rest of the league, in 
the future.

Winton Club Serves Hospital

A stay at any hospital is bound 
to have its share of unpleasant¬ 
ness - it is, after all, a place to 
go to when one’s health isn’t what 
it should lx* but the treatment 
isn’t as bad today as it could be. 
Imagine how horrible a simple 
appendectomy would be if a sur¬ 
geon had to use fishbone needles, 
coarse sutures and dirty 
homespun towels! 

Although Winchester’s own 
Winton Club cannot claim all the 
credit for the advances that have 
propelled modern medicine out of 
the dark ages, it can at least take 
some credit for the up-to-date 
facilities and equipment at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

By contributing thousands of 
volunteer hours and raising 
thousands of dollars for the 
hospital, the Winton Club has 
helped guarantee that Winches¬ 
ter citizens can receive the finest 
hospital care possible. 

The organization today is a far 
cry from what it was at its origin 
in 1911, when Rebecca Fernald 
gathered 12 women together to 
make linen for what was then 
known as the Cottage Hospital. 
These 13 called themselves the 
Winton Club, after the ecclesias¬ 
tical signature of the Bishop of 
Winchester, who had recently 
been in town for the laying of the 
Episcopal Church’s cornerstone. 

What these women did was 
sew — and sew. In the first year 
alone they completed 40 dozen 
items for the small hospital by 
meeting twice a month in a 
member’s home for a business 
meeting, then sewing. 

As the times changed, so did 
the Winchester Hospital, and the 
Winton Club. The six-room Cot¬ 
tage Hospital moved to its pre¬ 
sent location in 1917, growing to 
include 44 beds. 

The club had expanded from 
sewing to fundraising three years 
earlier, by having a Mr. Hubbard 
of the Boston Opera Company 
lecture, an event that netted $106. 

In 1923 the club made its first 
surgical dressings, completing 
10,000 by year’s end. In 1926 each 
member donated 50 cents for the 
establishment of a linen room for 
the hospital with sewing 
machines. 

In 1948 the hospital opened a 
gift shop, and the Winton Club 
members were there to help. 
They donated gifts and knitted 
items to be sold, and also started 
a gift cart for circulation through 
the hospital during the summer, 
when the shop was closed. In 1953 
the shop moved to its present 
location, a move funded by the 
Winton Club. 

The club has also been in¬ 
strumental in helping support im¬ 
provements in the building itself. 
In 1959 it gave $10,000 to the 
building fund. In 1966 it bought 20 
hospital beds, in 1968, 25. 

1972 saw the donation of $8,000 
for bassinets Other items 
donated by the Winton Club in¬ 
clude an orthopedic table and a 
fetal heart monitor for the 
nursery. 

Today the club membership 
stands at 282 women, including 77

active members, 161 service 
members, 16 resident and 28 
nonresident associate members, 
quite an upward leap from the 
original 13. 

“We’ve given an awful lot of 
stuff to the hospital, three- 
quarters of a million dollars since 


we started, actually,” says the 
current president, Ann McGov¬ 
ern. “In the last two years we've 
given $50,000 to the building, plus 
$77,000 for patient equipment.” 

Times have changed. When 
the Winton Club began in 1911, it 
was traditional for the wife in a 


family to stay at home and take 
care of things while the husband 
worked. 

No longer. As more and more 
women left the old sexual roles 
behind and entered the job 
market, there was no longer time 
left for making linen. 


“We used to sew and sew and 
sew,” McGovern says. “It 
became more efficient to buy 
things, and we stopped sewing in 
’79, but we have continued getting 
money for them.” 

And where does this money 
come from? 


Primarily from the gift shop, 
which has expanded dramatical¬ 
ly since its inception in 1948. 
“That’s really grown up till now,” 
McGovern says. “We made 
$117,000 last year, and except for 
a paid cashier, it’s all run by 
volunteers.” 

Volunteer buyers run the nine 
different departments in the store 
and attend gift shows to decide 
what to stock. According to 
McGovern, the big item now is 
silk flowers, with arrangements 
designed by Winton Club 
members. 

The other major fundraiser is 
the annual Cabaret the club puts 
on for five nights at the Town 
Hall. Putting on the show is a big 
production, one that requires a 
full year of work. 

The cast, made up of local 
residents, numbers about 125. 
With the help of a professional 
director, musical director, or¬ 
chestra and sound and lighting 
technicians, the end result is of 
guaranteed high quality. Playing 
to an audience of 2,200 people, the 
Cabaret should pull in an addi¬ 
tional $20,000 for the club’s work. 

“It takes a whole year of plan¬ 
ning,” McGovern says. “The day 
after the final show next year’s 
chairman is announced and she 
gets started right away on next 
year’s program.” 

The work the club does even 
gets down to the details of sets 
and backdrops, according to 
McGovern. “The husbands do the 
sawing and the pounding, and the 
women the sewing and painting,” 
she says. 

One of the annual events in 
the Cabaret is the Winton Club 
Drill, a precision march done by 
club members, with a different 
theme each year. 

Previous marches have in¬ 
cluded one on a Scottish theme, a 
red, white and blue theme for the 
Bicentennial, and even a Star 
Wars routine. 

This year’s drill is being kept 
a secret until showtime — Jan. 31 

- Feb. 5 — but chances are it will 
be connected with the theme of 
the production as a whole. Titled 
“Tune In,” the upcoming Cabaret 
will be a musical revue saluting 
songs and dances from early 
television and radio shows. 

The Cabaret generates in¬ 
come for the club in another way 

— through the sale of ads in the 
program book, which will weigh 
in at a whopping 200 pages this 
year. 

New members in the club are 
responsible for soliciting 10 ads 
apiece, but active and charter 
members, too, work to collect the 
900 advertisers that will buy 
space in the finished book. 

Together the members oi the 
Winton Club contribute nearly 
6,000 hours of volunteer work a 
year to the hospital, and raise 
thousands of dollars to ensure 
that Winchester has top-notch 
medical facilities. 

As the hospital has grown, 
from the six bedroom cottage to 
the present modern building, so, 
too, has the Winton Club grown, 
helping Winchester residents 
achieve the promise of the best 
possible medical care.

Saturday 

On Saturday, the Winchester mer¬ 
chants will be taking to the streets — in 
what they hope will be the first step 
towards luring residents back to the 
downtown area to do their shopping. 

The streets of the town will be lined 
with jewelry, pumpkins, sweat suits and 
a variety of other sale-priced items for the 
shoppers to browse through all day long 
from 9 to 5. The sidewalk sale is the first 
of its kind in Winchester, although mer¬ 
chants have displayed their wares at 
Town Day and other events. 

“We’ve never had strictly a sidewalk 
sale, and we thought it would be a nice 
way to welcome people back to Win¬ 
chester after the summer,” said Dick 
Malcolm, chairman of the advisory board 
for the Chamber of Commerce.

The Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has named Catherine Alexander as 
its Executive Director, replacing Rita 
Spence who was asked to resign in July. 

At the time of Spence’s resignation, 
Chamber board members cited financial 
problems and a desire to get back to 
basics of increasing membership and run¬ 
ning Chamber programs, with less time 
spent on such matters as economic 
development and telephone rate issues.

USA Today Is Back But 
Fight Far From Over

The adage, “Here today, gone tomor¬ 
row,” would be an appropriate way to 
describe the changing status of the USA 
Today newspaper vending machines in 
Winchester this month. 

The machines are here today — but if 
the town gets its way, they will not remain 
beyond Sept. 30. A temporary restraining 
order issued Sept. 20 by U.S. District Court 
Judge David Nelson to keep the town from 
interfering with the vending machines 
forced DPW crews to put the machines 
back on the street five days after Town 
Manager Thomas Groux ordered them 
taken away. 

The machines must remain on the 
sidewalks for at least 10 days, unless there 
is a federal court hearing before the 10 
days are up. Town Counsel Douglas Ran 
dall has requested such a hearing. 

The Gannett position is that distribu¬ 
tion of the daily newspaper is a constitu¬ 
tional right. The company’s complaint to 
the federal court said that "By seizing and 
impounding USA Today’s news racks, the 
town of Winchester has engaged in a per 


se violation of (Gannett’s) rights to 
freedom of expression and due process.” 

In the meantime, the Middlesex 
District Court hearing which was schedul¬ 
ed to take place this past Tuesday on the 
issue of whether or not USA Today put the 
boxes in town illegally under town bylaws 
on Aug. 26, has been postponed until Oct. 
11 . 

“The lawyers for USA Today want to 
get an opinion from the federal court 
before they go into the criminal court to 
see if the boxes were placed illegally,” ex¬ 
plained Lt. Andrew Crawford, who was 
planning to attend the hearing at Woburn 
District Court."It’s hard to tell whether or 
not they’ll get that from the court.” 

Marjorie Corman, the attorney who is 
representing Gannett Satellite Informa¬ 
tion Network, the publisher of USA Today, 
said Gannett would be seeking a perma¬ 
nent order along the same terms of the 10- 
day restraining order. 

In the meantime, Judge Nelson’s order 
prevents the town from removing, 
tampering with, or in any way disturbing 
the placement of the USA Today news 


racks in the public areas of Winchester for 
the 10-day period. 

Town officials, who are still hoping to 
get the vending machines permanently 
removed, have requested several 
hearings. 

“Judge Nelson’s orders were granted 
exparte, which means without listening to 
both sides,” explained Randall. “We are 
still entitled to a hearing before the federal 
court and we look forward to presenting 
our case.” 

The town turned down USA Today’s ap¬ 
plication for a permit earlier this month 
because officials believe the machines 
might cause a danger to public safety and 
an inconvenience to pedestrians. The town 
has also argued that the machines would 
interfere with sidewalk plowing and pose 
a safety hazard to young children. 

“We are also engaged in an expensive 
beautification process in town and we feel 
the machines interfere with it,” noted 
Randall. 

Randall also noted that it could take a

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Screening Committee Now Halfway 


Through Supt. Semi-Finalist Interviews 


By Liz Widen 

The Screening Committee in charge of 
interviewing candidates to be Win¬ 
chester’s new school superintendent is 
now halfway through the process of inter¬ 
viewing the 17 semi-finalists it chose out 
of 166 applicants. 

There will lx? four more interviews to¬ 
day, beginning at 4.30 on the 59th floor of 
the John Hancock Tower in Boston. There 
will also be an interview' tomorrow night 
at 7, in Principal Vincent Larocco’s office 
at the high school. The date for the final 
two interviews has not yet been set. 

“We’d like to hold those interviews 
next week," said Diane Capstaff, who is 
coordinating the committee.“But we’ve 
been having difficulty contacting the can¬ 
didates. We’re trying to get through this 
as soon as possible so that we can recom¬ 
mend three to five finalists to the School 


Committee by mid-October.’’ 

Capstaff said the committee was learn¬ 
ing a lot from the interviews. “We’ve had 
a very diverse group of candidates from 
a variety of educational backgrounds.” 
she said* “But some of these candidates 
are also applying for other jobs, and we 
want to make our decision.’’ 

That decision will not lx* an easy one. 
The 10 semi-finalists interviewed so far 
have given the Screening Committee a 
wealth of different answers to the 
challenging, far-reaching and often all- 
encompassing questions they have been 
asked. 

“It’s been very interesting to see the 
different responses to questions that are 
often the same.” said committee member 
Evander French, Vice Principal of Win¬ 
chester High School. “It’s helped me to 
sharpen my focus on many of the issues.” 


The issues the Screening Committee 
has been concerned with include declining 
enrollment, the role of elementary educa¬ 
tion, and many of the complex and unique 
challenges that the new superintendent 
will face in Winchester. 

“The responses we’ve been getting are 
helping us to refine our focus,” said Co- 
Chairman Alice Mirak’Asa committee, 
we’ve been very pleased with the inter¬ 
viewing process as a selection tool.” 

The Screening Committee has now 
spent four months going through resumes, 
checking references, giving tours to pro¬ 
spective candidates, and asking question 
after question to the semi-finalists. 

“I listen closely to their process of 
reasoning when they answer the ques¬ 
tions.” said Screening Committee 
member Bob Frank.“Obviously, no two 
candidates can answer a question in the 


same way. 

And although the Screening Commit¬ 
tee does not have any set, prescribed list 
of questions, the candidates have the op¬ 
portunity to address any issues that are 
of particular concern to them during the 
course of the interviews 

The three to five candidates who are 
recommended to the School Committee as 
finalists next month will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to expound further on their educa¬ 
tional philosophies, qualifications and 
goals as superintendent when they are in¬ 
terviewed again by the School Committee. 

“We’ve adopted a selection process 
and we believe it's taken us where we 
want to go.” commented Screening Com¬ 
mittee member John Sullivan. 

It will soon be in the hands of the School 
Committee to provide the final direction 
to that process. 


School Committee Discusses Interviewing Plan 



While the Screening Committee has 
been interviewing the 17 semi-finalists 
among the school superintendent can¬ 
didates, the School Committee has been 
debating exactly how and when it will take 
over the next phase of the process. 

No date has been set for the School 
Committee to receive the names of the 
semi-finalists, although Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas said she hoped the Screen¬ 
ing Committee would complete its 
interviews by Oct. 15 or 22. 

“I’ll be meeting with Diane Capstaff, 
who is coordinating the search, later this 
week,” she told the School Committee. 
“I’d like to suggest that we begin our in¬ 
terviewing immediately so that we don’t 
lose any of the candidates. Also, I think we 


should consider holding the interviews on 
weekends.” 

Papas’ suggestion produced a mixed 
reaction. One resident told Papas that 
weekend interviews would make it more 
difficult for the public to attend the 
meetings. 

“Our idea is to include the public,” 
Papas exclaimed. “We haven’t made any 
decions on this, because we want to keep 
all forums open, but in my mind people 
are fresher on weekends, and those of us 
that work all week will have more time to 
devote to the interviews.” 

Catherine Alexander suggested that a 
sub-committee be formed to investigate 
the various possibilities for interviewing 
the candidates.“The Screening Commit¬ 


tee has had the luxury of more time, and 
I’d hale for us to rush the process.” 

Other School Committee members sug¬ 
gested on-site visits of the finalists in their 
communities wherever possible, as well 
as an informal reception for all the semi¬ 
finalists. 

“I’m not sure we’ve looked at or even 
analyzed what we want to do,” said Laura 
Jean Weylman.“I don’t think that a for¬ 
mal interview is enough. Let’s look at 
some options.” 

The School Committee will be looking 
at those options all week, and there will 
be a special School Committee meeting 
Monday night to discuss them. 


“We want to be as fair and professional 
about this as possible.’’concluded 
Papas.“We’ll lx* ready to hear more input 
about the interviews on Monday night.”

Fair Housing Plan For Town 
Is Approved By Selectmen

With only four days to go before state 
and federal funds for Winchester would be 
withheld, selectmen approved a fair hous¬ 
ing plan for the town. 

The plan, which outlines criteria for 
equal housing opportunity, is required by 
the Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD) to be on file 
before state and federal funding grants 
can be approved. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi was the on¬ 
ly selectman to vote against the plan. 


While board members approved the plan, 
they refused to sign anything until they see 
the final draft which will be presented to 
the state on Friday. 

There was lively debate over the plan 
for some time before the 3-1 vote. Lombar¬ 
di expressed concern over the extent of a 
fair housing director’s authority. ‘‘Before 
you know it, we won't have any control 
over the situation.” he said. 

Richard White. Assistant to the Town 
Manager, assured selectmen that the 
housing director, yet to be appointed, 
would have no real statutory authority. 


According to White, the director would be 
there to advise complaints of their 
rights and put them in contact with the ap¬ 
propriate state agency. “The director is 
a facilitator.” he added. “After he has got¬ 
ten the two parties together, his job is 
done.” 

The members of the Fair Housing 
Committee, who will be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen, will work to coor¬ 
dinate and implement the housing policy, 
make recommendations for solutions to 
the lack of low and moderate income hous¬ 
ing, and possibly make suggestions for en¬ 
couraging minorities to live in Winchester.

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Town Beautification Committee Wants 
Some Things They Might Not Get

Winchester’s Beautification Commit¬ 
tee would like to ban parking on Main st. 
across from Purity Supreme, tear down 
the bus shelter on Lara way rd., place a 
skilled horticulturist on the DPW staff, 
and clean up the less-than-aesthetic view 
along the Aberjona River from the Post 
Office to Ginn Field. 

But before they could even begin 
discussing their ideas with the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night, Selectmen 
Chairman Edward O’Connell questioned 
the committee’s role in the community. 
“Getting into parking is a matter we did 
not see as falling into your scope of con¬ 
cerns,” he said. 

Charles Tseckares, of the Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee, said, "We are confused 
ourselves as to our role." He said also that 
the committee provides an eye to look out 


for things that “tarnish” the town and that 
the general role would emerge in time. 

If the Beautification Committee had 
their way, members would like to see a 
clear view of Wedge Pond and the willow 
trees flanking the pond, a view they claim 
is now ruined by bumper-to-bumper cars 
parked on Main st. across from Purity 
Supreme. Tseckares said he thinks the 
parking culprits may be Purity Supreme 
employees since the cars are parked for 
long periods of time rather than short in¬ 
tervals. 

And to further beautify the town, the 
committee suggested tearing down the 
bus shelter on Laraway rd. because it is 
an unnecessary “eyesore” especially 
because the nearby railway ramp pro¬ 
vides a natural shelter. Selectmen sug¬ 
gested the committee check with the 


MBTA regarding who owns the shelter 
and with town residents on how it is used 
and by how many people “Let’s test the 
waters before jumping in,” said Chairman 
O’Connell. 

The DPW does not prune plants proper¬ 
ly according to the committee whose 
members are concerned that improper 
pruning could lead to the demise of cer¬ 
tain plant life in town. Tseckares sug¬ 
gested that a skilled horticulturist be hired 
by the DPW or that a DPW staff member 
be trained in plant-pruning. 

O’Connell dismissed the hiring of a 
DPW horticulturist as “far-fetched ” But 
he and other selectmen are hopeful about 
finding someone in town who is 
knowledgeable about plants to work with 
the DPW. 

While selectmen questioned the extent 


of the committee's authority on matters 
like parking, they did assure the commit¬ 
tee that they will work closely with it in 
the future “We certainly want to max¬ 
imize your efforts in this area,” said 
O’Connell. “Don't be reluctant to cry for 
attention. We are a town that depends so 
much on the volunteer sendee of citizens 
and committee organizations.” 

Tseckares said he was disappointed 
that a member of the Planning Board was 
not present at Monday’s meeting since he 
invited a representative and the commit¬ 
tee was formed by both the Planning 
Board and the Board of Selectmen. 

Selectmen also decided that any gifts 
or contributions made to the Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee must be approved by the 
Board of Selectmen before being ac¬ 
cepted. 


Town Wins Moss Suit Over Pipe Explosion

Selectmen’s Notes : 


The town of Winchester was not 
responsible for the explosion of water 
pipes on Wainwright rd. in June 1980 
which left residents of that area without 
water for several days, a Middlesex Court 
judge has ruled. 

Ruling in a $150,000 suit brought 
against the town by Jack and Sarah Moss, 
District Court Judge Arlvne F. Hassett 
ruled last Thursday that the town was not 
negligent in causing the accident. 

In that accident, four pipes on Wain¬ 
wright rd. burst, destroying the road and 
shutting off the water to the Carriage Hill 
subdivision 


Winchester Water Dept, crews even¬ 
tually repaired the break, charged the 
developers for the work in the private sub¬ 
division, and refused to repair the 
roadway. 

Jack and Sarah Moss, the developers 
of the subdivision, claimed the town’s 
negligence caused the break and sued the 
town for $150,000, a third to recover the 
cost of repairs and two-thirds for injuries. 
Moss claimed he suffered a heart attack 
because of the accident. 

Water Supt. Richard Warrington said 
the cause of the accident was incorrect in¬ 


stallation of the four pipes. The pipes, he 
said, were buried too close to ledge, and 
when the pipes settled, they broke against 
the rock. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall com¬ 
mented after Judge Bassett's decision 
that, “The court sustained Mr. Warr¬ 
ington’s evaluation as to the cause of the 
break.” 

The Mosses, backed by Pipe Line 


Testing Services President Frank Sopper, 
claimed the break was due to improper 
operation of water valves while the Water 
Dept, was trying to change flows in the 
town’s water system. 

Sopper said that using the valves caus¬ 
ed a pressure-reducing valve on Wildwood 
st. to malfunction, causing a surge of high 
pressure water into the Wainwright rd. 
pipes. That surge, he said, caused the 
breaks.

Police Chief John P. McHugh met with 
selectmen Monday night to discuss the ap¬ 
pointment of three new officers and to of¬ 
fer suggestions for curtailing the large 
number of trespassers in the Fells Reser¬ 
voir area. 

McHugh also told selectmen that he’d 
like to meet with them more often as there 
are issues he feels need more frequent 
discussion. Selectmen agreed to schedule 
quarterly meetings with the chief as well 
as with other department heads. 

McHugh announced the addition of 
three new police officers to the Winchester 
Police Dept. William Maggio of Lincoln pi. 
and Kenneth Green of Lynn are now- train¬ 
ing at Camp Curtis Guilds on the 
Reading/Wakefield line. Carl Fuller, a 
former Winchester resident, was also ap¬ 
pointed. 

McHugh told selectmen that more than 
100 persons were arrested this summer for 
trespassing and swimming in the Fells 
Reservoir area and that the town must 
take measures to improve reservoir 
security.

Selectman Michael Saracco agreed, 
saying “I don’t want something serious to 
happen to our drinking water.” McHugh 
suggested that a 4-wheel drive vehicle be 
purchased to patrol the reservoir. 

Selectmen appointed 32 election of¬ 
ficers Monday night. 26 of whom have 
worked as officers in the past. The Select¬ 
men will consider additional individuals 
for appointment when they receive a list 
of names from the Chairman of the 
Democratic and Republican Town Com¬ 
mittees. The next two scheduled elections 
are the Presidential Primary on March 13, 
and the Town Election on March 27, 1984.

(ACE) in the community events coverage 
division. 

Winchester residents produced the two- 
hour special on the Winchester High 
School Marching Band in cooperation with 
Continental Cablevision of Winchester. 
The special is competing with other local- 
access productions for the "excellence in 
a single program" award given by the Na¬ 
tional Cable Television Assn. 

An all-volunteer crew produced, 
directed, videotaped, edited, wrote and 
hosted the production. 

Four members of the crew traveled to 
Washington to cover final rehearsals, the 
Cherry Blossom competitions, and the 
parade. They interviewed band members, 
band directors Priscilla Miller and John 
Hackett. students, parents and competi¬ 
tion officials for the program. 

' The crew for the production was drawn 
from volunteers who produce a monthly 
series, “News 19,” as a local access pro¬ 
gram at the Winchester station. 

“I’m very proud of the group," noted 
Allan Eyden, executive producer of the 
regular News 19 programs. "I’m impress¬ 
ed by the dedication and amount of energy 
they’ve put into this voluntary endeavor." 

The volunteers who put the show 
together played many roles, both in 
Washington and Winchester, in the more 
than two months it took to put the show 
together. 

News 19 staffers Anne Marie Reidy and 
Larry Worthen co-produced the special. 


Brad Parsons directed, Steve Williams 
was assistant director, and Terry 
Limerick served as business manager. 

Worthen, chairman of the town’s Cable 
Advisory Committee, also worked as a 
studio cameraman and field grip (equip¬ 
ment handler), while Parsons headed one 
on-the-scene camera crew, handled in- 
studio sound and edited the program. 

Reporters Reidy and Williams did in¬ 
terviews, wrote the script together, did the 
voice-overs and hosted the special, along 
with Eyden. 

Williams also headed the second field 
crew, and assisted in the editing of the pro¬ 
gram, as did Limerick.

When the “News 19" crew heard about 
the band’s planned trip to its first competi¬ 
tion. they decided to cover it.

The show’s staffers covered the band’s 
fundraising efforts and rehearsals at 
home, and then followed the band to 
Washington, taping bus tours, final prac¬ 
tices. the field competition and parade. 

“I think what comes across in the pro¬ 
gram is the sheer guts and stamina of the 
kids in this band,” Reidy commented. She 
recalled one scene that the Washington 
crew agreed showed the band’s character. 

"Early on the morning of the field com¬ 
petition, the band was practicing on a 
muddy high school field in Maryland,” 
Reidy said. “You could barely see them 
through the cold, wet mist. Those kids 
were drenched — but they did all their 
competition routines out there in the mud, 
just right. They were perfect — they even 
kept their poker faces."

Another Misguided 
Gun Control Bill 


Currently before a third 
reading in the Massachusetts 
House is a so-called anti-armor¬ 
piercing bullet bill H 6507. This 
bill is badly drafted, would put an 
undue burden upon law-abiding 
shooters, create a bureaucratic 
and enforcement nightmare, add 
unnecessary costs to the 
regulatory agencies, and 
wouldn’t produce any new imped¬ 
iments to criminal activity. 

This bill is designed to outlaw 
the KTW company’s armor¬ 
piercing bullets which were 
shown on network television to be 
capable of going through police 
vests. But the proposed Massa¬ 
chusetts law, as written, would 
also outlaw the sale, possession 
and usage of almost all the 9mm 
and .45 caliber ball ammunition 
presently used by the military 
and available to pistol teams, 
civilian competitors, National 
Guard units and others who have 
used this ammunition for decades 
for legitimate purposes. 

In an attempt to define the 
KTW manufactured ammunition, 
anti-gun supporters of this bill 
have written into it broad 
language to cover much commer¬ 
cial and military ammunition. 

There is no record anywhere 
in the United States of any police 
officer ever being killed or in¬ 
jured with a KTW bullet. There 
has been a lot of media hype and 
much wailing and crying over 
potential, but no one has ever 
been able to come up with a 
single actual incident in a coun¬ 
try of more than 220 million peo¬ 
ple and an all-too-high percen¬ 
tage of criminals. 

One might ask the question if 
we really need a law against 
something which has never oc¬ 
curred, but that’s a philosophical 
argument. We’re talking about a 
real bill now before ,the legisla¬ 
ture — a real bill fwith real 
problems. 

KTW ammunition has been 
manufactured for police use only 
for more than 10 years. It is not 
generally available, even to 
federally licensed dealers. It 
must be ordered on police depart¬ 
ment order forms or letterhead, 
then shipped through a dealer. If 
there have been no reported in¬ 
stances of misuse in 10 years, the 
present system of distribution is 
obviously working well. 

But KTW bullet banning is 
only a smokescreen of the anti¬ 
gunners who have sponsored the 
current bill. The proposed law is 
so broadly written that it bans 
many common types of bullets. 
This is another misguided, back¬ 
door gun control bill. 


In actuality, criminals haven’t 
found it necessary to go out of 
their way to get special bullets to 
shoot at police officers. Any old 
bullet will do. 

Even the para-military revo¬ 
lutionary groups which have pop¬ 
ped up from time to time have 
opted in favor of increased 
firepower using automatic and 
semi-automatic rifles rather than 
bother with armor-piercing hand¬ 
guns. (You can hit someone 
easier with a rifle and shoot 
faster. And almost all rifle bullets 
are armor piercing anyway.) 

Another point often over¬ 
looked by the anti-gun people is 
that it is already illegal to shoot 
at police officers with or without 
armor-piercing bullets. A law 
against certain bullets isn’t going 
to faze someone who has armed 
himself with the intent of engag¬ 
ing in criminal activity. 

If the legislature must enact 
an anti-armor-piercing bullet 
law, it should not be one which 
scoops up broad categories of or¬ 
dinary ammunition now owned 
by thousands of people. Such a 
new law which bans possession of 
many bullets, including standard 
military issue handgun ammuni¬ 
tion, could make a criminal of 
anyone who failed to search his 
home and dispose of any poten¬ 
tially offending bullet. 

Criminal control laws should 
be aimed at criminals, not writ¬ 
ten in such a way as to in¬ 
advertently trap law-abiding 
citizens. We doubt the deterrent 
value of an anti-bullet law, but we 
would support legislation which 
imposed extra penalties for 
criminal misuse of guns or so- 
called armor-piercing am¬ 
munition. 

The law should be aimed at 
possession during the commis¬ 
sion of a felony and not just 
ownership. Simple possession 
laws are bad laws and create a 
host of enforcement problems 
and misintended effects, whether 
they are applied to bullets, guns, 
drugs or anything else. 

How many times has someone 
you know violated the drug 
possession laws? He has a pre¬ 
scription for a pain killer; he 
can’t make his plane because of 
unexpected business; his wife 
flies ahead with his baggage. She 
has just broken several state and 
federal drug “possession” laws 
and could face a jail sentence. 
Possession laws are dumb laws. 

Let the laws be specific and 
clearly cover that which they are 
intended to prohibit or penalize. 
H 6507 is a bad bill and would 
make a bad law. —CPJ

Honorable Yuri Andropov, The Kremlin, 
Moscow, USSR: 

The Winchester Interfaith Assn, is a 
representative body of delegates from the 
religious organizations of Winchester, 
Massachusetts. The purpose of this letter 
is to express our outrage at the destruc¬ 
tion of Korean Airlines flight 007 by Soviet 
military forces. While we recognize that 
flight 007 was in violation of your air 
space, the Soviet response so far exceed¬ 
ed the offense that it can only be con¬ 
sidered an atrocity, the murder of 269 
innocent human beings. 

The Winchester Interfaith Assn, urges 
you and your government to immediate¬ 
ly take the following actions: 

1. Make a complete and truthful 
disclosure of all facts relating to this in¬ 
cident to the world community. 

2. Arrange appropriate compensation 
to the families of the victims. 

3. Your government must give ade¬ 
quate assurances to the world communi¬ 
ty that procedures have been adopted to 
prevent a recurrence of the tragedy. 

4. Finally, because of the extreme emo¬ 
tional tension aroused by this tragedy, the 
time is ripe for effective, decisive action.

And I still 
can’t conjure up a memory of the 
slow march of a childhood Lent 
that wasn’t punctuated each 
night by his nasal Boston Irish 
twang as he recited the Rosary on 
the radio. 

Miss America was generally a 
Midwesterner, some fair-skinned 
girl with cornflower blue eyes 
and one of those country-double 
first names like Linda Sue or 
Kathie Lee. She usually raised 
heifers in her spare time, and 
presented for the talent number 
a rousing rendition of “Yankee 
Doodle Dandy,” complete with 
tap dancing and a red-white-and- 
blue spangled baton. 


And the Boston Symphony Or¬ 
chestra had been conducted for 
generations by Northern 
Europeans. 

I used to think, back then, that 
the Jewish kids I knew lived in 
houses that smelled funny. I sup¬ 
pose I thought, by extension, that 
they smelled funny too. 

I didn’t know any Protestant 
kids, didn’t meet any til I was 10, 
in fact. And when I did come to 
know a few, I also heard about 
the organizations they had like 
Rainbow Girls and the Masons, 
where special mystical things 
happened, things kept forever 
secret from the world of the 
uninitiated. 

I thought, like the St. Patrick’s 
Day saying goes, that there were 
two kinds of people in the world; 
the Irish, like me, and those that 
wished they were Irish. 

Then Jack Kennedy ran for 
President. Those were the 
breakthrough years, I guess, but 
even then, we made sharp 
distinctions between people 
because of their religious or 


ethnic backgrounds. Kennedy felt 
called upon to make a statement 
to the press, in that election year, 
to the effect that his first loyalty 
was to America and not the 
Vatican, and assuring the world 
that his religious beliefs would in 
no way impinge upon his deci¬ 
sions as President. 

It seems almost incredible 1 
that as recently as 1960, such a 
statement would have been 
necessary. 

But it was, back then. People 
feared the differences between 
themselves and others. We 
thought of China as being a dark 
mysterious domain over-run by 
hordes of alien beings, people, we 
told one another, who didn’t value 
human life in the way that we’d 
been taught to do. 

We still watched movies in 
which John Wayne and others 
like him triumphed over 
Japanese generals unfailingly 
portrayed as sinister buck¬ 
toothed torturers capable of 
speaking only the most meager 
kind of Ah-So English. 


Things have changed a good 
deal since those days, haven’t 
they? 

The next Archbishop of 
Boston, the one who died last 
week, was not a member of the 
entrenched Irish bureaucracy, 
not the normal heir-apparent to 
the regal throne that was 
Richard’s. He was an immigrant 
from the Azores, one who spoke 
English as a second, an adopted 
language. 

The new Miss America is not 
a white girl this time around; 
she’s a black woman. 

And the conductor of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra is a 
native of neither Northern nor 
Southern Europe, but a man born 
in Japan, someone we would once 
have quite unselfconsciously call¬ 
ed a Jap, the living counterpart of 
the dangerously caricatured 
Hollywood torturer. 

We’ve changed a lot since then 
all right. And a good thing, too, if 
you ask me. 

It’s wonderful to grow up in a 
strong tradition. I prize my

Catholic childhood with its 
novenas and its holy cards, and 
the Seven Sorrowful Mysteries. 

But it wasn’t so wonderful to 
think, as we did then, that we 
were the only ones likely to make 
it into heaven. It wasn’t so 
wonderful of me to more or less 
imagine that those Jewish kids 
smelled different from me. 

Neither was it wonderful of 
some of those Yankees to assume 
that we who came later were less 
intelligent, less tidy, or less 
morally upright - less likely to 
constitute a worthy labor force 
for them, all because we cooked 
with garlic or with olive oil, 
because we wore prayer shawls 
or carried rosary beads, because 
we worshipped in a foreign 
tongue, the ancient Latin or the 
more ancient Hebrew. 

I’m no longer what I once was 
in those days. I don’t think of 
myself as being Irish now, for ex¬ 
ample, anymore than I think of 
my husband as being half- 
English and half-Italian, or my 
children as being a quarter this 


and a quarter that. 

I’m not Catholic anymore 
either. I guess I’m a kind of 
loosely-interpreting Protestant at 
the moment, but I have a sense of 
journey about this whole religious 
realm too. My mother is 75, and 
if you ask her, she’d say she’s a 
Catholic, but she’s really more of 
a Bahai these days, a one- 
worlder, someone who sees the 
truth in all religions, who sees 
their essential oneness. 

I’m heading in her direction 
myself, I like to think. Like Gan¬ 
dhi - remember? who said “I am 
a Christian and a Jew and a 
Muslim.” 

The point is pretty simple in 
the end. The beliefs and the hopes 
which unite us humans are much 
stronger than those which divide 

us. 

The world has changed some 
since I was a girl, and we’ve 
learned some things, I am 
thinking. 

Godwilling, the lessons will 
continue.

Thirty Two Teachers Involved In Curriculum 


Thirty-two teachers were involved in 
summer curriculum workshops that in¬ 
tegrated computers into the curriculum, 
revised math programs, developed ad¬ 
vanced placement language courses and 
investigated a variety of projects. 

“The summer workshops give us the 
most sustained opportunity to improve our 
programs and plan the future,” David 
Ackerman, Director for Curriculum, told 
the School Committee. “I’m very proud of 


the teachers involved. 

Dr.Francis Russell gave a brief report 
to the School Committee about the func¬ 
tional writing project introduced to im¬ 
prove the reading and writing programs 
in the elementary grades 

“This year we studied functional 
writing through literature,’’said 
Russell.“This summer, some exciting pro¬ 
grams were developed and and 
43-teachers have signed up for the in- 


service course we’ll be offering on func¬ 
tional writing.” 

Russell said the elementary summer 
workshop committee prepared a guide for 
teaching functional writing through 
literature. 

High School Math Dept. Head Jack 
Waite also reported on the ac¬ 
complishments of math teachers over the 
summer.

Issue Of Kindergarten Class Size Still Not Resolved 


The issue of larger-than-projected 
kindergarten classes has not yet been 
resolved — but Acting Supt. Robert Forest 
is still trying. 

“We have opened up this issue to ad¬ 
ministrators, staff and parents to decide 
how to meet the needs of the students,” he 
said. “We want to make a decision that is 


a correct one rather than a fast one.” 

There are still only one teacher and one 
aide at the Lincoln School, where the 
kindergarten class size is 59. “Obviously 
we want to choose the solution that is least 
disruptive to the kindergartners,” said 
Forest. 

“But we are considering combining the 


kindergarten with the first grade, or 
allowing some movement of students who 
already know how to read. We’ve done this 
type of thing before.” 

Forest also said that he wanted Paula 
Caffrey, Principal of the Lincoln School, 
to have some time to investigate the mat¬ 
ter further and make a decison. 


“I’m sure we are all anxious to have 
this resolved, but let’s be patient,” Papas 
told the parents in the audience. "Until the 
options arc explored, we just don’t know 
what the impact of any decision will be.” 

Papas said there would probably be a 
decision at the next School Committee 
Meeting.

THE HOUSE AM) SENATE: 
Roll calls from the week of Sept. 
19-23. 

TRANSPORTATION BOND 
(H 6617): House gave initial ap¬ 
proval 147-6, to a $511 million 
transportation bond authorization 
for a transportation development 
and improvement program. The 
package is for development, con 
struction, and improvement of 
the state's highway, bridge, rail, 
public transit and transport 
facilities. 

Supporters said the bill calls 
for a $1.2 billion transportation 
improvement program over the 
next two years and noted more 
than $700 million of the money 
will be in matching federal 
highway funds from the federal 
government. They argued the 
money will be used for vital pro¬ 
jects and pointed out the package 
is $92 million more than Gov. 
Dukakis’ original request. 

Opponents said the package is 
loaded with millions of dollars for 


unnecessary projects and argued 
it will result in a massive in¬ 
crease in the state debt. They 
charged that most members 
don’t even know what is included 
in the proposal. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Salt marsh 
voted yes. 

MBTA (II 6617): House re¬ 
jected 129-23, a transportation 
bond authorization amendment 
requiring House and Senate ap¬ 
proval, on a roll call vote, of any 
money borrowed for any MBTA 
project. 

Amendment supporters said 
the legislature should have con¬ 
trol over money for any MBTA 
projects. They noted most of the 
MBTA money is for new con¬ 
struction and claimed manage¬ 
ment and present operations 
should be improved before new 
construction is allowed. 

Amendment opponents said 
requiring legislative approval of 


every MBTA project is un¬ 
workable and impractical and 
would jeopardize every bit of 
federal funding for the MBTA. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment requiring legislative 
approval. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

BONDS (II 6617): House re¬ 
jected 126-24, a transportation 
bond authorization amendment 
prohibiting any money from be¬ 
ing borrowed for the $511 million 
package until authorized bonds 
and notes which have previously 
been issued by the state or any 
agency, are reduced by an 
amount equal to that being 
borrowed. 

Supporters argued the amend¬ 
ment is fiscally responsible and 
will help control the state debt. 
They said continued approval of 
bonds issues without a required 
reduction in past ones first, will 
result in financial chaos and a 
major tax package. 


Opponents said the amend¬ 
ment is irresponsible and would 
jeopardise all federal money. 
They claimed there is money to 
pay off the debts. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

CREDIT CARDS (S8): House 
rejected 122-31, a bill lowering in¬ 
terest rates a bank may charge 
on its credit cards to “the federal 
reserve bank discount rate plus 5 
percent” and establishing a ceil¬ 
ing of 18 percent. Currently, the 
companies can charge any 
amount up to 18 percent. The cur¬ 
rent federal reserve discount rate 
is 8.5 percent which means pre¬ 
sent interest rates for consumers 
would be lowered to 13.5 percent. 

Supporters argued interest 
rates have declined yet the com¬ 
panies have refused to lower their 
interest rates voluntarily and are 
forcing consumers to pay 18 per¬ 
cent on Visa, Mastercard, and 


other charges. They said the bill 
still allows banks to charge 5 per¬ 
cent more than it costs them to 
borrow the money. 

Opponents said the state 
already has the third lowest in¬ 
terest rates in the country. They 
claimed lowering the rates fur¬ 
ther will result in the companies 
relocating and a loss of jobs for 
Massachusetts residents. They 
said the current 18 percent is on¬ 
ly a ceiling and noted banks can 
lower the rates themselves. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

CONDOS (S 2143): Senate ap¬ 
proved 33-0 and sent to the House, 
a compromise version of a bill 
regulating condominium conver¬ 
sion procedures in the state. The 
lengthy measure sets statewide 
standards regarding landlords’ 
and tenants’ rights, but allows a 
two-thirds vote of a city council or 
town meeting to strengthen or 
weaken most of the standards. 
The bill gives tenants a minimum 


one year grace period before they 
can be forced to leave rental units 
being converted to condominiums 
and allows the elderly, handicap¬ 
ped, and low and moderate in¬ 
come tenants a minimum of two 
years. These groups are given an 
additional two years (total of four 
years) if the landlord cannot find 
them comparable rental housing. 
Other provisions include a ceiling 
on rent increases during the 
grace period and a requirement 
that landlords contribute up to 
$750 toward relocation expenses. 
Tenants also have first option to 
purchase the unit they are 
renting. 

Supporters said the bill is long 
overdue and takes into account 
the needs of both landlords and 
tenants. They noted the key to the 
measure is that it sets statewide 
standards but preserves home 
rule by allowing a two-thirds vote 
of a city council or town meeting 
to change most provisions. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted yes.

The Queen Of 
Wedding Dress

Priscilla Kidder is still excited 
l at the sight of Chantilly lace and 
i a pretty face. 

! After 45 years as a designer, 
j consultant and fashion coor- 
; dinator of weddings, she still 
! takes a personal interest in each 
j bride who walks into her attrac¬ 
tively decorated salon on 
Newbury st., Boston, to try on the 
scores of gowns that bear her 
name and trademark. 

“I’ve always loved wedding 
gowns, and I love working with 
the customers,’’ says the Brook 
st. resident, whose gowns have 
been displayed all over the world. 
“I learn a lot from my 
customers.” 

There weren’t too many 
customers around on a recent 
Friday. But on Saturdays, and 
earlier in the week, the shop is 
teeming with women dressed in 
clouds of lace, silk and taffeta, 
twirling themselves around in 
front of the many mirrors lining 
the walls to see if any of Kidder’s 
gowns will be the one they choose 
to buy for their wedding day. 

“People are very particular,” 
says Kidder.“Girls will come in 
here and look at everything, and 
some will spend hours trying on 
dresses. They have to try it on to 
know. When you’re talking about 
a wedding, you shop for the best. 

Kidder believes her customers 
are doing that when they consider 
a Priscilla gown.“Most girls will 
‘ spend about $500 to $000 on a wed¬ 
ding gown,” she says. “But our 
custom-made dresses, which are 
one of a kind, start at $3000. And 
one could spend up to $35,000 on 
a gown.” 

Not all Priscilla gowns cost as 
much as the ones Kidder design¬ 
ed for Lucy Johnson, Patricia 
Nixon and other celebrities’ and 
politicians’ daughters. “Our in¬ 
formal gowns start at about 
$250,” says Kidder. “And that’s 
really not that expensive, when 
you consider the quality.” 

Many Winchester residents 
know that Kidder donates left¬ 
over samples to the Unitarian 
Church each year, where the 
dresses are sold at a considerable 
discount. “Most of those dresses 
are a size 8,” explains Kidder. 
“But they are still lovely

dresses.” 

Beyond the dresses stored on 
racks behind the gleaming mir¬ 
rors of Priscilla’s on Newbury st., 
Kidder owns a huge factory in 
Charlestown where many of the 
dresses are made and the altera¬ 
tions are taken care of. 

“It’s really like a big Euro¬ 
pean dress house,” explains Kid¬ 
der, who spends much of her time 
there. “You really have to see it 
to believe it.” 

Priscilla gowns are also 
displayed at a New York 
showroom, where soap opera 


stars borrow them for afternoon 
television weddings. This is the 
only borrowing of a wedding 
dress that Kiddder condones. 

“Borrowing is very bad,” she 
said. “First of all, if you borrow 
a dress, it’s never going to fit you 
right, and after it’s altered, it will 
never look like you.” 

Kidder has many other ideas 
about planning for a wedding as 
well — and she has certainly at¬ 
tended enough of them to witness 
what can happen when the plan¬ 
ning is not smooth. 

“I’m still invited to hundreds

of weddings each month,” she 
notes. “And if there is one thing 
I believe in, it’s planning, even 
though weddings aren’t supposed 
to look planned.” 

Kidder recalls a wedding 
where the bride put on her head- 
piece, determined that it was too 
heavy and threw it on the floor 
screaming. “I had to put it back 
together again,” she recalls. 

“But it was simply a result of 
poor planning. I’ve also had to 
pull bouquets apart and put them 
together at the last minute when 
the bride didn’t order enough 


flowers. You need patience and 
knowledge to handle these 
things.” 

Kidder has both. She realizes 
that weddings take time, and that 
the bride is “a special person.” 

“It’s one day out of her life, 
and the bride deserves the atten¬ 
tion,” she says. “Certainly some 
people are harder to please than 
others, but now that I’ve had 
years of experience I can handle 
it.” Kidder no longer attends the 
large numbers of weddings she 
used to, but she is still very much 
in touch with the process. 


Kidder pauses a moment in 
front of one of the dressing 
rooms.“I love you in that dress,” 
she tells a petite young woman 
who is garbed inan old-fashioned 
ivory polyester gown with puffed 
sleeves.“They’ve given polyester 
such a bad name because of those 
awful suits, but it doesn’t wrinkle 
and there are some lovely ones 
being made now.” 

Kidder can’t take her eyes off 
the bride-to-be. “Let her try this 
one on,” she tells one of her con¬ 
sultants, pointing to a gown of 
ivory silk. “But remember,” she 
warns the young woman, “If you 
are going to wear silk, it 
wrinkles.” 

“When I’m here, I can’t help 
getting involved,” Kidder ex¬ 
plains. “It’s fun, and when the 
whole thing comes together, a 
wedding is really like a fairy 
tale.” 

Kidder is interrupted by a red¬ 
headed teenager in blue jeans 
who comes into the store after 
noticing the three-quarter length 
40s-style lace wedding dress in 
the window. “Oh, I absolutely 
love it,” she says to Kidder. “I 
want to get married now.” 

“It is lovely,” agrees Kidder. 
“And it’s a one of a kind. I think 
it would be marvelous with your 
hair.” 

Kidder, who has two sons and 
a daughter who works doing 
public relations for Priscilla’s, 
designed and made her own cot¬ 
ton eyelet wedding dress during 
World War II, after attending 
New England School of Design. 

Her fashion career began in 
retail, when she worked at R.H. 
White’s in Boston. After several 
years, they asked Kidder to take 
over as a bridal consultant.“I lov¬ 
ed it, but I never thought I’d get 
into it like this,” she laughs. 

While Kidder says the details 
of how the Priscilla trademark 
came into being are not impor¬ 
tant enough for her to recall, she 
is proud of the 35-year reputation 
that her name has enjoyed in the 
bridal fashion industry. 

“It’s quite simple,” she says. 
“We make the best dresses in the 
country, and that’s why we stay 
on top.”

Each year at about this time the leaves 
on the trees do the darndest thing. Pro¬ 
mpted by the cold weather’s announce¬ 
ment of the imminent approach of winter, 
they explode into a multitude of phan- 
tasmagorical colors. 

Starting with sugar maples, which like 
to turn a vivid crimson, trees light up the 
forests of New England with bright reds, 
splashy oranges and mindbending 
yellows, turning this part of the country 
into a veritable wonderland of color. 

Until recently the accepted theory 
behind this behavior rested the 
blame/credit squarely on the shoulders of 
one John “Jack” Frost and his magic 
paintbrush, a theory that gradually lost 
credence with the advancement of scien¬ 
tific thought and the realization that even 
a being with supernatural powers would 
have a difficult time painting each and 
every leaf. 

Today botanists know that the true ex¬ 
planation for this autumn phenomenon is 
much less romantic. It seems that the 
chemicals responsible for the spectacular 
fall colors are present in the leaves all the 
time, but are overwhelmed by the more 
common green chlorophyll which keeps 
the trees fed during the summer. 

However, as summer passes the baton 
to fall, the trees decide it is time to say “au 
revoir” to the leaves. By producing a cor¬ 
ky substance and sending it to the base of 
the leaves, the trees effectively cut off all 
water supplies, killing the chlorophyll, and 


giving the brightly colored carotenoids 
and anthocyanins their moment in the sun. 
The red is produced by sugar trapped in 
the leaves by the cold. 

The exact time when this happens 
varies from year to year and from region 
to region. Usually leaves start turning 
earliest in northern New England and 
gradually make their colorful march 
southward, leaving dead, brown armies in 
their wake. Peak color, usually lasting 
only three or four days, arrives on the 
average in Massachusetts around Colum¬ 
bus Day weekend, but weather factors 
such as temperature and rainfall can do 
much to change this. 

The weather best for producing the 
kind of color that leaves one gasping for 
breath and grasping for the camera (with 
color film, natch) is cold and sunny, 
without a heavy frost. Frost and heavy 
rain can do much to lessen the foliage’s 
impact. 

The quest for fall color can be suc¬ 
cessfully completed as close to home as 
the backyard, or as far away as northern 
Maine. Every state from Vermont to tiny 
Rhode Island can boast some good, color¬ 
ful viewing, and the type of fall foliage 
outing one wishes to take is limited only 
by imagination and sense of adventure. 

Massachusetts 

For starters, let’s begin right here in 
Massachusetts and cover some fall foliage 
headliners that don’t require extensive 
travel or preparations. 

Some of the best spots for foliage view¬ 


ing in the area are at the local Audubon 
Society sanctuaries. The 2,500 acre 
Ipswich River Wildlide Sanctuary (Route 
1 -1A to 113) is Massachusetts’ largest and 
offers, besides the leaves, meadows, 
swamps, ponds and islands for those who 
wish to explore a bit on foot. Moose Hill 
in Sharon (Routes 1 to 27), with 227 acres 
of wood, meadow- and marsh, also offers 
several miles of foot trails and some 
gorgeous foliage views. 

South of Boston are the Albert E. Mor¬ 
ris Reservation in Norwell (Route 3 to 123) 
and the World’s End Reservation (not 
really as ominous as it sounds, and found 
by taking Route 34A to 128 and 128 to 
Hingham). The Drumlin Farm Education 
Center and Wildlife Sanctuary is on Route 
117 in Lincoln. 

Also recommended are the Broad¬ 
moor/Little Pond Wildlife Sanctuary off 
Route 16 in South Natick/Sherborn, and 
the Blue Hills Reservation and Trailside 
Museum in Milton. 

For those w-ho don’t mind a little hik¬ 
ing, Massachusetts contains 85 miles of 
the famous Appalachian Trail, which runs 
from Maine’s Mt. Katahdin to Georgia. 
The most highly recommended section of 
the trail in this state runs over the peak 
of Mt. Everett, near South Egremont, of¬ 
fering a view of the entire Housatonic 
Valley. From Everett, continue to Mt. 
Greylock < near Cheshire), which has the 
distinction of being Massachusetts’

Ah, a cruise! The life of luxury, floating 
along calm seas, everything at your 
disposal (sometimes, delightfully, too 
much at your disposal). 

Of course, I could only guess what life 
would be like for six days on a cruise ship 
bound for Bermuda. I’d heard a lot about 
cruises and I’d seen “Love Boat.” What 
little knowledge I had about cruises both 
excited and worried me. Rita, my travel 
agent, assured me that cruises were good, 
wholesome fun and to prove her point i and 
make sure 1 had a good time) she told me 
she would be sailing on the very same 
ship. 


Rita was right; 1 did have a good time, 
the most wonderful time, as a matter of 
fact, of my life. 

Our ship, The Mardi Gras, is called the 
“fun ship” in the brochure and it’s no ex¬ 
aggeration — she has a passenger capaci¬ 
ty of 1,200 and four decks of everything 
from casinos and swimming pools to 
discos and restaurants. 

For our “fun cruise,’’ w-e were schedul¬ 
ed to leave Boston Harbor on Sept. 3, 
cruise to Bermuda and return on Sept. 9. 
So on Sept. 3, carrying enough baggage for 
six weeks instead of six days, my friend 
Karen and I nervously hustled down to the 
harbor to begin our seagoing adventure. 


My anxiety disappeared the instant we 
boarded the ship. The Mardi Gras’ friend¬ 
ly welcome put us at ease w-ith picture tak¬ 
ing at the gangw-ay and a row of 
white-suited young officers shaking our 
hands as we boarded. This was it, the mo¬ 
ment we had been waiting for for months 
— we were on our cruise to Bermuda. 

Our cabin had been pre-assigned so w-e 
went directly there to see what it was like. 
A bottle of wine from a friend at work 
welcomed us with a nice bon voyage 
message and made the adjustment to our 
cramped quarters a little easier. Coming 
from a spacious apartment, I found the 
cabin to be rather claustrophobic but I 


soon discovered that on a cruise, one 
spends very little time in your cabin. Our 
little “home” for the week was located 
next to the ship’s Bourbon Street Arcade 
which housed slot machines, across from 
the stairs for easy access to the decks, and 
around the corner from the “hair-drying 
room.” Our steward, Basil, welcomed us 
to the upper deck and assured us that he 
was at our disposal at any and all hours 
of the day and night. 

We unpacked and proceeded to explore 
the “fun ship.” The Promenade deck is 
where the action is — a huge lounge, a 
grand ballroom, and a disco are all 
located just off the elevators. Behind the 


ballroom are the casinos and duty free 
shops. Two decks below, on the Riviera 
deck, we found the dining room to be found 
again at 8 p.m. for dinner. 

We began to feel a little light-headed 
and started to sway back and forth, a 
physical message that we had started to 
sail and that it might not be as easy as we 
thought it would. Each deck has access to 
the outside, so we found the door to ex¬ 
plore further and to try to clear our heads. 

The bottom deck has a large salt water 
pool surrounded by rows of lounge chairs. 
Tables, chairs and umbrellas dotted the 
second deck and more lounge chairs sur¬ 
round a splash pool on the third deck. An 


observation tower is on the top deck next 
to the bridge. 

It wasn't long before the week-long 
party began. Voices from the loud 
speakers began to chatter, a chatter that 
lasted all day, every day reminding us of 
everything we would be missing if we stop¬ 
ped to catch our breath for just one brief 
moment: “The casino is now open;” 
“There is a beer-drinking contest on the 
upper deck at 2 p.m.;” “The duty free 
shop is now open;” “The dance contest 
starts in five minutes in the disco,” 
“Lunch is now being served in the dining

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room or you can eat at the buffet on the 
upper deck;” “Tickets for the horse races 
are being sold in the lounge;" ‘‘Trap 
shooting will start on the lower deck at 4 

p.m.” 

The excitement of all the activities 
would make anyone dizzy, but for me, the 
ship was the culprit. Popping dramamine 
left and right didn’t seem to stop my sense 
of swaying back and forth and holding on 
to the ship’s rail only kept my feet in one 
place, not my head I was seasick, really 
seasick. All that the ‘‘fun ship” had to of¬ 
fer and I get seasick. But I wasn’t alone; 
by the second night, half of the ship was 
swaying and sick. Many of us missed the 
Captain’s Party and dinner and disco dan¬ 
cing the first two nights. Instead, we spent 
the night in our cabins or on deck 
breathing deeply to avoid vomiting. Some 
•fun ship!” 

A fellow passenger saw my distress 
and came to the rescue. He gave me a 
small patch called a Transderm-Scope 
which is about the size of a small, circular 
Band-Aid that you place behind your ear 
where it releases a chemical into the blood 
stream for a period of three days to pre¬ 
vent seasickness. Within the hour, I felt 
great — a little drowsy but at least I 
wasn’t nauseous. 

So finally, on day number three, it was 
my time to party. I changed into my 
bathing suit, walked out to the pool and 
saw that everyone was leaning against the 
rail of the ship, looking at something. It 
was Bermuda. 

We dropped anchor off Hamilton. The 
Mardi Gras is one of the many ships whose 
draft is too deep to be able to tie up at the 
town dock right on Front Street. So 
passengers on our ship and others get to 
the island by a tender, a large tug boat 
which would be at our disposal each hour 
to take us to and from the dock. 

Shortly after dropping anchor at 4 p.m. 
Monday, we were told that we would be 
leaving on Wednesday at 1 p.m. The time 
in between was ours to spend any way we 
wanted. 

We were off on the first tender. Click¬ 
ing away with our cameras as we chugg¬ 
ed closer to Bermuda, the beauty 
overwhelmed me and I began to feel that 
I had actually come to an island paradise. 
Huge, beautiful pastel-colored houses 
along the water’s edge sparkled in the set¬ 
ting sun; bright flowers bloomed 

• foliage — 

highest point at 2,400 feet. 

For driving, one of the most recom¬ 
mended trips is on Route 2, along the 
Mohawk Trail from Orange to North 
Adams. High points along this route are 
the French King Bridge, which crosses the 
Connecticut River at Montague, and the 
Bridge of Flowers at Shelburne Falls. This 
latter bridge, an old trolley route spann¬ 
ing the Deerfield River, is now a 400-foot 
long flower bed, thanks to the efforts of the 
Shelburne Falls Woman’s Club in 1929. 

A mere 8 miles away is another 
favorite viewing sight, the Bissell covered 
bridge in Charlemont. Traffic can be 
heavy on Route 2 during the foliage 
season, so some motorists may wish to 
take side roads instead. 

The huge Quabbin Reservoir, in cen¬ 
tral Massachusetts, provides many a 
beautiful viewing spot along its 118 miles 
of shoreline. Located 10 miles south of 
Orange (Route 2 to 202, then on 78), it is 
fairly easy to get to. It’s also accessible 
by taking 32A north off Route 9. 

Some other points of interest that 
foliage viewers may wish to see are the 
old village of Deerfield, site of an Indian 
massacre during the French and Indian 
War; the restored Shaker Village in Han¬ 
cock, and Norman Rockwell’s home in 
Stockbridge. Deerfield is located by tak¬ 
ing 95 to 5, and then hitting 116. The Shaker 
Village, 16 miles south of Williamstown, 
is on Route 43, and Stockbridge is 27 miles 
south of Hancock on Route 7. 

For those who wish to neither walk nor 
drive, there is yet another way to view 
foliage — by train. The Mystic Valley 
Railway Society, based in Mattapan, of¬ 
fers a trip on the Mohawk Express, leav¬ 
ing Boston on Sunday, Oct. 2. The train 
travels through the beautiful Berkshires 
via the famous 43/4 mile long Hoosac Tun¬ 
nel, to North Adams and Mechanicsville, 
N. Y. This trip usually sells out quickly, so 
it would be best to write soon to the socie¬ 
ty at P.O. Box 32 in Mattapan, 02126, or 
call 361-4445. 

The Massachusetts Bay Railroad En- 
tusiasts offer another train excursion, this 
one to the state of Vermont. Leaving North 
Station in the morning of Oct. 1, the train 
will chug to Steamtown, USA in Bellows 
Falls, Vt., where passengers will have the 
option of taking a side trip in vintage 
coaches behind an authentic steam 
engine. This is a last opportunity, as 
Steamtown will move to Scranton, Pa., 
after this season. Information and reser¬ 
vations are available by calling 277-2834. 

Food and lodging are available 
throughout the state. Keep in mind that 
advanced reservations are a must during 
foliage season and will prevent the 
possibility of being left out in the cold. 

Tourist information is available from 
the Berkshire Hill Vacation Bureau (413) 
443-9186 and the Mass. Dept, of Tourism 
632-8038. 

Maine 

Let's not make the mistake of thinking 
that Massachusetts is the only state to 
sport impressive foliage., Other states, 
too, have leaves that burst with brilliant 
hues. 

For instance, take Maine. Though 
known far and wide as the Pine Tree State, 
Maine also has a good deal of non- 
coniferous trees, and all true foliage wat¬ 
chers know that the non-confiferous 
varieties alone give good visual displays. 

Those who have been there will tell you 
that Maine is located north of us, a direc¬ 
tion inexplicably known as ‘‘down East” 
to the hardy creatures who make a living 
from the state’s rocky soil and deep, for¬ 
bidding ocean. 

Once there, the foliage viewer will 
discover that he has a lot of territory to 
cover, since the state of Maine alone has 
more land area than the rest of the New 
England states combined. To make things 
easier, the Maine Publicity Bureau has 
mapped out 10 different foliage routes to

everywhere on the banks of the island. 1 
couldn’t wait to land. 

Since we arrived at a late hour, the on¬ 
ly thing to do was to go where everyone 
else was going: The 40 Thieves, a disco 
and the only public one open after dark. 
Everyone at The 40 Thieves, with the ex¬ 


ception ol our cruise passengers, was not 
English-speaking. Most were Italian. So 
it took us about an hour just to say “Hello, 
how are you." But finally, with the 
language barriers out of the way, we danc¬ 
ed the night away, leaving only at mid¬ 
night to catch the ship’s Midnight Buffet, 


a feast of delectables arranged around a 
series of ice sculptures. For myself and 
other victims of seasickness, it was good 
to eat again. 

The next day was all mine. I rented a 
moped ($22 for 24 hours) and toured the 
island. My first stop was Elbow Beach, a 


magnificent stretch of pink coral sand and 
beautiful, clear water that was a delightful 
75 degrees. 

1 travelled around the island, learning 
as I went how easy it is to get around on 
a moped, once you become accustomed to 
driving on the left hand side of the street 


at a very moderate speed. 

On my travels. I also discovered to my 
delight as an Italian, that there is pizza on 
Bermuda. It is Mexican Italian pizza that 
is very expensive but nonetheless a 
welcome and familiar meal. 

I also discovered that a major part of 
finding your way around Bermuda in¬ 
volves manners Before you ask a ques¬ 
tion, you must begin with a “good 
morning” or ‘‘good afternoon.” According 
to one local fellow. “If you don’t show 
manners, you will get the wrong direc¬ 
tions.” 

By my last night on Bermuda. I had ( 
met a waiter, a millionaire, an officer of 
the Mardi Gras and the captain's nephew 
The waiter came in handy his uncle 
owned a small Italian restaurant on Ber¬ 
muda called the "Little Venice." The 
millionaire also came in handy he paid 
for my dinner The ship's officer and the 
captain’s nephew also came in handy as 
they introduced me to The Club, a private 
disco above the "Little Venice" which 
serves some of the locals and officers from \ 
the various cruise ships. I danced all night J 
there, trying to learn Italian and conver¬ 
sing with the locals It was one of the 
highlights of the trip. And when 1 return 
ed to the Mardi Gras, I had it made. 

My new associate, the captain’s 
nephew, arranged for a private tour of the 
bridge with the chief navigator, a private ** 
tour of the personnel and maintenance > 
decks with the Fourth Officer, and for vir¬ 
tual private catering for the rest of the 
cruise back to Boston. Swimming in the 
pool, taking pictures, gambling in the 
casinos, shopping in the duty free shops 
and boutiques, attending the various con 
tests in the disco and on the upper deck, 
and teaching English to the captain's 
nephew and the officers filled my remain¬ 
ing days on board. What a time! 

Thirteen rolls of film later and ten 
pounds lighter, 1 returned to Boston and 
my own familiar little world of Win 
Chester. 

The friends we made, the laughs we 
had, and the good times we shared all sail¬ 
ed away with the Mardi Gras as she left 
Boston to go to her new home port < insuf¬ 
ficient business has forced the Carnival 
Cruise Line to berth their ships 
elsewhere). But the memories won’t just 
be memories for long. I’ve already made 
a reservation on the Mardi Gras, leaving 
from Norfolk, Va., to sail the Caribbean 
in 1985 — after my trip to Italy. 
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cover various regions of this state. 

The first, measuring in at a mere 85 
miles, is the best for breaking in the 
Massachusetts explorer. Located in 
southern Maine, about a two-hour drive 
from Boston, the route starts and ends at 
Sanford, a small town located a short 
drive up 109 from the Maine Turnpike. 

Interesting points along this route in¬ 
clude a covered bridge at Porter and a 
restored 19th century village in Newfield 
called "Willowbrook Village.” Also, apple 
orchards abound in this area, and are at 
their best during foliage season. 

From this relatively nearby trip, let’s 
now jump all the way up to the far nor¬ 
thern reaches of Maine and look at the 11th 
mapped foliage route. Known as the 
"County Circuit” because of its location 
in Aroostook County, which alone is larger 
than Rhode Island and Connecticut put 
together, the trip starts at Presque Isle, 
and by the end of its 204 miles has visited 
Fort Kent, Maine’s northernmost town, 
Van Buren, Mars Hill and even Caribou. 

Sights to be seen include a blockhouse 
in Fort Kent from the "Aroostook War,” 
the Nylander Museum in Caribou with its 
displays of minerals and Indian artifacts 
and Ashland’s Forest and Logging 
Museum. 

Foliage trip number 5 should not be 
missed, with its drive past beautiful 
Moosehead Lake, the largest lake in the 
northeastern United States. Starting in the 
town of Skowhegan, this route goes up 201 
to Jackman, then on 15 to Rockwood, 
which offers a view of the unique Mt. 
Kineo. 

The trip continues through Greenville, 
nestled at the foot of the lake, and con¬ 
tinues through Newport and back to 
Skowhegan. A 210-mile drive, this trip 
covers some of Maine’s most beautiful 
country. 

The other routes all have points of in¬ 
terest, but space prevents a complete 
description of all of them. Augusta offers 
visits to the State House and Governor’s 
Mansion; Acadia National Park has 
beautiful vistas of the sea, as well as 
leaves, and trips to the western reaches 
of the state should include visits to the ski 
areas of Sugarloaf and Saddleback. 


There are also fairs and toliage 
festivals at various times throughout the 
state, and further information about these 
is available from the Maine Publicity 
Bureau at (207) 289-2423. 

Like all civilized places, Maine offers 
an abundance of food and lodging. Some 
locations are Best Western Senator in 
Augusta, Belmont Motel in Skowhegan, 
Holiday Inn in Waterville, King Henry’s 
Motor Inn in Caribou, Farmington Motel 
in Farmington, Rocks Motel in Fort Kent, 
Covered Bridge Motel in Dover Foxcroft, 
Leisure Life Lodge in Greenville and the 
Tugboat Inn in Boothbay. 

New Hampshire 

Just below Maine, that is to say, in a 
southerly direction ("up West," perhaps), 
lies New Hampshire which, like the other 
New England states, has a plethora of 
leaves that change color. Peak color is 
predicted at Sept. 28-Oct. 7 for the nor¬ 
thern half of the state, and Oct. 5-15 for the 
south. 

For up-to-date information, the 
foliagephile can call for a taped message 
24 hours a day at (603 ) 224-2525, or toll free 
at 1-800-258-3608. Leaf watchers should be 
advised that New Hampshire is a popular 
place for this spectator sport, and often ac¬ 
commodations are booked up in advance. 

New Hampshire is divided in to six 
regions, four of which are particularly 
good for foliage. The northern section 
offers the spectacular White Mountains 
and the White Mountain National Forest, 
surely one of the most popular areas for 
leaf people. This section of the state is 
easily accessible on Route 93, which cuts 
a swath right through the center of the 
park. 

By taking Route 112, the famed Kan- 
camagus Highway, the motorist can see 
some of the most beautiful views available 
in New England, although traffic may be 
a little heavy during the peak season. 

• Of course, there is Mt. Washington, the 
highest point is the northeastern United 
States at 6,228 feet above sea level. The 
summit is accessible by car, foot and even 
rail, and offers spectacular views on clear 


days. Hikers should be aware that the 
climb is strenuous, and sudden shifts in 
the weather are common., 

At the mountain’s base lies the lux¬ 
urious Mt. Washington Hotel, just off 
Route 302, with a public restaurant open 
for lunch. Also worth a stop are The Old 
Man of the Mountains at Franconia Notch, 
off Route 3, and the number of famed ski 
slopes scattered about the area. And at 
Clark’s Trading Fast one can see the spec¬ 
tacle of real bears forced to sit atop posts 
and eat junk food they haul up a pulley 
system with their mouths. 

The Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee area, in 
the western part of the state, boasts the 
natural beauty of the Connecticut River 
and Lake Sunapee. It is a region of white 
churches, small villages and covered 
bridges and is easily accessible by 1-89. A 
visit to this area would be incomplete 
without a stop at the famed Dartmouth 
College (inspiration for the film "Animal 
House”) at Hanover, just a short drive up 
120 from 89. 

The Monadnock Region has Mt. 
Monadnock, claimed as the world’s most- 
climbed mountain. The area boasts no less 
than eight covered bridges, 25 maple 
sugar houses, ski areas, country inns and 
— spectacular fall foliage. The area is 
reached by taking 495 to Lowell, 3 to 
Nashua and then 101 to Keene, the heart 
of the region. 

New Hampshire, too, boasts a large 
number of locations for food and lodging, 
and a host of camping areas. Some 
possibilities — the Hanover Inn in 
Hanover, the Back Side Inn at Mt. 
Sunapee, the Bluebird Motel and Cottages 
and Winnisquam House Motel in Laconia, 
the Coach and Four Motor Inn at Keene, 
the Darby Field Inn in Conway, the Lodge 
at Bretton Woods, and the Gorham ^lotor 
Inn. More information is available from 
the New Hampshire Office of Vacation 
Travel, P O, Box 856 in Concord, 03301. 

Vermont 

You can bet that the Green Mountain 
State, Vermont, doesn’t remain green dur¬ 
ing the foliage season. And since Vermont 
is a smaller state (only 180 miles long and 
60 wide at its most >. one can get a chance 


to take on much of it in a day’s drive. Ver¬ 
mont has a valid claim to the world’s best 
foliage, so consequently accommodations 
should be booked well in advance. 

Like Maine, Vermont offers a list of 
special foliage tours, though because of 
the state’s size they are a bit shorter, and 
are recommended only as a guide. Often 
the best views are found off the beaten 
track. 

Some points of interest in the state are: 
Calvin Coolidge’s birthplace in Plymouth, 
1-91 to 9 to 100. (Route 100 provides a good 
introductory look at Vermont, cutting a 
swath right up the center.) Shelburne 
Museum near Burlington, granite and 
marble quarries, museums and pictures¬ 
que communities such as Weston, 
Woodstock and Windsor. 

A visit to Burlington, Vermont’s 
largest city, gives a beautiful view of l*»ke 
Champlain, a lake rumored to have some 
strange Nessie-type beast lurking in its 
depths. Fall foliage festivals and celebra 
tions throughout the state attract many 
tourists this time of year. Vermont even 
offers a foliage hotline at (802) 828-3239. 

The American Automobile Assn 
recommends a 546-mile round trip from 
Boston through the northern half of the 
Green Mountain National Forest. Three 
days are suggested for this drive which in 
eludes Feacham in the Northeast 
Kingdom, Groton, Barre, Montpelier, Mt 
Mansfield, Stowe, Middlebury and 
Rutland. 

Rhode Island 

Rhode Island, the nation’s smallest 
state, offers a planned-out foliage tour that 
covers the state in great detail, too much 
detail to cover in this space. Those who 
are interested can contact the Tourist Pro¬ 
motion Division of the Rhode Island 
Department of Economic Development at 
1-800-556-2484. 

The tour starts in Providence, reach¬ 
ed from this area on Route 95. From there 
the route travels by the scenic sites of Lin¬ 
coln Woods State Park (off Route 146), the 
Elezar Arnold House, built around 1687 
(off Route 123), and the George 
Washington Memorial State Forest, 
located off Route 44 near Chepaehet 

Other sites of interest to foliage 
viewers would include the Great Swamp 
Wildlife Reservation off Route 2 near 
Charlestown. Here one can find the Great 
Swamp War Memorial, still the site of an 
annual pilgrimage by Indian tribes. 

A drive north up Route 116 in the cen¬ 


tral part of Rhode Island takes one past 
the forest on the shores of the Seituatc 
Reservoir, and a right turn onto Route 6 
will take the traveler back to his starting 
point in Providence. 

The more adventurous can continue 
the tour to Newport by taking 114 south 
from Providence. Though offering little in 
the way of foliage, this famous harbor 
town offers much in the way of other 
scenic wonders, and is worth a visit. 

Rhode Island also offers a whole slew 
of festivals and other foliage events to 
mark the season. This year brings the fjlth 
annual Autuinnfest, held Oct. 8-10* in 
Woonsocket, situated in the northern part 
of the state, off either 114 or 122. The same 
weekend finds the Scituate Arts Festival 
at the North Scituate Village Green, and 
the weekend of Oct. 1-2 hosts two festivals 
— the Aquidneck Island Harvest Fair at 
the Norman Bird Sanctuary in Mid 
dletown, and the Harvest Festival and 
Crafts Fair in Providence. 

Connecticut 

Our final New England state is Connec- 
tieut, which sometimes seems stuck in a 
tug of war between its northern neighbors, 
and the big city to its south which makes 
parts of the state seem little more than one 
giant bedroom community. But despite 
the presence of the Big Apple, Connecticut 
has some beautiful countryside and scenic 
foliage trips. 

Here again we have a series of 
mapped-out loops, many recommended 
for foliage viewing. A 100-mile long loop 
in the northeastern section of the state 
begins at Exit 98 of Route 86 and hits 
points in Brooklyn, Woodstock and Pom- 
fret. Points of interest include the Univer- 
sity of Connecticut campus in Storrs, the 
Hamlet Winery in Pomfret, and the New 
England Center for Contemporary Art in 
Brooklyn. 

Four other loops are particularly 
recommended for foliage, from an 80-mile 
trip that traverses the Connecticut River 
territory, beginning in Middletown, to the 
"Traditional New England” loop starting 
in Torrington and including stops at a 
covered bridge in West Cornwall, wineries 
and several state parks. Further informa¬ 
tion is available, toll free, at 1-800-243*1685. 

Connecticut, too, has places where 
strangers can stop and eat or sleep, but 
it is suggested that arrangements Ik* made 
ahead of time. Listings for bed and 
breakfast establishments are available at 
(203) 236-6698 or 469-3260, the former for 
places throughout the state, the latter for 
spots in the New Haven area. 

Now that we have completed our look 
at foliage offerings of each of the New 
England states, it is time to discuss a sub¬ 
ject of general interest - proper clothing. 
Clothes are necessary for all foliage wat¬ 
chers, keeping those on foot from painful 
scratches and those in cars from becom¬ 
ing stuck to the seats. 

But the main element in leaf clothing 
is comfort, not fashion. Hikers should 
wear comfortable clothes that can protect 
from the elements, and shoes that will pro- 
vide protection without blistering the feet. > 
Overnighters should be prepared to dress •; 
up a bit if they plan to go out for dinner, \ 
but the most important purpose of foliage > 
clothing is comfort, and being prepared ; 
for New England’s changeable weather. > 

Also important is u camera. Since 
foliage watching is primarily a visual \ 
recreation, cameras will be used frequent- \ 
ly. Sometimes the spectacular scenery ; 
will practically beg to Ik* immortalized { 
on color film, of course. 

It is now. during the fall season, that • 
one can ln*.st enjoy the joys of living in New > 
England, as the air turns crisp and cool. > 
the apples are rosy on the trees, and the > 
forests take on the appearance of an ex- J 
plosion in a paint factory. 

So load up the car, grab a camera, and \ 
enjoy. After all, this happens only once a -J 
year and is best enjoyed in New England. ?

The 16 wholesome looking young 
women dressed in plaid kilts and red vests 
are much more than a line of pretty faces 
yelling encouragement from their places 
on the sidelines of Manchester Field dur¬ 
ing a football game.

Senator Kraus Looks Into Jail Suicides 


State Senator Richard A. Kraus (D- 
Winchester) has just been appointed 
Senate chairman of a special legislative 
commission to look into suicides in 
municipal detention centers. Kraus was 
also one of just three senators appointed 
to a second commission, newly establish¬ 
ed to study the entire state tax structure 
and make recommendations about how it 
ought to be improved. 


The freshman senator had led the 
charge in the legislature to establish both 
of these commissions, citing a serious 
need for a thorough review of the state’s 
tax structure and a concern about an alar¬ 
ming number of suicides in municipal 
detention centers. 

Kraus has been working with a group 
called WHY (What Happened Yesterday.) 
The group includes many parents of iail 


suicide victims concerned about the 
number of actual suicides in municipal 
detention centers. The growing concern is 
that many young people picked up for the 
first time on a drunk driving charge, sud 
denly find themselves unable to face 
parents, family or friends and in their first 
night in jail, take their own lives. 

The numbers of such deaths cannot 
now’ be easily discerned because victims

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Flea Market This Saturday At Jenks Center 

Interact Provides Volunteer 
Services And Contributions 


by TOM HUNTINGTON 

It’s kind of ironic. Begun 
origianlly as an extension of the 
Winchester Jaycees, and at first 
open only to women who were 
married to members of that 
organization. Interact today lives 
on while the local Jaycee chapter 
has died. 

“Interact itself was formed 
last year, and before that we 
were the Jaycee women, and 
before that the Jaycee-ettes, so 
we’ve been together as a group 
pretty much for 20 years,” says 
Pam Jervey, the organization’s 
president. 

The Jaycees finally faded out 
last April due to a steadily declin¬ 
ing level of interest, but since In¬ 
teract had separated itself from 
the group it was able to continue. 

About the separation, Jervey 
says, “It was a philosophical dif¬ 
ference primarily. The national 
organization of Jaycees had an 
age limit for its women, at 35, and 
they were also returning to be an 
affiliate of the Jaycee men. 

“You wouldn’t have to be mar¬ 
ried to a Jaycee man, but you 
would have to have a Jaycee 
group in the community to have 
a Jaycee women’s organization. 
We didn’t feel that we wanted to 
be tied into that kind of 
philosophy.” 

So now Interact continues to 
thrive, one of the many chari¬ 
table groups that works in Win¬ 
chester to improve the commun¬ 
ity by raising money, performing 
service work, and helping edu¬ 
cate townspeople about matters 
that need attention. 

“Just as the name implies, it’s 
interaction in the community of 
Winchester,” Jervey says. 
“We’re a non-profit, community- 
oriented organization.” 

Some of the activities of In¬ 
teract follow the usual pattern of 
a charitable organization — rais¬ 
ing money and giving it away to 
worthy causes. 

“We have a major fundraiser, 
which is the flea market, coming 
up this weekend, and with that 
money we spend the rest of the 
year trying to help in the com¬ 
munity,” Jervey says. The flea 
market will be held Saturday, 
Oct. 1, at the parking lot across 
from Town Hall from 9 to 4. 

“The flea market is the thing 
that people associate us with the 
most,” she says. “I think if you 
were to identify us with any one 
thing, people would say, ‘Oh, 
yeah, they’re the people that put 
on the flea market.’ 

“We invite dealers from all 
over, but it is primarily people 


from the community who are 
clearing out their garages and 
things of that nature,” Jervey 
says. “It is very well-received in 
the community. We’ve had won¬ 
derful support, and this is our 
15th annual. 

“People rent a table and we 
use that money, which is really 
our only income, to fund the rest 
of the projects that we do.” The 
table rental fee is $15, but anyone 
who hasn’t decided yet to rent out 
space at this year’s market is out 
of luck. All the space is sold out. 

With the money taken in from 
the flea market, Interact goes to 
work in the community. “We try 
to stay flexible and respond to the 
needs of the community pretty 
much, ” says Jervey. 

“We’re responsible for the 
flowers that are planted every 
year at the Post Office. We have 
Easter, Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas baskets that we deliver to 
the needy in town. 

Every year we pick something 
to enlarge the scope of what we 
do. Right now we have a beauti¬ 
fication committee to try to help 
downtown.” 

One program that Interact has 
gotten involved with in the past 
few years is the Patch the Pony 
program, and educational offer¬ 
ing for youngsters in the schools. 

“It’s a program geared to pre¬ 
schoolers and maybe to the first 
grade, and it’s directed, basic¬ 
ally, to protect them from child 
molesters,” Jervey says. “It’s a 
nice program because it’s low 
key and it doesn’t frighten the 
children. At that age, it’s such a 
delicate thing that you don’t want 
to frighten the kids. 

“It had a film strip and a col¬ 
oring book, things that are geared 
to that level, and a little pony that 
tells them to stay away from 
strangers. The police came to us 
and asked us if we’d do this. 
We’ve run it in all the elementary 
schools, and many of the nursery 
schools have asked to use it.” 

If Interact could be said to 
have any one subject that it 
focuses its attention on, it would 
be the area children, according to 
Jervey. “We’re interested in 
children, and their protection and 
enjoyment,” she says. This 
primary concern helps the group 
decide what projects it will 
undertake. 

“Basically we hear about 
these things indirectly, and we 
present them to our memeber- 
ship if we feel that they’re 
something which would benefit 
the whole community,” Jervey 
says. 

“For instance, one of our 


member’s little boy fell into the 
Duck Pond and she said, ‘I never 
realized until that happened how 
unprotected that area was.’ All 
the members agreed, and we 
formed a committee to talk to the 
town’s Department of Public 
Works. 

“We’re trying to refurbish 
some playground equipment,” 
she adds. “And the things that 
work out and we feel are pren- 
nial, we continue with.” 

Interact also offers an annual 
leadership award to a boy or a 
girl graduating from high school. 
“It was originally given to a 
senior girl, and the Jaycee men 
gave one to a senior boy, but since 
they’ve disbanded, we’ve chosen 
an outstanding leader, rather 
than a boy or a girl,” says 
Jervey. 

“We feel that it is not neces¬ 
sarily for someone who is schol¬ 
astically the best, but for 
someone that has the greatest 
leadership potential in the senior 
class.” 

Interact meets once a month 
at a different member’s home, 
usually to hear a speaker from an 
organization in the area, such as 
the American Cancer Society or 
the Red Cross. Members, cur¬ 
rently numbering 35, pay an an¬ 
nual membership fee of $10, “to 
cover refreshments and things 
like that so that we don’t have to 
touch the money we make,” ac¬ 
cording to Jervey. 

Next month the Interact mem¬ 
bers plan to embark on a mem¬ 
bership drive. Current members 
will try to bring at least one 
friend to one of the meetings, 
which will feature a preview 
screening of “Use Your Smarts,” 
a new safety program. 

“We’ll be trying to decide if 
we can put this into the commun¬ 
ity somehow, much the way 
Patch the Pony has been used,” 
Jervey says. “Members will 
bring a friend, and we’ll try to 
make them feel welcome, and 
hope they are interested in the 
same things that we’re interested 
in. 

“We love to have new mem¬ 
bers. Our goal is to interest 
women who are interested in do¬ 
ing things within the community. 

“I would love to let people 
know that we’re a warm and re¬ 
ceptive group, and that we’d like 
as much community involvement 
as we can get,” Jervey says. 

“When the community has 
something to say, we’d Tike to 
hear it. Our funds are limited, but 
we’re basically service-oriented, 
depending on manpower — or 
woman power.” 


“We love to have new 
members.

Last year was the most 
successful in real estate 
history The nation’s bro¬ 
kers sold 3 5 million pre¬ 
viously occupied homes.

1976 

This record was set in 
spite of expert predicitons 
that sales would not ap¬ 
proach the previous record. 
Rapid escalation in home 
values was expected to 
price a large number of 
would-be-buyers out of the 
market. 

Many of the country's top 
sociologists were puzzled 


also at the rapid increase in 
sales. They too had antici¬ 
pated a decline. The di¬ 
vorce rate was escalating to 
a record level and, in their 
opinion this had to curtail 
demand But home sales 
continued to increase with 
divorced people. If the ex- 
wife retained possession of 
the family home, the ex- 
husband frequently ended 
up buying a home of his 
own.

People see rental 
rates escalated while home 
loan payments remain un¬ 
changed They now know 
that the value of their pro¬ 
perty increases each year 
as prices rise representing 
an increase in net worth 
which they are not able to 
accumulate any other way.
